Tun bark Laurel, Oapt. l*ieroe, cleared yesterday, and will 
leave to-day for Port-au-Prince, Hayti, having on board, as pas- 
senger*, eighty one free persons of oolor, who are emigrating 
from this Bute to try their chaneea in Hayti. These people ate 
all from the Opelousas parishes, and all cultivators — well verted 
in forming, and iu all the mechanical arts connected with a farm. 
Among them are briekmakera, blacksmiths, wheelwright", car- 
penters, cto. Some of them are proficient weaver*, who have 
Lug been employed making the stuff called Attakapai cotton, 
ado, so favorably known in the market. They Uke along with 
them llio nece.rery machinery for that trade, and all sorts of ag- 
ricultural aud mechanical implemeuta. 

These eighty- one persons — twenty-four s.lull*, and fifty-seven 
children and youths — compose fourteen families, or rather house- 
holds, for they are all related, and the t ighty-one may be called 
one family. They are all in eaay circumstances, tome even rich, 
one family .being worth a* much aa fifty thousand dollars. They 
were all land-owners in this Slate, and have sold out their prop- 
erty with the intentmp of investing their ospital in Hayti. 

Of the varioua expeditions that have left NyW-Orleans for 


Hayti, this is certainly the moat important, ^from the peculiar 
olaaa of emigrants, and the fact of their taking away with them 


a considerable amount of capital. President Oeffrard’s efforts 
to introduce civilisation, aud reestablish order in the “Queen of 
the Antilles,” have proved thus far suooessfol, If we can judge 
from the tone of the Hay tun paper*, and from the verbal re- 
ports of those who have lately visited the island ; uud nothing 
oould be more favorable to the ultimate rdiult of hla plana than 
the valuable acauisition of suoh immigrants ns those who leave 
ou the Laurel, (is has found out that the real basis of . sny well 
organised society is labor, and that labor is the great vital condi- 
tion of prosperity for bia people, by rerson of the very aversion 
they have for it. Tbe Ilajtian Government has pa tied strin- 
gent laws to prevent idleness, and has even adopted coercivo 
measure* for the protection of industry.; but the best argument 
they oould use ia certainly the example set by men of their own 
race, who, under the benefioial influences of tho whites, have 
grown up in industrious habits and conservative principles. If 
anything oau ever be done for Hayti, tbeae are certainly 
Me to do it.

Ararcax Coloxixatiok. — A n Englishman, writing to a H^uth 
African journal, refers at follows to a new project for colonisa- 
tion in that part of the world. He says ; 

*' I was introduced, the other day, to un American, a man of 
color, who was going to the Capa on hia own resources, charged 
with a somewhat singular mission. There are in the 8iates 
many free biaoki of good property and education, who long for 
more political freedom than the Yaakeea are willing to conoede 
to them. They wish to emigrate ia a body, and form a colony 
in Africa like that of Liberia on tha west coast, but dread the 
climate of that part of the continent. They think that Sooth 
Africa would suit beet; and, if land is to be tenured cheaply 
fr^m the Kaffir tribes, vouid like to form a settlement near the 
He John’s river, or any ether eligible spot. Whether swell a 
plan be practioabie it fr difficult to cay, but they arc resolved to 
satisfy themselves regarding it ; and one of their number— a Mr. 
Merpcr — ia ou hia way to the Cape to make inquiries, end report 
accordingly.” 


Emigrants ron Liiikia.— T he Springfield (IUinui,) Journal

Mr. Clements bad made a journey to the t>ihes along the 
coast, taking aioog some scholars obtained two yeare befoie. 
He visited the Htpuku, the Kombe, the Avuui, tbe Banska 
or Bataogo, the latter one hundred and lo.ty mile* from Co- 
risco. Of these Batengo people, he reckon, up ninety village, 
of forty persons eaoh, or three thousand six hundred aod foity 
people. They may be called a tribe of trader-, exchanging rum 
for ivory. With so general good-will towaid the mbsionaties, 
it proved almost impossible to gst female* for the schools. To 
lygamy had, even iu the cate of mere infants, laid claims upon 
them.

Toe people here seldom go to 
the sea coast ; ih'ey. congregate in large towns, and have no small 
half-towns, which account* lor the large country cities. Thsy 
arc planting rice in ibis plain, while at iht^same Time some 
field* of rice are beading. Their smith’s shops are at each of 
the five gales of Boo. In them they make fire-tongs, a dog- 
bell, a spear,. a rice bo«, «pd so on, palm-nut* being used for 
charcoal, and they appear to make a great heal. Toe eity 
presents a scene of great activity. Different trades are carried 


fiiA.— YVa left the city of Bo-*, and bad a good path 
over a fist onntry, through rice (arms— i a pi seer- a good ik«l 
of water. In twelve miles we arrived at the city of Kijamar. 
The water r^un* to tbe east It appeared to begin at the bat rep, 
mountains, six tote* miles to the west. We craw ip sight of 
prairie-looking fields, having the gras* for covering dwelling* 
very abundant, with here and there a clump of caee-grai*. Wu 
arrived at a considerable stream running east, over which y a 

£ >od bridge. It is said to pass near the oily of Uooaadoo 
ight mile* from the bridge, wo crossed an extended plain, 
which looked like one extended new field. We cat*e to the 
city of Quanger, the residence of King Gartners, 1 the King of 
Upper Condo country. The city makes an imposing up peer - 
aoce. It has about one thouasnd fiWi hundred dwelling*, and 
four or five thousand inhabitanta, and seveaty five looms. It 
has n daily market, which presents a scene of great activity. 
Ttu rebate a Urge number of cattle in it every day , we counted 
one day sixty seen bead — some very fine and Urge, and all in 
good condition — also, two stud-horses, two mares, and two colts. 
The price of the horses is from forty to sixty dollar*.' Tbe 
in tin tii tarns arc very active in their different occupations, clolh- 
manufacturing lading the principal. The King lias a large 
house, sixty by twenty one feet. The dwellings are all coveicd 
with gme*. of which there ate two kinds — one very fine, the 
other wo Have called the house-grasr — neither of them appoats- 
»o ihiujlilt) ns the leaf or bamboo covering. 

Attjjual 8'A. — IxaguUr, the lxmg'a son, gave u* a small bullock, 
which wc knli-d, and returned hint one half. I)> fore rtcciving it, 1 
informed liiifl I cojuld not make him a suitable return. Mis 
manly reply wa-, be did not cate whether ! gave him anything 
<m reiuiu or n'ot. The animal must la* killed, ks we were the 
first Amenctim iu his father’s. town.. He afterwauU brought us 
a peck of beaultlul clean lice, and some oil, wnk which wo find 
the liver and heart. King Gartner is the rightful soveteign of 
the upper part of lioosey country A thus, his residence is regarded 
as the capital of the Upper Condo country. As the people all 
congregate in town*, when one of them is taken, the apod in 
slaves is great, which accounts for military expedition* returning 
with their thousands of victims. There is a Matidingo chapel 
in tbe city, but the worshipers of the l’rophel appear noway 
zealous in the performance of. religious rites. It is said King 
Carraerisa Matidingo; he is now in tho town of J olardo, assist- 
ing in w£^ a brother Mandingo. 

The peaks of tome of the mountains 1 have mentioned, are 
quite lotty, and the surrounding country is very beautiful. Tbe 
plain, which is a little rolling, stretches out in a beautiful tile 
Tor a large city ; the only* objection is a lack of timber. The 
mountain* form a beautiful border to. the plain, and the oily ol 
tjusnger appears the great centre of altiaction.' It is only for 
L.b«iia to call in the aid of art, and the thing would be accom- 
plished. Tue plain is well watered, and the noil fertile. QuHtiger 
in about three huudred and eighty four miles from (fraud llatsa, 
and about two hundred and eighty-seven miles from Monrovia, 
and about titty two miles from the city of Forsormer. 

I brought specimens from Mount Jane of a sap which 
haruens from a Tree that 1 think may be found near the coast. 
Thu people here do not make use of tbe black stain used by the 
lower liooseys, H.irlings, and l’esseys, they use ornaments of 
iron, brass, copp«r, silver, and gold, rings and btaoelet*. Fire- 
wood is scarce about this large city, but they have a wood- 
market, and it would do a person good to aee the activity of the 
little boys, who are tbe principal traders in this line. -Qu inger 
is about fourteen days’ walk east from Sierra Leone. 

The birds are changing their plumage. There is h black, 
bird, with a beautiful yellow spot on the butt of iu wings; and 
large raven bird of a dusky red. The horn bills, crows, and 
hawks are hardly seen here, as they require forthi* for their 
accommodation. The kheep and goaU here are much better 
tbau 1 have seen elsewhere. The goats have bags larger than 
those of the cow*. Bullocks, buffaloes, bogt, hippopotami, are 
iiuiimg the wild annusls of this part of the country. 

The city of tj.ianger i* about fifty-two mile* from the city of | 
Forsormer. t^umiger ha* five gate* ; and from them roads lead 
.nious directions to twenty -three cities and town*. There 
'Severn 1 other towns, the nauici of which *1 could not i-cer 
i»in, ns tlu-rc nopears no g. od unilerslanding between this city 
and King Jubu'r. With this view of the surrounding country, 
the world may see that it is a good mission-station, aud should 
be occupied as soon aa practicable ; and if Liberia will furnish 
men, the Christian Church will furnish the means. 

Tnere arc different kinds of musical ins. .. •*•« in Qusnger 

-•-diutns, horn*, bells, etc., the last mule from iron, uj«..i which 
they beat a suck, producing a sound similar to tbe tri ingle. 

The liooseys and Mamlingoe* are mixed up in this ciiy, a* 
arc the I’tsseya and Booseys near tho city of Solong. Tliis 
connection ol the different tribes is controlled by the inffueno t 
of (domestic lies ; for they iniermarty to a considerable extent, 
which has a powerful cheek upon their disposition to war. And 
as intermarriage and commerce are increased, so in proportion 
is the bond of union. \ 

Ttie upper hue of tbe lioosey countiy terminate* at the 
mountains noilh of the plain we called Washington's plain, 
hounded by Lewis’ mountains, a distance of about ona hundred 
aud tweuty miles north aud south. , Tne distance east and went 
i« unknown to u*, but probably two bundled to two hundred and 
liny miles The ml e occupying this section being numerous, 
we may safely set them down at one hundred aud seventy-five 
thousand or two hundred thousand. Their habits aud custom* 
differ little from the lYsaeys or' Bailings, which has been 
a ted. 

1 tee no idol-worship among them. Some of tin m are fol 
lowers-of the false pibpbel ; and they, with the B tiling- 1’exsey a, 
are imposed on by their Mandingo brethren — pri«*y.- — who tell 
them a setip, or prayer or charm on a piece of paptr, put in 
leather bag, aud earned round the ir neck* or arms. 

Aug utt 12/A. — I went to the mountains west of Quanger, 
passing through . many a licotaim, all of which looked well, 
in some farms I saw female* hard at wotk weeding rice. Tbe 
bird* are very troublesome, but they drive them away with a 
long lash of platted bark, which makes a sharp sound Jtke a 
coachman's whip. After several obalacles, among high grass, 
and cane, and briers, I came out on a rice-farm, where 1 passtd 
tbe uigbt in a kitchen with nobody in it. After washing iu tbe 
mountain stream which was near, and commending myself to 
my Heavenly Father, I lay down to mat on tome green thatch, 
and a piece of mat, chewtog a color -nut and baik for my tapper. 

Auytut 13/A— At dawn of day, aftar I had got all things right, 
the owner of the kitchen came, and wondered nt toeing me there, 
but treated me very kindly, giving me . some cassava, which 1 
soon roosted, and for which I gave bus a gnn-flmt. Tho oas- 


large number of palm-tree* in the plain near the mountains, 
which yield great quantities of oil ftir the inhabitants. It was 
pleasing to notice the interest with which the people inquired 
how I got along and fared among the mquntaios. 

The blacksmith business is regularly attended to at tjuanger, 
to supply the market with knives, etc. Income shop# are dua-n* 
of men working at a lime — one forging, one giving a finish by- 
cold hammering, another making^ handle**, another polishing 
them on a rock. They have good smiths’ tong*, but only shard 
stone for an anvil. These smith* get their pty on the ground, 
n colars, rice, ground- peas, corn, etc. 

A*pu>t 14/A. — Uegular maiket dayTltie stir was great, and 
xchauge aud barter going on at a brisk Tate. \Ye puichase-d 
some colar*, banana*, and sail, and three sort* of beans. There 
wa»-al*oul the same number of entile as the Saturday -before 
For one flint we -get ten colar*-; for one colar, fixe good ear* of 
green' yorh. Three colars would buy rice enough for one person 
Tbe' Mamnngoea use sandals made of wood, and new hide. The 
wood sandals are like a small stool on four leg*. There appeal* 
to be a disease which affects the people in the ueck or throat, 
having the appearance of a wen.. It seems to be confined to the 
plains. 

Aui/ust I5lh . — We look a walk out of the south gate, and 
passed over a bridge about four hundred feet long. The path 
on the other side Is very good, uml winds aroutid in the grass 
field in a serpentine course. We came to a ground-pea -lot, in 
which we saw the hoof print* of wild cattl^, which live ia ‘'these 
grass fields not far from the city.

I saw a few buU on the farthest moun- 
tain. The people had their usual conveniences of pots, bowls, 
eto„ with their targe mortars, some of which will hold nearly a 
peik of rice. There these hardy mountaioeers live through the 
rice seaaon, sometime* going down to the eity in the plain, seven 
miles, with fire-wood, and a few grains of pepper and okra-leaves, 
for which they get some colar nuts, abd oil. 

After lookiog round some time, I commenced my return to the 
city. 'On my way, I attempted to go to the summit of a moun- 
tain, to have a view of the plain below ; but such was the stub

Of a readers know that we have al * ays taken a lively interest 

the colony, ’now the independent republic of Liberia, and have 
never doubled IU permanent success and prosperity. But, in 
common with many well-wishers of that republic, we have often 
desired to know something more of its domestic history, iu daily 
life, social, moral, and religious, so that we might have a broader 
ami firmer bans for the formation of a judgment of the degree 
of progress already manifested by its civile ns, and especially that 
we might aee if a raee redeemed from bondage, and carrying 
with them such civilisation and Chrutianisation as their untoward 
ciicumslances had permitted them to acquire, could acquit them 
selves like men in, passing through the process of forming a 
soYereigo government. Keoently a work* fell into our hands, 
which to a very great extent lifts the veil from Liberian domes- 
tic and social life, affording also glimpse* of the influence of that 
•publio qpon the neighboring naiifo population. Enough can 
• drawn from this volume to deepen the inteiei*t fell tn that 
young republic. The author of the work went to Monrovia and 
Cape l’almas as a missionary under the auspice* of the ProleaUnl 
Episcopal Church, and beiug a lady of much intelligence, with 
excellent powers of observation, her testimony, which was 
onginxlly designed only for a domestic circle, is reliable and 
valuable. 

She thus describe* Monrovia, as sbe found it on landing there, 
we opine some tLiee years since (but the total absence of dales 
is a defect in the volume), a* siluaud upon the top of a hill. Tbe 
houses are disconnected with each other, huill of various rnate- 
ials, and the broad atreeis, from the absence of borses or 
nhicles of any kind, are like a beautiful green field, shaded by 
irange, cocoa-nut, p'.antaiu, au*l binanh trees. The house first 
•nteivd by our author was the residence of Mr. James, a colored 
man and a missionary', whose deportment she describes a* that 
of an educated aud refined gentleman.

1833, Aligns Mb - — We left the city of Qainger for the pres- j 
ent temporary residence o? King Carmer. In five miles, we 
arrived at the foot of the first chain of mountains. After passing 
the chain through a low gap, we caine to anew town on a sjnall 
plain, and in it four or five looms, as is usual. The plain baa 
mqcb water, from th& mountain. It has a good quantity of 
'deck mud; and the high house-grass, whote long blades hang 
ver into the narrow-path, adds to theannoynnee of the traveler. 
!r. the jdain, we passed some rice-farms, whioh had been cut 
-ome time; others, more recently ; while others were ripening 
ti... .i. „r .v.1 -t.r_. i.- 


The common growth pf the plains and mountains i»‘ grass, 
with here and there a ekimp of forest-trees. After we passed 


the plain, we began our ascent up the mountains ; and, alter w 
bad climbed si* hundred or seven huudred feet, we found water 
sufficient to tl >at a good-siied boat. • Iu it the M-tndingo ladies 
bathed I for there was a good company of them along). We 
stilhascended, and attained more than two thousand feet above 
the ci y of Q-ianger in the plain, which could be seen from Payne's 
View or Johnson's Peak. It was about fourteen miles from us, 
and this was the last view we had of it. 

We still ascended, and arrived at Foint Lookout, which gave 
a good virfw of plains and mountains. We here baited to rest ; 
'and on a Urge tree I cut our names, with the date, on which 
day I was thirty-nine years of age (slid for the last four years I 
have passed through many a change of interesting- soenet and 


idle, for we w-nl in search of and to took at the court 
tty. We look.d fir the wild ox, but saw nocv‘, ye! frequently 
fiil in' with his hoof prints, and hu -paih* in the grass, which 
covers lull and dale, ns in other pissjes. and. .as \i high, makes 
it difficult to |hm, and cuts ths mce, hands, end feet badly. ' On 
our return to the town, we shot several pigeon#, of which, with 
rice, ne made a In any supper. We saw a Guinea fowl. They, 
are quite plenty in this mountain district, with many birds, among 
which njfe the common rice-bird, »» iroobteMteso to farmer*. In 
our rambles afier game, we passed thr- ugh severw small towns, 
round each »f which are fine garden*, containing cassava and 
sweet potatoes in large bed*; aLo, egg-nUnts, pepper, plantains, 
and bananas. 

In there Kong niouutaius, palm trees are scarce, and oil is hss 
plentiful than in the plains ; yet I think they would thrive, if 
cultivated, as the toil- is good for everything planted. The mar- 
ket is conducted mostly by females. In the < ne near Wosodo, 
col us and iron were the medium of'ex.cbang*. 

In ibis town of Wo odo were two fine marea, used by the 
Mandirgoet, cwrhed and backed with hit and saddle of their own 
manufactory. Tlwre were also cows, bullocks, sheep, and goals. 
The people treated us with great kindness ; and King Carmer sent 
ghl bars of iron to purchase food until his return, and the 
ten were \e y kind, and attended to tire purchase of rice and 
oil for.us, at the market. Tints thirteen day* passed, in which we 
several times signifl- d ouc wish to continue our journey*- • 

August 30fA. — (W* offered to pay boys to take our luggage, 
but all, with one content, refused, as they wished us to remain 
till the king should return, and which we should have done ; hut 
we were deaf to their solicitations, and shouldered our knapsacks, 
gun, and ammunition — a wotk for four men. Wc were followed 
by some who entreated us to return back ; but on we wjmt, and 
passed through three towns, and up a mountain, giving our guns 
to the hands of a young man to carry for us ; for by this time 
they all appeared willing and kind. Hut there was a man that 
followed us from Wosodo, up the mountain, to a town. We 
stopped there for a heavy shower of rain to pass, and 
then pushed on, snd passed through the grass, which 
was wet and cold, the young man still with our guns ; and when 
we had gone two or three miles, the young man being ahead, 
aud out of sight, I was cut in the left shoulder and lelt hand, 


circumstance-). We still ascended, until we attained the top of 
John-ona I’eak, from which we could tee many peaks, both below 


and above us ; and these are evidently the Kong mountains, if 
those near the city of Solong are not. 

— We began to ascend and wind round the mountain on its very 
-ides, where a patli had been dug ; and a misstep wouldhav* ssnt 
ua several hundred feet down the mountain’s side. IV e passed, 
however, without accident, and wound down a difficult path, and 
arrW<*d «i a small mountain town, to which we had been reoom- 
mended. TI.L, of course, we were made to understand by signs ; 
for, as in many cases before, we were without an interpreter. 
We found a small market in full activity ; but, ss usual, their 
Attention was drawn from their business to_u». For a few 
moments some began to get ready to run ; others, to eys us with 
more satisfaction, as they saw we did not dieturb them. I soon 
liad out some colara, and pounded parched corn, it being the 
only food in the market ready cooked ; and we were hungry. 
But, to the credit of the mountaineers, no one will be compelled 
to go a great distance hungry ; for between the towns, you meet 
with female* t>y the wayside, peddling their rice, oorn, etc., sitting 
in groups of five or six, to supply travelers, and get a colar or two, 
and with the greatest kindness present the many travelers with 
what they have in exchange, as an evidence of mutual favor. We 
were presented with tome clean rice at this town, and furnished with 
a house for the night, and bad a good supper of rice and dried 
beef, cured by us at Quanger. This little mountain town, several 
hundred feet above the large pica from whioh we came, it a 
neat snug town indeed, sunouudtd with plantain and banana 
trees, with corn and cassava patches near, and rice-farm* a few 
hundred rods distant. Oa the mountain-slopes, and on the 
outskirts of the town, were some very large forest trees. The 
eoediti on v f the pLce w s an evidence that the people live well, 
and are industrious; and the variety of scenery makes the place 
look delightful 5- and it must be regarded as one of the cheerful- 
est spols iu the 'Kong mountains. Elsewhere, m the .mountains, 
ore to he n low, scattering, scrub-looking trees, with dark, 
caked ro. ki projecting from among the grass, which have stood 
th- storm and sun -of ages ; and ages more will pass, and they 
will still he sure landmarks to the weary (riveler in the grassy 
mountain* of Kong. ,, 

Traveling ih these mountains must be very fatiguing in tbs 
dry season, a* there are no shad-s from ths hot tun ; and that 
has given the M«n lingoes the idea of ths umbrella hats I have 
mentioned. Tuu* the customs and habits of a people change to 
the condition of the country in which they reside. I need not 
repeat that the people are kind, and we found them disposed to 
do all in season to make us feel welcome ; and we made it a point 
to c-nduct to that they would see that we felt the kindness 
shown u». 

August 17fk. — After breakfast, we finished the repairs of our 
sandais, aud left the Utile town, and wound our way down the 
mountain, and crossed a. beautiful stream of water, running at a 
rapid rate, and tolerably full. It rained in the night, and the 


it out, in the water. In the creek he lost his csp. Hs gained aa 
elevation, and saw his pursuers returning from the chtte, with his 
knapsack. He supposed me dead. Ho continued hit journey 
up the mountain, nod stopped at a small town for the night. He 
continued his journey from day to day, till he was arrnstnd, 
•tripped naked, and a large stick fastened to his leg by an iron 
strap, lie was kept in this condition ten days. He was then 
taken as a slave, with one baud tied to his neck, and driven to 
the large towns to be told for a gun ; tut they could make no 
sale of him, and took him back to the.town where he was .cap 
tured ; and after living without his clothes fifteen days, they 
were restored to him. He then met with two or more persons 
who spoke Sierra Leone English, and after that he was better 


tigated. He heard of my being at Wosodo, aud taking a favorable 
* ran away, and in two days he arrived at Wosodo, 


, iportunity , he „ „ ^ 

looking wild and much exhausted, having suffered very mueh. 

Our suffering and ruin were nearly equal, but different in kind. 
It was, however, brought on ourselves, by heing a little too fast 
in the prosecution of oor journey. We should nave waited for 
the king, and given him a good present, hut we did neither ; 
therefore, let it he acaution tmfuture tourists to improve by our 
suffering* and experience. We lost everything, even our jour- 
nal ; hut Carmer had the kindness to return some of my clothes, 
snd most of my journsl. 

We left the town of Wosodo for the city of Quanger, where 
we remained a month ; and from there we began our homeward 
march.- We were well treated in Quanger, and when we left it, 
appeared to create regret among the people ; for it appeared at 
if we were univeitnl favorites of all. At the first town from 
Quanger, we were not allowed to pa«a through it,. but around its 
walls, inside of the barricade, and outof the gate ; and one young 
man ran and shut the outer gate before we arrived at it, but we, 
though manifesting no f£ar, giving a token of submission, another 
young man opened the gate, and permitted us to depart. 

Arriving at the city of Hon, we were received with kindness in 
the evening by all ; but in the morning some young men were 
disposed to have some sport, threw some pepper into the fire, 
ana others seemed disposed to create an excitement. We there- 


fore left Bon, although it was the Sabbath, and got along very 
weU to the city of Solong, where A l ' ! “

hind me, and as the man struck me with his cutlass the last lime, 
Ash struck him with hU walking-stick several blows ; and the man 
ran, and gave the alarm, and they all fled back towarda the 
town we had lelt — of courte, our guns went with them ; and we 
were left unarmed, except a hatchet, a cutlass, and a knife. 
Brother Ash followed them a little, and then returned, and hound 
up my hand, which was cut in a shocking manner, the back of 
the hand being entirely laid open. Of oourae, it was disabled. 
After it was bound up, we continued our walk without arms, 
with a firm trust in God that he would deliver ; yet we had 


fears, that ss they had drawn blood, they would pursue us, and 
make a fianl dispatch of us both. We traveled on, however, 


my hand bleeding profusely, till we came to a small town, and 
procured some soot from over the fire, and applied to it. From 
there we walked a few miles, and came to n very, rocky creek, 
and found it too deep to wade. We did not with to swim, if 
we oould avoid it, ns it wonld wet every thing in our kuap-aiks ; 


but whiln we were arranging for Brotbhr Ash to swim over, and 
unite the vines which haa Men severed, several persons made 


their appearance in the path near us, and inlmediately set up n 
hideous yell, and brandished their weapon*. I had but one 
oourse, and plunged into the creek, knapsack and all, and swam 
across, expecting every moment to feel the knife agaio. I got 
safe across, and struggled up the hill, but found my strength 
failing, and detached my knansaok, and tupiud into n path in the 
grass, and on my hands crawled bock towards the creek, hoping 
to escape notice, «s I made no mark by which they would he 
likely to follow me. Iu my haste to escape, I lost my hslchet, 
tiiv' book lose, and cap. Finding no ooe was following, 
crawled to the water side, and secreted myself in the grass, 
began to think of my condition. It was an awful moment of

It w.ts up and down mountain, same as yesterday, snd every 
summit opened to our view other mountain*, with grass, rocks, 
snd shrubby trees, some of whioh looked like apple-trees, with 
now and .then a clump, of forest-trees to enliven the pioture. In 
about three ni l -*, we came to a small town, about twenty three 
miles from Qianger. The heulman of the town gave us a 
fowl, and I-m«<le him some little return. We ihea passed oa to 
another small town, and received and returned presents. We 
then came to a small towu presided over by the mother of K<ng 
Carmer. Here the mountains began to fluten down 


sblv. The old lady had many rice an<h.Ara#y farms, and appeared

in good order, la then? farms the boys were actively 
engagid in keeping out birds, w)fiuh are very troublesome. We 
concluded to slop for the night ; and, after a good wash in cold 
water, I sat down to my j mins!. This town is about Iwnlvt 
mile* from where we stopped the night before. The rain hem, 
and about' the la>ge plain, has been as if the heavy rains were 
about setting io. The ram in this section of country Is not so 
heavy as near the ooast; yet, when it foils, it swells the moun- 
tain-streams rapidly, and in n few bourn, in some placet, they 
become impassable. 

August 1 Bid.— We left King Conner’s mother-fad traveled 
ten miles up and down mountain, ns yesterday, Jod arrived at 1 


1 crept from my hidioL r - -., „ 
creek again, bare headed. I whistled in a low tone for Brother 
Ash, but receiving no answer, with a heavy heart I left the creek, 
and proceeded back to Wosodo. 

August 3 ltf. — I reached the town about the first cock-crow- 
ing. and went to the bead womonV.bousf, and found an entrance. 

I received good treatment, took off my wet clothes, washed in 
wsrm water, put on n dry country cloth, and laid down in the 
house occupied by us the day before, with sad n flections upon 
my charge of circumstances. I consoled myself with the thought 
that it was a chastisement from the hand of God, that deals in 
mercy. My advice to travelers in, do not go without n guide, 
from the headmen through whose country you may pass. The 
time spent In wailing is not lost, if you amuse yourselves in look- 
ing about. 

I remained here several days, and heard nothing of Brother 
Asb, until n friendly liandingo told me he wae at the town of 
Wisermado, whioh gave me great joy, hop'ng to see him again 
soon, to drew my wounds properlv. I was treated with kind- 
ness by nil, particularly by a female, who dropped a sympathetic 
tear, and was ns attentive ne n mother, until King Carmer re- 
turned in n few days, with n large number of attendants. He 
received me with kindness, but informed me I should have re- 
mained till he enme'honse, end all would have been right. He 
presented me with colors, as tokens of friendship, nod informed 
me he should curry war to the dominions cf Kiog Barbenier, 
for cutting my bond ; but wn thick the credit of the whole thing 
belongs to King Curmer. He Is of tail, manly appearance, nop 
per-oolor, with the Booaey mark in the fade, crowned with n 
large Mandiago cloth nap, thickly set with tricks ta, covered 
with red flannel end a leopard skin, with two olaws of a mountain 
eagle, which ho informed me would often oarry away sheep 
or goats. 

Brother Ash wee absent twenty-three days ; end, when he re- 
turned, he wee an object of pity. I had myaolf fallen nwny in | 
flesh, from beieg dreadfully scratched with graas. Brother Ash 
wae bore headed, end looked very wild. A fter he got n little rest- 
ed, ho informed mo that, when we were attacked, he put down hi. 


e we were received with kind- 


lixod by Eagland, whose policy attracts, and hence u securing it. 
The following facts will prove this, and likewin- -how bow we 
discriminate against ourselves : 

Last sutpmer, the brig Euttbiu .V. ft--yr strived at New- York 
from Iibcria, being the first vessel that. ev»r brought the Liberi- 
an flog .to the United State*. Her load of African produce 
-yielded over 820,000. Her owner, Mr. Edward J. Hoy.-, is a 
black man, who emigrated from Ohio in .84", and has tinr.j re- 
sided at Monrovia, when- he has been succ-aafully engag-do. mn- 
nan tile affairs. Mr. R. was compelled to pay some two hundred 
dollars usionnag* duty, in addition to the -duty upon the go.^s, 
because our Government ha* not yet formed a formal ire*ij with 
Liberia. The ucjuslness of this toward* a feeble power i» the 
more to be regretted "* by the Liherian custom, the vessel* of . 
the United Sts'eq und their content*, stand oo the same ..pnlily 
as those of the most favored natioos. 

Great Britair, Fiance, Belgium, and other European powers, 
have net only recognised the independence of U'*en*, but have 
entered into treaties of amity and commerce with the ypong 
African Republic. If, through mvrf equeamishnera in oeitain 
qua'ters, our Government will not ackuowl.-dge the former, ought 
it to neglect or to refuse the latter, when all the benefit will ac- 
crue to our people ? Such a course must divert still ro >ie this 
trade from us to other countries.

We stopped at Solong ten days, and then left, ia hnnnoay 
with all, and arrived at the river, where the people were dispoeed 
to Uke advanUge of us ; for after we had paid on one tide of 
the river, they compelled us to pay or dash on the other side. 
From there we arrived at the lively, flourishing interior settle- 
ment of Carysburg, on the 8lh I>ec., 1838, where we remained 
a few days, much pleased to see with what energy and activity 
business was prosecuted, and especially from the fact that most 
of ths timber sawed is done by the natives of the country (who 
ere so erroneously generally represented at indolent). 

The new emigrants have a real miaaionarv spirit They Uke 
pains to instruot the natives in sawing, and tnu* Americo and 
native Liberians work tide by side for the great eause of Coloni- 
sation. Carysburg is sod will be the morning aUr of Liberia ; 
and it it my hope that aUr after star may arise in the east until 
our political sky shall be all luminous with future glory. Inte- 
rior settlement* are the hope of Liberia. It mutt be understood 
the native population. ore in heathen ignorance and moral dark- 
ness. " 

1 have done nod said all I oould ia my journey, and hope to 
be chariubly dealt with by the public. !( favored with another 
outfit as a tourist, I hope more fully to meet the expecUtioas 
of my fellow-citisens. The great business of my life will be the 
1 of Africa ; for here I expect to spend the remofaderfof my 
I shall ever bear ia mind that the Christian Church in 
Liberia should be foremost in this grant work of moral tod men 
ul reform. Past, present, and future give evidence beypad cavil, 
that Colonisation will not be able to sasuia our iastitatioa fully, 
without the combined aid of our native citisens. We Americo- 
Liberians must identify ourselves with ths interesUof our race in 
general ; nod to that end the soothing emotions of Christianity 
are to be pal in a position to act fully and effectually on the na- 
tion ; nod it it my bel ef the Church in Liberia is charged with 
that important duty. But if omitted ia a point where she might 
accompl sh much good, that omission will he the caute of great 
evil ia the future.

All arrangements baring been made, this little steamer, de- 
signed for the Liberia coast, ia expected to depart by the 20th 
of April, on her voyage across the ocean: Bhe will he com- 
manded by an experienced offioer, Captain Frederick Reimer, 
and it la confidently believed will go safely. Her arrival in 
Liberia will be hailed by all at a new era in the onward progress 
of that riaiog republic. In her trial-trip, Wednesday, April 
18th, her epeed was n6t far from eleven knots an hour; and if 
•he can do this regularly on the Liberia coaxt, Cape Palmas and 
Monrovia will be but one day apart. 

She will coaat it south until ahe gets well up with Bermuda, 
when she will cross to those islands for a supply of coal. She 
will then proceed to the Cape de Veitl, and there again replenish 
her fuel, and will probably reach Monrovia in thirty days from 
her departure from New-York. 

Two competent engineers go out in the vessel, one of whom is 
to remain one year on the coast. The coxt of the Seth Grot- 
venor, with the necessary expense of placing her at Monrovia, 
will not be far short of $18,000.

The death of Mr. Charles Brewer, of Pittsburg. Pennsylvania, 
ia announced in the papers, and as oae would have predicted 
fioca fi s course of life, a Urge proportion of hit estate it be- 
queathed to benevolent objects.

As on* and another of the Society ’• 
liberal supporters are called away, we feel and mourn our heavy 
loss. Yet Ha remains who gave us these, and can raise np others 
to take their place.

Seymour, and Ash, hi* companion, received beyond Wosodo, it 
would stem that he is ready to renew hia attempt, if the friends 
of geographical knowledge or of Liberia will aid him to gain hu 
outfit. In our opinion, Mr. Seymour would do'well to return to 
the United. States, recruit his health, excite a mote general in- 
terest in his heroic purposes, and thus lietti-r prepared, and tsught 
prudence by hi* former mishap, renew l.is effort to penetrate to 
the upper Nig-r vatley east of Liberia. Ttie ludustrj^TTjeace, 
civiliiation, and general comfort of the tribes among wtyoro he 
has traveled, as evidenced by the narrative, give one a different, 
and far more favorable idea of the condition and capabilities of 
the African tribes, than Las been usually entertained. Are there 
not some lovers of soience in this city or State ready- and willing 
to set apart $1000 to enable Mr. Seymour to proseoute his 
efforts at interior exploration ? If so, we ahall be glad to hear 
from them, and^id their plans.

No emi 
grants by the Sievene can find aa interior settlement out of 
Mesurado county, because nous is prepared. The Society 
will not prepare one; beoaute it hat not a pledge that emigrants 
will be ready to occupy it by and by. Thie hu been the slate 
of thing* for fire yuan put, and, noting on this principle, il will 
be five yean to oom*. • 

Now, we object to this, beoause it thowi no faith, but goes 
simply ^>y sight. 

It disregatda the evidence of n growing disposition to emi- 
grate, lately developed among the oolored population of the 
middle and Weitera States, which would receive a strong im- 
pulse, could we proclaim that a road to Bates Mountain wu 
made, sad small bourn erected for the fiist company of aettler*. 
The Society might at leut make on* trial of this eort, and mutt 
do so before it oan eland justified in sending emigrsats to die on 
the tiokly cout, If they land anywhere else than in Mesurado 
county. 

The other counties have a claim for more population. They 
are weak ; but none can taftly be eent theie, because no interior 
building exists. Let the Society, if it hopes to win the confi- 
dence of the oolored people, run tome risk, so that, if possi- 
ble, the newly strived emigiant, if he lauds tLewhere than at 
Monrovia, may go to the Mountain, and eacape for his life. 

We have not a particle of doubt that the Executive Commit- 
tee would be applauded and supported bj the Board, were they 
at once to set apart $5000 for an interior settlement on the Jer- 
sey Purchase, Bxua, and u much for one at the falls of the 
Stoou river.

In our Journal for March, a few remarks were ventured in 
favor of some agreement by whioh the American fl«g should 
no looger screen the pirates of all nations from aearch and cap- 
ture by the British and French tquadrone on tbe o >ast of Afrioa. 

It ia time this .-.hole matter were understood, and the great in 
jury to justice and humanity, of whioh our national polioy is the 
occasion, find a oomplete remedy. Ail conversant with the fsets 
are aware that aot only ara the illegal trader* of the United 
States thus eaabled to eseap* with impuaity, bat that advea- 
turere from Portugal, and Cuba, and Franoe, whea In danger of 
oaptara, if their own flag is used, by hoisting illegally and 
feloniously the flag of the United States, are able to escape 
aearch sad capture. So our nation ia tha pall and fence to 
protect theae arimkeals. 

What argument ia offend to justify us as a nation for remain 
ing la thie dh graceful position T Why, fonooth, our honor will 
aot allow any other Government to ex aas toe a vessel under oar 
flag, uvea whea undoubtedly a slaver. Well, if each a privilege 
were eoaeeded to Eaglaad and Franoe, withia'eertaia latitudes 
and distanoee from the African coast, whan would ba the die 
honor? How oan those great aatioaa allow eaoh other the same 
privilege I Hava they no sense of aatiowd honor ? 

It ia difficult for any oaa acquainted with tha power of 
America, to credit tha sincerity of this plea. 

No aaaa of honor eta object to a policeman entering hie house 
ia pursuit of lafraptors of the law, bat gladly accords the right. 

Bat by late developments, it would aoam that this punctilious 
defonea of oar flag is now, on a larger aad in a more orael trad# 
than even tha African slave-trade, made the atgis of pirates aad 


e vocable dictate* L- Now, the policy of our country is to stop 
he takiog of negroes fiom Afiies. If, then, we go at it at all, 
we should do so sagaciously and successfully. Longer prevari- 
cation about a punctilious etiquette that doea no nation or prin- 
ciple any good, ia folly aid insanity. There is not an American 
or British ship in the water) between Africa and Cuba, or about the 
Florida Keys, that would iruffi-r any iijury or noticeable delay io 
these mutual searches, which, confined to these waters, it is rea- 
sonable, and the part of magnanimity and generosity, for this 


Government, by treatv, to concede to England, restricted to a 
simple examination of vestel*, papers, and crew. 

It is not to be supposed that the British would now, as th» y 


did in 1812, violate the comity of nations, by acting tyrannically 
to our seamen or marines. The same things never endure in 
all circumstance*. During the event of the. late war with Great 
Britain, that power, which evidently had suspended the Revolu- 
tionary conflict with W ashington to cope altogether with France 
— at the cessation of this struggle, naturally resumed her con teat 
with America, and made maritime aggression, in order to foment 
a new war. She had then not cordially admitted our independ- 
ence, or strove to resume her sceptre here. These things having 
passed away, and Britain being reconciled to our aovereignly, 
tbe same act* which actuated the spirit of the denial of the right 
of ke*ruh in all latitude* no longer existing, the identical out- 
rages will never occur. Hence it is but a wise plan, and saving 
or expense and vexation, for the United State* Government to 
offer and allow to the ships of war of all- other naliooa the au 
thority to aearch all suspected vessel* Bailing in the African and 
Cuban wateis. No Aoa at merchant can ohjeet. /

As to evasions by law, I should think a rigid, persevering aad 
indomitable Marshal, if appointed, would prove too muoh fur the 
ingenuity of the cunning ; and the enforeeaseat of law* to our 
marine ports would be sufficient for the proper disposal of eap- 
turtd stovers. Also, that whatever feature ia the laws relating 
to trying slave-traders in our courts may be disfigured with flaws, 
or whatever oode neutralised by tbe culpable partiality of juris*, 
a metuod of excluding and selecting may obnate such a contio 
genoy, which seems to result from indiscrimination. 


'Any vessel captured having at all chains, water-eaeke, and 
decks to arranged, aad being more than i* usual ia legitimate 
traffic, should never escape the penally of the law. Circamstaa- 


tial evidence often la as valid aa actual. No eaoh vessels with 
aueh arliolee on board are ever In African or Cuban water*, with 
honest intention*. Common tenet, as well as equity, must rule in 
law oases, if ever the Judiciary must be efficient aad prohibitory.

The friends of Liberia are generally awarj that for several 
years an endeavor hu been made to put la operation aa iosti 
tution of higher education, to bear tbe same relation to the fu- 
ture history of tbe Republic, tbat Harvard and Yale bear to the 
communities of New Eogland. X 

After some $30,000 bad been actually paid into the y Treuur- 
er of the Tiusteu for Education, incorporated in Maasa huselts 
for Ibis object, and eatufactory information waa obtained that 
funds might be islied upon from others, a plan of a oollege build- 
ing was obtained, and a large part of the materials for it were ship 
ped to Liberia. Unfortunately for the progress of affairs, on tbe 
arrival of these materials, a change of location wu decided upoo 
by tbe Liberi.ro Trustee a, removing the building from Clay Ash- 
land to Cape Mesurado. 

This step wu resisted on ona side, u strenuously u it wu 
urged on the other, and with the result of a complete dead look 
for about two yean. This wu most unfortunate, in many re- 
spects ; and it required very strong reasons indeed, we think, to 
justify the Liberian Trutteea in the persistent course they adopt- 
ed. The allusion to tbe final decision, ia the letter of Gen. 
Jihn N. Lewis, which wc published in the Much number of 
the Colonication Journal, hu seemed to tha Rav. Joseph Traoy. 
D. D., 8-creUry of the Trustees to MusaohasatU, to require a 
statement ia explanation, which we cheerfully insert in tb* 
Journal. Oar reader* will perceive that tbe upeotol point of 
error argad by Dr. Tracy in his remark*, is tha statement of 
Gen. Lewie, that " wa have been told quite plainly by tha Trus- 
tees of Donations to Boatoo, tbat unless the College 1* located it 
Monrovia, there would be no Collage ; that tha material* should 
ba told." 

To thie Dr. Tracy replies, that tha Trustee* of Donation*, to 
their memorial to tha Legislature, simply requested eaoh legis- 
lative action * aa woald enable the T rasters of the Collage in 
proceed to tha erection of the baildiage, either on the foundation 
already laid, or to some other plane.” 
u They e> preuly declined giving nay opinion oa the question 
where the Oollege ought to be located.” 

The iuae is oom plate ; and one la surprised that so intelligent 
a gentleman aa Gem Lewis is, could have been so entirely at 
fault. Wa trust, whan his attention L thus called to the mistake, 
ha will make aa eiplaaatieadaa alike to tha Tnteteas of Dona- 
tions, to himealf, sad to the pdblk.

those who offer to build and sutlaio a college, jxovidrd they 
can be allowed to do it in a location acceptable t > them*, lies, • 
make a generous offer, and give no reasonable cause of off, nee. 
BlilH such accusatory language, from amaq of such bijb Hand 
ing, and so conversant with pubii: affairs, renders it proper to 
state the leading facts 'of the case correctly. There aie many 
minor facts connected with it, ihe full statement and explanation 
of which would be tedious, and would not affect the conclusion- 

The location ou Capo Mesurado was not selected by the Trus- 
tees of Donation*.. 

When the materials for tl.e College building* we,, sent out, 

in December, I860, the Trustees of Donation* expected that 
they would be erected at Clay Ashland, on a lot of one hundred 
acre*, granted by the Legislature to the Trustees of Liberia Col- 
lege— a Board of Trustees, incorporated by the Legi.la ure of 
Liberia, and composed wholly of Liberians. Tui. Board.imut be 
carefully distinguished from tl^ Trustees of Donations, at Uos- 
ton. By n subsequent Aot of the Legislature, passed fir the 
accommodation of some of the citterns of Cuy Ashland the 
boundaries of that lot had been *o changed, that the Trustees of 
the College, on examination, found it unsuitable for their pur- 
pose. On their representation and request, the Legislature 
granted them another lot in that vicinity ; but, a* a p’arl of this 
s« cqpd lot was found to be private propet ly, the grant failed, 
pther attempts to procare a suitable location on the 8t. itoul’s 
river were .made, but without euccesi. The Trustee* of I 
tiont, meanwhile, expressed their assenUi any location which 
the Trustees of the College might pv-cure setiofaclory to them-*, 
selves. 

The Trustees of tbe College at length selected the site, on 
Cape Mesurado, wiihiiUhe chartered limiul of Monrovia. It it 
on the soath-weatert! slope of the cap*,* facing the Atlantic 
Ocean. The inhabited part of the city is on the opposite slope, 
facing ihc Mmrado river. The President of the Republir, on 
npplicatioh, gr*nted twenty acres of land for the srto. Tbi* act 
of the President was auppoeed by himself by tbe Trustee* of 
,lk« Collage, aad by the people generally, to be strictly legal, 
as similar grant* for missionary and educational purposes had 
been previously made, aad the 1^ ’resident's power to make -.hem 
had never haw questioned. 

Tha ground wa* prepared for building, and moat of the ma- 
terial* wehTpl&oad ba it. Some of the out-buiidtogt were erected. 
The corner atone of the main edifice was publicly laid, with ap 
propriaU ceremonies, to the presence of the President of tha 
Republic, the mens bet* of Us Cabinet, a majority of tbe members 
of the Legislature, and others. The foundations of the main 
building ware completed, and the erection of the wall* was com 
menoing, when tb# work was arrested by h injunction, sued oat 
by eartato citiaen* of OUy Ashland, oa the ground that the Trms- 
tees of the College, under their Charter, had no right to boild 
anywhere but to the vicinity of (Say Ashland, without express 
permission from the Legislature, la support of their right to 
appear to the com, these oitixeu of Clay Ashland alleged that 
tha looatioo of tha Oollege among them would greatly promote 
their private interest. After argument, in March, 1858, the in- 
junction was made perpotaal. To thie decision the Trustee* re- 
spectfully submitted. 

This made aa applieatioo to the Legislature indispensably 
necessary ; for, exoept, perhaps, the lot condemned by tbe Trui- 
tt** of the College ae not suitable, to which condemnation the 
Legislature had assented, by grunting another lot, at stated 
above — there was no land anywhere on whioh the College could 
legally be buflt. Tb* Trustees of Donations, therefore, addressed 
a memorial to the Legislature, n questing such legislative action 
aa would enable the Trustee* of the College to proceed in the 
erection of the buildings, either in the foundations already laid, 
or in *6me other place. They expressly declined giving any 
opinion on the question where tbe College ought to be located, 
and pl< .’.ged their acquiereenoe in any site granted by the Legis- 
lature, and approved by the Trustees of the College. They only 
requested such legislative relief as would euable the Trustees to 
build somewhere, aa, without such relief, the enterprise must be 
abandoned, and the materials told. The Trnttee* of the College 
addressed a short memorial to the Legislature, on the same tub- 
jecL ' 

Tbe Legislature passed an Act, approved March 1st, 1856, by 
one section of which the Trustees of the College were empow. red 
to determine iU looatioo. To this, the Trustees of Donations 
officially expressed their assent ; though, a* other atctions con- 
tained provisions under whiob, ns they believed, the College 
oould not ba successfully ndmiuistered, they were compelled to 
decline aooepltog the Aot as a whole. Tb* Trustees of the 
College also declined accepting it. Tbe Aet, therefore, became, 
by iu own terms, imperative, aad thure waa still no possibility 
or erecting tbe buildings legally to noy place. 

Tha Trustees of the College, of their own aaoord, aad without 
any intimation from the Trustees of Dooattooa that it would be 
w*U to do ao, addressed « memorial to the Legislature at iu laU 
Mario*, eiking permission “ to continue the erection of the build 
lags ou tha rite eatoeted by them oa Cape Mesurado, " or that 
they be empowered to aeleel tha rite, urging to favor uf the lo- 
aatioaoB tha cape, “that tha program already made there invol- 
ved considerable expense, ” and specifying bo other reason for it. 
This memorial we* signed by eerea of the eight Trastoee, who, 
with tha President of tha College, constitute that Board. The 
Legialaturc p eased as. Aet, Jaa. lath, 1860, fixing the location on 
Capa Mesurado, aad granting tha toad formerly eerigotd by the 
Pr esi d ent for that purpose, aad one thousand aere# of land in 
each of the four counties, «* aa endowment.

The articlu on the revival of the slave-trade, hy T>r, J..L. Wil- 
son, publislud in the November number of the N. }’. Cot. Jour 
ndl, has given me great pleasure. lie dt. i-rves the thanks of all 
the friends of Afiica, and of humanity, fir the vigorous and 
faithful nun to r in which he lit* treated tin- subject. It cannot 
be said that he has brought any thirg new before the world, with 
regard to the nefarious traffic ; but be has' obtruded it upon the 
view of the advocates of its resurcitaiion iu all its uaked deform 
ity ; he hss stripped it of its bewildering fascinations { he 
broken 'the spell of that delusion by which so many have been 
blinded to the sufferings of poor bleeding Africa ; ho has torn 
away the softening disguise which avaiice had thrown over the 
cruelties and horrors of the traffic ; and he has shown, in lan 
guage dear and unmistakable, the guilt, the awful guilt, attach- 
ing to all who engage in it. He baa lifted the veil, and discovered 
it to be, what it has ever been, " Monitram Korrendum, is 
formt, ingtht." 

But i» it not strange that the slave-trade should' evtr have 
been regarded hy any dweller in Christendom with any other 
•feelings than those of tiumiogled abhorrence ? Is it not a little 
remarkable that men high in eociety, who sustain the most 
prominent part in several of those great movements of philsn 
thropy which bear on the general interests' of mankind, should 
confess ignorance of the revolting abominations of the hideous 
traffic? But to it is. Various causes have operated to invest 
the trade with a moat pernicious attractiveness ; and some have 
gone so far as to justify it, on the ground that it is a bleating to 
the Africa* race ! It this the result of moral or intellectual htb 
etude ? 

But we are glad to tee that the current is turning. Christian 
sentiment has arretted it. This outraged and downtrodden 
land may now shout for joy. Nothing can withstand the prog- 
ress of Christivn sentiment. Tire reign of pea:e, iodostry, and 
quietness, will eg.vn be established in this land. Wars, cruel, 
heart-rending, desolating wars— famines, blighting, wasting, 
devastating famines, will toon be driven from these shores. 

There it an encouraging state of things among the nati ves 
our vicinity. They are beoomiog heartily di’guited with their 
superstition?. The glimmerings of civilization whi:h fall upon 
them from the “ Lone Star," are producing important changes in 
their feelings and opinion?. The old men do not now, n* form 
erly, assemble the young around the door* c f thrir but?, ami 
iale to them, with smiles of delight, the exploit* of their youth, 
tell them of the ancient superstition* <.f the couutry, point them 
to the scenes of demondatry, and hid thorn follow the footsteps 
of their fathers. They do not now, iu the midst of juvenile 
crowd*, boast of the course of wickedness which they liavo 
pur-uid, eulogize the period of the slave-trade as the golden age, 
and pour their execrationa upon LtUri*. »i the destroyer of their 
pecuniary prosperity, thus cau-ing the poison of ” their orrn 
hatrerl to Christianity and civilmtiou to spread its c rrupting 
fluencts over their unsophisticated hearers. ‘No; the Neitors of 
the land now point the youth to the b-. neflts and advantage.* of 
civilisation, cr where, from the force of an incorrigible proju 
dice, th.y will not do this, they remain silent. 

I do not mention this fact to prove that thipe has passed over 
the heathen a heart f.lt and radical reformation, but that it 
may be teen boar the influence 'of Liberia i* growing among them, 
how civiliz uion is increasing in power and ascendency over 
their inveterate habit*, and how promising a field is now open 
for the operation of the Christian Church. Surely, if the negro 
of we.-tern Africa has never had a history , here is a starting- 
point for a very interesting career. 

The work before the people of Liberia is a great one ; on every 
band there is work, work, work. Oh ! that they may duly ap- 
preciate their position and circumstances, the responsibilities they 
entail, and the duties they involve I But they c moot do the 
work alone.

Atoalker Letter trees Dr. Llvlacetaa*. 

Thr following highly intt-realing letter, from the celebrated 
African explorer , ^hs received by Sir George Grey, on the morn- 
ing of hi* departure from the Cap&for England : 

^ “ Rivan Smui:, let June, 1860. 

"My DsAfi Sin George :— We have lately discovered a very 
tiue lake by getting up thia river in the steam launch about one 
hundred miles, end then marching some fifty more on foot. It 
is called Shirwa^yind Lake N garni is a mere pond in oomparieon. 
It i«, moreoverTparticularly interesting from the fact reported

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TBS COLONISATION DITIHPIIU. 

T» idea of reeforing to Africa the ilavee who had beeo, un- 
der the compulsido of the British *onarohy, forced into the re- 
luctant colonies before the American Revolution of 1770, was, 
so far ss Virginia was concerned, broached by Thomas Jeffer- 
son, in the very first Convention called to organise a State gov- 
ernment. The disturbances at Riohmood to 1800 eo aroused at- 
tention to the political importenoe of some pmml settlement, that 
aetion waa taken by the Legislature and Governor of Virginia 
to obtain through the United States Government eome outlet in 
Sierra Leone or Brasil, for what was considered a dangerous 
• population, and a elasa difficult to deal with. At the termina- 
tion of our war with England, in 1815, the subject waa again 
acted upon by the Legislature of Virginia on n much nobler and 
more interesting basis. The resolutions then passed called for 
a place to colonise, not only the free, but as many aa. might be- 
come free. To the candid reader, it to manifeat that at that time 
an honest purpose existed to prepare for gradual and general 
emancipation. But few leading statesmen ever arose to a con- 
viction that such colonies could beoome self-governing, and 
therefore no eotdial national tffort waa ever made. The gener- 
al aucceas which attended the first ten years of Colonisation, car- 
ried forward by the American Colonisation Society, protected 
and aided by President Monroe heartily, and by President Ad- 
ame, end his successor less ardently, had almost made n publio 
sentiment sufficient to have secured' action by the Government, 
when four causes cooperated to arrest farther progrena, to weaken, 
and finally to destroy all prospect of earlyi political action. 

The violent and unwise action of hot-headed abolitionists was 
the firet of these cause* ; the graduated tariff of 1632 waa the 
second ; the decided opposition of President Jackson was the 
third ; and heavy mortality among the numerous emigrants of 
1831, 1832, and 1833, the fourth. 8toee than, thejgrowtog inten- 
sity of political strife, and the constant increase of «lavea in value, 
have revolutionised Southern sentiment from moderate anti 
slavery to very intense pro-slaTery, and c -osequentiy any Govern- 
mental aiHion is impossible. Colonisation *ln Afrioa, politically 
considered, is dead, or in abeyance. At some future time it may 
be revived. ' ♦ ‘ 

Colonization to Afrioa, as a ^religious and humanitary 
ment, has a different history. Finley, OaldNell, Mills, Burgees, 
Bacon, Ashmun, Alexander, Mead, name* identified with relig- 
ious enthusiasm and heroism— by their addresites, and letters, and 
acU, early enlisted in thto work the hearty support of the 
churches of which they were memoers. Eptooopal Conventions, 
Presbyterian Assemblies and Synods, Methodist Conferences, 
Synods of the Reformed Dutch Church, Association* of the 
Baptist and Congregational Churches of NdW-England, united 
to recommend i( to the cordial cooperation aad liberal aid of 
their churches, a* a scheme destined to assist in extirpating the 
hearties* and inhuman sleve-tr*de, and by that means, ss also 
to many other ways, work to tbs farthering of Christianity to 
heathen Africa. 

Thee* hope* have not been disappointed Forty yean of per- 
severing though feeble effort exhibit results more extensive 
than could have heeu anticipated, except by ths very sanguine. 

A Chitotun Republic, embracing a asa-ooaat of six hundred 
miles, founding it* system of government on a basis of liberty to 
all ite inhabitants, forever excluding slavery and tb* slave-trade, 
has protected a vast native population from intestine strife, and de 
veloped amoog them ioduetry and commerce ; and by ite Sabbath, 
it* churches, its Sabbiih-schools, ite good order, quiet, and pros- 
perity, weaned them from cruel aupcntitiooa, to embrace the , 
customs of a Cortotian people.

-averted the whole eoait of that country — reckoned at seven 
undred miles — visiting and examining every point aiwhioh the 
essel touched, having left Monrovia on the 6th of August, mak- 
ag the roadstead of Cape Palmas at noon on 8unday, the Slat. 

Cape Palms* is a beautiful high point of land, extending 
luch farther than, but not so boldly into the sea aa Cape 
iessurado. I regard it more healthy than U assured o, and 
irobably the healthiest point at preaent on the Liberian coast. 

I rand Cape Mount, when equally cleared and settled, will prob- 
bly be one" of the finest points for health anywhere ou the Af- 
ican coast. 

Ary station* at Cape Palmas era worthy of mu 
. irst among whtoh is th* Female Asylum for orphan 
,.i. This establishment is a mixed wooden and stone 
lijg, large and capacious, of plain architecture — the Kght- 
se being built atteohed to it, so that it forms a cupola, giving 
ae relief to the edifioe. It is situated on the extreme point of 
he (Cape, which givee it a fine appenranee some distance off. 
The institution haa all of the departments, as schools, chapels, 
nedical, bath, and other domeelio conveniences common to inch 
Discs*, and the pnpila appear particularly oomfortable and happy. 
Ilev. Mr. Hoffman, the Superintendent, seems peculiarly naap- 
ted to his porilioo, being n Christian gentleman of rare merit 
rod exemplary character. The bmatee love him aa a father, 
roil what was to me the moet remarkable, outside of the institu- 
tion every body to whom I spoke concerning him,- spoke well of 
the Rev. Mr. Hoffman. Ha la a Philadelphian. Mis. Hoffman, 

" is amiable lady, seems well adapted aa the fcmale head of the 
Asylum, and ia also much loved and respected by the people of 
the settlement, which is a matter of much importance. Mies 
Hall, a lady of fine attainments end Christian graces, is an assist- 
snt in the institution ; and there are others of probably equal 
met it, who did not corns under my notice. Thi' e stablishment 
is under the Episcopalian Board. 

In* next inslitutioo of note under this Board, is the *’ Mount 
Vaughan High School” and Mission Chapel, under the superin- 
tendence of Rev. Alexander Crummell, who, after finishing his 
education in Oneida Institution (I think it was), and taking a 
thorough course in theology, end bring ordained an Episcopal 
clergyman, went to England, and there graduated at Cambridge, 
a most thorough soholar. Mr. Crummell is a gentleman preem- 
inently adapted to tho responAU position he fills, and his ad- 
vent ohanged th* pupils fron*£*Rfty, ragged, barefooted black 
x>ys, feeding on nothing but rice and p-vm oil, eating on the 
round, and sleeping on naked mats on a bare floor — because 
' ey ssot dl Aatn.il to, and no teacher could prevent it — to that 
cleanly, well-dressed, polite young gentlemen, assembling in 
ordinary at meal time*, and occupying neat and cofofortable 
chambers, aa the beautiful mansion of Mount Vaughan ia 
r provided with every apartment necessary to the ini'itu- 
ooo. Th* mate building, which is really beautiful, eituated three 
and a half miles from the Cape, on the moet elevated point of 
land, can be seen, with ite handsome ooluinns aad portioo* as you 
approach, making th* impraesioo that you moat b* in eom* other 
country than Africa. Mr*. Crummell is a lady of rare excel- 
lence and fine accomplishments, and a valuable member of suoh 
a household, and loved and revered by the pupils.

,-tady for traveling. The King and noble* were all OBSstnbled in 
front of my house. »o a* to be ready at a moment’* warning to 
i company me to the landing. The women and obildreu brought 
me presents of egg* ard ground-peas. A man wu ient to bail 
out the canoe., aud, pi epare them for crowing ui ; we shook 
li .nda with the Kind piople of Passilla, seated ourselves in the 
canoes, and amidst tying of guns and the deafening shout, of the 
native., we bid adieuTo Goulab. A few minutes more, we crossed 
Ihe Si. Paul’s, and were hurrying on through the country of the 
IV ‘ah-. The Peasah people, called by us Pruitt, and sometimes 
‘»hs, are, without exception, the largest tribe in this part of 
.idem Africa; and a greater number of these have been sent 
into slavery than any other triba in Liberia. Their eounlry com- 
m . ; r.Ci» immediately in the rear ofj though some distance from, 

(j ipj Mount, and extends in a direction nearly the whole length 
f i ne Republic. It seems thsl they were never a warlike people, 
.til driven into it by the slave-huuter*. Situated as they weie, 
.li-y could have no intercomse themselves with foreigners — 
thus their only' weapons of defanco were a few rude knives and 
m.! hooks of their own manufacture. This, together with their 
sin pie habits of life, rendered th.m an easy prey to their more 
powerful and warlike neighbors — the Veys, Goulalis, and Kroos. 
These avaricious people, armed and equipped by the slavers, 
curied dea’h and desolation into the very heart of the 1‘essah 
ountry. Tnousandewtnd thousands were slain ; thousands and 
thousands were carried into slavery ; whole distrust* were depop- 
ulated, and in fact, a regular war of extermination has been kept 
up against the Peseahs, ever since the days of Pedro Blanco. 
'*n the other baud, the Manni-Mohammi dans, in the rear of the 
IVasahs, carried on a slave-hunting war as disastrous to these 
mfortunate people as the one so vigorously prosecuted against 
hem by the Veys and others living near the coast. What won- 
der, then, is it that they art^ though powerful in number., weak 
and feeble, poor, miserable, and degraded ? 8uoh they are, and 
such they will be until the influences of civilixition shall regene- 
rate them. 

It is not an unusual thing to hear the natives about the settle- 
ments say: “Before you Americas came hire to live,* Peasah 
man dared not come to the beach ; but now they ean come and 
go just whenever they please.” 

Wo passed several half towns during the day, at each of which, 
as we passed through, the little children fled, screaming as though 
amneibing frightful was after them ; the women ran into their 
houses, and closed the doors, as though the plague was passing 
through the town. At night we camped beside a rivulet, the 
Tuma being yet some two miles distant. 

Next day, about twelve o’clock, we reached the Tuma — a 
. small stream not more than one hundred aud fifty yards wide. 
The headman, who said he had never seen a Liberian before, 
seemed to be overjoyed when I told him that I intended to pass 
tl e night in his town. 

Next morning, we crossed the Tuma on floats, which consisted 
of several logs of cotton-wood firmly bouud together. About 
an hour afier crossing the river, we came to the farms of the 
Tuum people. Home forty or fifty women and half-grown gif 
wne hu.ily engaged iu gathering up the sticks and rubbish, while 
the men removed the heavier timber. Perched upon a stump in 
the centre of each farm, might he seen a little fellow with a drum, 
which he thumped roost furiously, to which the people Bang and 
kept time while working. Ou leaving the farms, we eutered a 
beautiful country— a country of hills and valleys, shady groves 
and meandering streams. Here, too, a bird,

A little after sun-down, we arrived at a considerable town 
called Da-gla. On entering the town, a multitude of people 
gathered round me, exclaiming ; “ Qutr ar-pir / Qt ut-ar-pU!" 
— An American has come! An American has come! They 
conducted me to the King, who was seated on a leopard skin, 
before a large fire, surrounded by the principal headmen, and a 
number of women. A few minutes after 1 had been ushered 
into his royal presence, a deputation of five men was sent to me 
from tl#) people, requesting me to come and take a seat in the 
palaver-lioum-, so that everybody might have en opportunity of 
seeing me. A refusal would have been considered most unoivil. 
But the good old Kiog, who an# that it would he anything but 
pleasant to me, said: "No; the American is hungry sod tired, 
go and prepare water for him to wash, and something for him 
to eat.’’ These orders were instantly obeyed. A large brass 
kettle of warm water was proceed, wbioh the Kmg to5k, and 
firsl^ippsd the tips of his fingers in, and then drank some. This 
wnt to lei me see that nothing had been put into it to injure me. 
Next, a large bowl' of rioe was brought, and a chicken, which the 
KiDg handed to Gotorah, saying : “This is for your father; go 
and cook.it; we don’t know how to cook for Americans.” That 
night the driver** very unceremoniously catered my house; 
being very disagreeable companions, I left them to look out for 
somebody else, and the housa for itself. I slept th* balance of 
the night on a mat in the palaver-house. It was at this town 
that I saw, for the first time, tobacoo growing in Africa, The 
quality, however, wav very inferior. , 

On the 23d, we arrived at a town, mu A larger than any we 
had yet eeeo, called I’aliaquorlj. This town did not contain leaa 
than two thousand inhabitants. The headman appeared to be a 
man of about forty years of age, jet-black, with European fsa-

lure*.. He wee tail, stood erect, and Was of the tuost dignified 
appearance. On being told that 1 wss going to Burikin, he 
asked why 1 wanted to go there. “ Wfeet ia U»«ro that is not 
here ?” he continued. " I haw. ivories, cattle, boreas.und oamwood, 
if you want lb«m." I told him that my object in going to Bariaio 
was more to zee the country, than anything else. On hearing 
this, he turned round to an old man that was sitting viol fa fro** 
him, sod said : "There is something about those people tl»t. I 
cannot understand." I m*t with two Albinos* io thie town. 
They were slave* of th* king’s favorite wife. There Were a grant 
many people here of a dark olive complexion, and goad nair. 
Several Hanoi people lived here also, and exercised great author- 
ity with the King. , 

On the 26th, we arrived at Bata ta, a larger town that PaJU- 
qnorly. The day after our arrival at this place, was a day that 
I never ehall forget. 

As soon ss this execution was over, I collected to? men together, 
and started. After traveling about three hours through a dark, 
dreary forest, we found ourselves suddenly in the midst cf an 
open plain, and before us stood th* “ cloud capped" mountains of 
I’esssh. Our routa lay directly orer these mountains- After a 
sore struggle, we ascended one, the summit of which commanded 
|a tiiew ot all the surrounding country. The sight wss lovely 
beyond description. As far as the eye could reach, east and 
west, was a chain of mountains. Before us, mountains I moun- 
tains I Some of these mountains are clothed, from bate to summit, 
in n livery of verdure ; others, with thoir dark iron fronts, loosed 
as sterile ae mounds cf sand. 

After walking about half an hour, we descended into a deep 
valley. Before we could reach the next mountain, a heavy rain 


up. We were all wet and chilly, when we reached the 
deiged haven. We climbed up to the top, where we found a few 
hute. These little huts, howevor, contained all that was needful 
— kind hearts, that were always ready to give a drink of cool 
water and a shelter to the weary traveler. The few remaining 
inhabitants gave me a hearty welcome. Doe old woman, how 
evrr, could not be prevailed upon to shake hands with me. 

1 He look* like any other man, said she, " but 1 am afraid of 
him ” This good old lady resigned her house to me. It being 
the best in the town, though not until she had swept it out, and 
put new mate on the bed and floor. 

Next morning aa the sun rose, the oountry presented the love- 
liest scone my eyes ever beheld. A hesvy mist or fog hung 
just below the summit of the mountains, and stretching oat on 
every side to the horizon, looked like a vast ccesn, and lbs tops 
of the mountains, peering one above the other, had every appear- 
ance of a group of island*. 

After settling with my kind hostess, we look our departure for 
Rolling, which place would terminate our travels to Pessab. 
Kelling stands on the summit of a rocky mountain. It is an old 
dilapidated town, with but fow inhabitant*. It was taken n war 
by the Barlaios in 1856, which put an end to a long and bloody 
struggle between the- Barlaios and Peuahs. Ae usual, I was 
cordially received. The Kmg gave me a house to sleep In, and 
two others for my men. 

Leopvrda are numerous In this part of Africa, and the people 
of Kelling were not without their share of troubles from these 
•beep-stealing prowlers. A single leopard would in one night 
butcher a demon sheep, tuck the blood, and leave the flesh for 
the owners. Oes had gone so far as to knook a bull down. As 
the town whs not enclosed, the people feared lest some more 
dainty than the rest, might take a liking to a bit of ntr-i etc*, 
(human flush). Bo, to prevent the leopard from eating them, 
they thought they would just eat the leopard. 

On iho 28th, we took our departure for Barlain. We traveled 
some four or five hours over a rugged, mountainous oountry. 
Late in the afternoon, we reached the Yea river, which is about 
two hundred yards wide, and separate* the Barlain from the Pea- 
sah country. We oroosed the Yea on floats, constructed like 
those on the Tumar. Several Liberians visited this country in 
1850. 

That night we reached Boidee, where we passed our first 


s small river, simply called Nyar (water.) Now that we are 
in the country of the Barlaiaa, fording and swimming rivers are 
done sway with. These " partially civilized" people have 
invented a way of crossing river* that I waa not prepared to 
see. It i* done simply by asoending a platform about ten feet 
high, and walking over e suspension bridge ae many do in some 
parts of America ; the only difference being in the materials of 
whioh they are co&etrueled. These are budded of vines. I shell 
give a description of them in another place. 

After crossing th* river, we set out with light hearts for 
Bamaquorli, a large town, within three hours' walk of Pallaka. 
We passed two towns mill larger than any I had yet teen. One 
of these wae surrounded by a strong stockade, the other by a 
olay wall eleven feet high, and a stockade outaid* of that. Each 
of those towns had four gates, which- are barred and locked at 
night. A great many oow* and shakp were feeding near the 
town, tome of which were the largest I have ever teen in 
Africa. - .... 

We arrived at Bamaquorli about four o’clook. It bap- 
psned to be market day. Everybody in Afrioa and out of 
Africa know* what a " great noiaa ” can be produoed by an 
assembly of tome three or four huodred women. Long before we 
reached the town, we oould hear their, voioea, aa the voice of a 
“ vast multitude ; " but on reaching th* apot, w* did not find over 
•even or eight hundred persons— men, women, and children. The 
rket was held In the open air, beneath aaveral large ootton trees. 
__j principal ankles for eele were rice, palm-oil, “ country olotha," 
salt, powder, and a few other artioloa of their own manufac- 
ture. 

On entering the town, my men let loose a volley of abo^t forty 
muskets.

It was agreed upon that 1 ahould remain 
here until nezt morolag, for the double purpose of giving *" 
the people a ohanoe of teeing me. 

Theysun is down. From the eastern part of the town comae 
the sefund of voices, floating on the evening zephyr, sweet, plain- 
tive, and mournful. Tha followers of Mahomet are at prayer. 
About one-ttiird of the inhabitants of this town are Mohamme- 
dans, who hsve settled in Barlsin for th* puipose of trafficking 
with King Boatswain's people, and some of them are very often 
keen in the settlement*. The oountry of these people is called 
Hanoi. They are scattered all through the Pe**ah, Barlain, and 
King Boatswain's oountries, and subsist solely by trading. When 
they have accumulated a considerable amount of goods, they in- 
variably return to their own country. They are ae restless as 
Tartars, and in making bargains will ” cavil on the ninth part 
of a hair." They are the same people whom the American 
missionary, Ur. Bowen, saw at Sams, and, through some mistake 
calls them Mandingoes. 

We did not leave Bamaquorli the next day until near twelve 
o’clock, and arrived ut Palaka, the point of our destination, about 
four o’clock. I was kindly received by King Bsssee Darn, who 
had already prepared a very comfortable house for me, having 
heard, several days previous to my arrival, that a Liberian wee 
coining to see him. Pallaka, which contained about four thou- 
sand inhabitant*, half of whom were Msnni-Mohammedans, and was 
surrounded by a olay wall nioa or ten feet high, had every appear- 
ance of being a very old town. The well ia some places was in 
a very dilapidated condition. The town is situated in a valley, 
with high mountains on the east and west. In front is a beauti- 
ful little river, with a vine bridge over it. Between the river and 
the town were several very large cotton-trees, and n large border 
of black granite rock. Ia the centre of the town was a market 
square. The people were the most industrious, and apparently 
the most happy, I aver met with ; it seemed that the whole coun- 
try wss one immense rice-farm. The Mohammedan women had 
several establishments for manufacturing earthenware, while the 
Barlain women made rioe, palm-oil, and other ncoeaaariea for 
market. Two days after my arrival, 1 had a conference with the 
King. He allowed me the privilege of living at Palaka, aa long 


night in Barlain.

•welled by thie time to nearly one hundred men, principally Bar- email structure, being abont thirty feet long, with a pisssa, 
lain people, who wished to congratulate the King on my arrival, whioh the BarlHne never have to their houses, and alab door 
That afternoon we passed the ruina of several small towns that 
had been destroyed by war. At length we oame to a spot where 
once stood, as I waa informed, the largest town ever built in 
Barlain. A part of the wall was still visible, but with the »x- 
oeplion of this, no vestige was left of tho unfortunate thousands 
who perished in a single night by fire and sword. 

The town was situated on the bank of a branch of the Yra 
river, and was enclosed by a thick clay wall, several feet high. 

The people bad, by a long and unintarrupted trade with K>ag 
Boatswain’s people, who oarried on a direct trade with the Libe- 
rians, accumulated large quantities of foreign good*. This exoited 


end windows ; the ratlings around the piaxsa were nailed, 
were the slab doors and window*. Varni, my Vey carpenter, 
procured me a piece of timber for a table ; the King added two 
oheira, which he had purchased from the Vey traders ; these, to- 
gether with my cbeete and boxes, presented a somewhat civil- 
ised appearance.

Barlain is a smsll kingdom about two hundred miles east of 
Monrovis. It is separated from the Peasah conntry by tho 
river Yea, aud from Housa by the Bouse mountains. The peo- 
ple speak the Peessh language, but strenu .tssly deny nil rela- 
tionship with them; yet they oertainly ere Pessahe, though of a 
higher order. They are the moet industrious people in this 
part of Africa, and, with the exception of the Menni-lilohsunme 
dans, are the most civilised. Like all other tribes ia end around 
Liberia, -there are to be found among them some who are of a 
deep-yellow complexion, and some who would pass ia any 
oountry for mulatto**. They have good features, and generally 
very pretty hands and feet. They ere very hoepit«ble to 

strangers, and even kind to their enemiee, and, as a gi 1 

thing, they are milder and more placid than any of their i 
bore ; but regularity of life, industry, honesty, and a “ revet 
regard for their parents and rulers,” are the moet prominent 
traits in the character of the Bsrlsina. 

The soil is exceedingly fertile, producing the finest sugar- 
cane, tohsoco, com, ootton, and ground-peas 1 ever saw ia Af- 
rica. The people spare no pains in cultivating these articles ; 
consequently, thsre are no beggars to be met with iu Barlain. 
Beside* the above named article^ plantains, bananas, pine-apples, 
pewpswt, and almost every fruit known in the settlements are 
plentiful. I think, too, the palm-oil madw-here is superior to 
that mads near the beech. Io short, Bsrlsin is ooc of the most 
productive spots I have met with, and it is certainly

the people sit in the open air beneath several large shady trees, with 
s few little booths scattered about for the benefit of those who 
may have dry goods for sale in rainy weather. People from all 
parts of the interior flock to this market, not by hundreds, bet by 
thousands, and everybody ie euro to put on his. beet. Besides 
Berlains, may be seen Bouses, Kpeilays, B*-ba- b een las, Basse*, 
King Boatswain’s people, and the handsome Mao nits towering 
above the rest, with their gay robe* and short Wowsers, sandals and.

We took oocanoo* some time ago, to call attention to the very 
singular facts concerning the Orion and her capture. We find 
that the editor of the Liberia Herald commented on the case 
rather severely, and his article having been corrected by Lieut, 
Float, he recurred to it sgaiu in an effective editorial, from 
which we make the subjoined extract, and hope the frets thus 
stated will be deemed worthy of investigation In the proper 
quarters. We are inclined to think that had Lieutenant Moffit, 
with the Crusader, been there, it would have been an American, 
instead of a British prise : > 

Tire avowed object of Mr. Flost wa» to notice and correct 
certain statements, which appeared in our i**ue of February 
1st, in referenco ti the very careless procedure of the war- 
steamer San Jacinto, with an American slave ship, the Orion , 
while on her cruise at the leeward — a procedure which 
amounted to nothing *bort of willful c mnivauce, on the part of 
this war-ship, at the slave trading of the Ori >n. 

Mr. Float makes nnoti.t r equally bold effort, to cornet our 
statement in refereuev to the dubious dealing of theySan Jacin- 
to with the Orion, nnd with what sucoets we shall see. 

First, he correct* our rtatement as to the particular point 
near or around which the San Jacinto cruised, by telling u* it. 
was notio the Biyhts, but somewhere n-ar Loando. Well, we 
ntacd cornic ed in Ur* quit* immiteiisl point, for it does not 
matter much about the spot where the qu-er fret we hod 
stated hsppeced, whether in the Bight*, or off Honolulu ; but 
the fact itself i* the gist of the matter.

Wrick of a Slaver — Horrible Fate of the Slaves — Loando, 
W. C. A., Feb, 15, 1800. — On the 10th of thia month,** Her 
Majesty’s steamer Gloucveter wi>a cruising to the aouthward of 
Cape Lopes, they mode a sail to leeward. They immediately 
put her before the wind (o give chase, which msnteuvre the fellow 
observing, be imiucdia'«ly followed suit, wilb a view of rounding 
Cape Lopez, nnd prolrnbiy escaping after nightfall, by runuing 
into eome of the small rivers inside of the Bight ofjliafra.

We subjoin, how- 
ever, tome laconlo answers, with ourcoidial thanks to tne writer 
for the apparent interest he takes in us and Liberia generally. 

1st. To the question — Can a aea going vessel, drawing fourteen 


feet of water, sail into the Rt. Paul’# river ? 

We answer, It cannot. The greatest depth of .water found on 
the bar at the mouth of this river, as late as January laat, waa 
twelve feet. The average depth is ten feel. 

2d. The length of the St. Paul’s, from its mouth toils true 
source, baa not yet been accurately ascertained. Judging from 
thu reporta of persons who havo traveled near, or to, ita head- 
wat rs, the St. Paul's Is abolit 860 miles long. 

3d. The cacao-tree, described by the writer, is the same 
kind as we have here ; bearing a perfect resemblance in growth, 
i i.‘, fruit, and productiveness, to the cacao tree of South Amer- 
ica. Until recently, the cultivation of cacao had not received 
much attention in this country ; within a few years, however, it 
has become much more extensive ; and the chocolate made there- 
from is becoming a common drink among us. 

4th. In “ Ogilby'# Africa,” published m London, 1670, will to 
the ft* 1 ' - ';.g account of the colah or kola tree : 

....« is another tree upon whioh grow* -a fruit, by the 
tugalt called Kola, by the Black*, Togloute, five or aii en- 
josed in a shell, having a bitter taste, but a rare medicine against 
Dropsies,, and used klso in Inchantments and Witchcraft*. The 
Portugal i drive a great trade with it, aa having a high eatoem 
thereof.” 

This almost ancient description of the kola, is fully corrob- 
orated by the kola of the praaent day. The 'kola is slso a 
preventive to hunger and thirst, and as such is much used by the' 
natives, especially when traveling. They chew the bean, and 
swallow the juice. The kola-tree U not a very large or ahady 
tree.

Tiib inititutioa of a National Fair in Liberia forms one of the 
roost important events' that has transpired to our history. It 
were needless for ua to state in thia enlightened day, the object 
of such an institution ; for there are few in Liberia to whom the 
name does not at once suggest the object. Nor will we atop to 
show that the inauguration of the Fair was made at a time when 
a neglect to iostilute some measure to prevent the continuance 
of such a state of things aa waa recurriog from year to year, 
would, in time, prove ruinous to the country. 

We are inclined, nevertheless, to heed a few inquiries that often 
coma to our ear, to reference to our National Fair. We have 
been asked, why has a Fair been inatituded I what it its object f 
We might reply that any one who haa lived in Liberia five years, 
And oan ask auch a question, ought not to be otiended if we call 
him an unthinking individual. Go, ask of the scarcity that for 
some time yearly occurred in our midst ; inquire of that operation 
by which we are continually being deprived of our mean*, frith 
every year anincreasing improbability of their re-supplv, because 
we have no medium based upon resources that are aa inexhaust- 
ible as the demands they are intended to supply ; go, ask of thee* 
things a reply to your inquiry ; ask their end ; and If they do 
not tell a tale that will rank* your em tingle, we will oonfaaa our 
inability lo-auggeat any answer. *" ‘ 

On one hand we are asked, “ Why this waste of money ; tod 
sot the Government better husband its means, in order that it 
might satisfy tha claims of its citterns ?’’

Tboaa at Cape iNalntM, from their arrive! up Jo ihc- >we of my 
departure in September last, were comfortably Leased, well 
cl*d, »nd well fed. They were living togethc r at the *• Recep- 
tacle." A Congo man, wbo had been living many roar* in 
Monrovia, bad charge of them, and was living with then, They 
had also a colonial teacher, appointed ty Mr. .!. 'it. Gibson, the 
Government Snperintendeni, who daily inxUuoVd them in school. 
Oa Sunday they all attended churoh and Sunday teiiool, and 
some of them gave conliibu lions nt the mbsioixarj meetings. 
They were enabled to do thia, aa, after the regular hour* ap- 
pointed for them to woik, they were allowed to work for them- 
selves, which they often dtd. They were all in the enjoyment 
of good health, and well pleased with their tituatior. Similar 
arrangements., I thick, were made by Mr. flay* for those who 
were placed at the other settlements. Ther e arrangements were 
to be enforced for a year, after whieh they were to be appren- 
ticed to the colonist* for a term of years.

Bishop Payne, of the Kpieco 
pal Miesioo at Cape Palmas, and who nas labored in this part of 
tbs continent for twenty-two yea re, recently stated that there was 
scarcely a village between the Gambia and the mouth of the 
Gaboon, a distance of two thousand miles, where a traveler 
would not be at least saluted by a native in the English

Tuouou the American Colonisation Society ha< many friend* 
in South Cirolina, yet among the people of that comiuonwerith 
it has met with less favor and mote opposition than in moat 
other States, and even good and diitingutshed men there, like 
Dr. Adger, hare either remained voluntarily ignorant of the work 
it has accomplished: or through erroneous habits of -thought, or 
prejudices of education, been unable justly to appreciate iu value. 
We are particularly gratified by the publication of the clear, candid, 
and conclusive answer furnished in tbe latter before uv, by enable 
clergyman of Alabama, to the - Review on African Coloniistion,” 
by hi»8outh Carolina friend. The conversion of a few learned 
and Christian minister* in the South to the faith of the author 
of ibis letter on this subjeot, would prore an immense benefit to 
this oountry, Africa, and humanity. The powerful agency of 
Liberia in the suppression of the slave-trade, and the oaute of 
Christian missions, might have been exhibited by our author, 
with truth and justice, in stronger lights. We certainly believe 
that the fatheri of the institution viewed it (to borrow an ex- 
pressive figure of Mr. Clay) as a " circle of philanthropy, every 
segment of wh ! ch tells and testifies to the bentfioetce of the 
whole.” They saw that ila progress must be accompanied by 
light and liberty, by law and civilisation, by the substitution of 

G aceful commerce for the slave-trade, and by Christianity, with 
immortal hope* and eternal blessings. We think, therefore, 
it is hardly correct to a*y that " the nmrionary bearing* of Col- 
onisation are entirely incidental, and entirely without the main 
and original design cf the Society.” Yet we fully concur with 
the author when he adds. ” I believe that Coloniaatioa ia one of 
the mean* by which God designs to Christianise Africa;” 
and the ways whioh he suggests by whioh this will be done, will 
meet tha reason of thoughtful rniode. From the first planting 
of a few families at Mesturado — from the days of Ashmun, whose 
great soul still abides in the memorise and animates the heart* 
of the people of Liberia — the idea that they are consecrated to 
the deliverance and eh vation of Afrioa and her children from 
darkness and degradation, thataa a nation their light, and pro 
teotion, and benefioecoe is to be widely diffused, is cherished by 
individuals and the Government. The influence of iu example,leg 
islation, and authority, extends over more than five hundred miles 
of the coast, and from f >rty to fifty miles interior ward, and a large 
native population, who are under it* protection and instruction. 
This, now the abode of freedom and religion, was (before Liberia 
arose) the resort of piracy and all the infamous outrages of the 
slave-trade. 

This letter of Mr. C tmpbell will do tpuoh good ; we trust hit 
facta and arguments will be well oosaidered, and that the Christ- 
iana of the South will feet their mighty ret possibilities to God 
in the great work aaeignul them in hia providence, for the bene- 
fit of Africa and her children. — African Repotitory,

The former is of 
good quality, with a staple from three-quarters to an inch ia 
length It is persnnial, requiring to be replanted only once in 
three years. The native cotton is planted every year in the 
highlands, is of short staple, and feels more like wool than cot 
t »a. Every family appears to own a cotton-natch, which it 
k-?pt clean of weeds snd gras*. We saw the foreign growing 
at the Lake, and in various places for thirty mile* south of K, 
ana about an equal number of milea below lhe cataracts on 
the Lower 'Shire. Although the nstivs cotton requires to be 
-piant-d annually in the highlands, the people -prefer it, because, 
they say, 44 it make* the stronger cloth.” ) 

It w»* remarked to a number of intelligent-natives near the 
Shire lakelet, “ You should plant plenty of cotton, and perhaps 
the EogiisL will come soon snd buy it.” “Surely, the country 
is full of cotton," said au elderly man, who was a trader, and 
traveled much. Our own observation convinced us of the 
trutc of thiy statement. Everywhere we saw it. Collon- 
patene* of from two to three acre* were seen abreast of the cat 
arse * during the first trip, when Lake Tamandua was dia- 
covered, though in this journey, on s different route, uor^e were 
observed of more than .half an acre. They usually contained 
about a quarter of an acre each. There are extensive traoU 
on lhe level plains of both the Lower and Upper 8hire, where 
aait exudes from the soil Sea Bland cotton might grow well 
there, as on theie the foreign cotton becomee longer in the 
staple The cotton-growers here never have their crops cut off 
by the frosts. There are none. Both kinds of cotton require but 
little labor, none of that severe and killing toil requisite in the 
Unite! States. The people are great cultivators of ths soil, 
and it lepaye them well. They grow lasaaverio large quantities, 
preparing ridges for it from three to four feet wide, and about s 
foo. high. They alto raise maize, rice, too kinds of millet, 
beans, sugar cane, tweet potatoes, yams, ground-nut*, pumpkin*, 
tobacco, and Indian hemp. Near Lake N y ass i we saw indigo 
Seven feet high. 

Lvrge quantitiea of beer are made. We found whole village* 
on the spree, snd saw the stupid type of drunkenness, the 
siiiy sorb, the boisterous tslkstivs sort, and on one ocoation the 
vtuo-t-up to- the-iightiog point variety, when a petty chief, with 
s .ai - ot me people near, piauea nimseir iu from, e*cl«lu<U>g . 

‘ ! stop ibis path; you must go back." Had he- not got out 
of the way with greater speed than dignity, an incensed Makolo- 
lo w mid have cured him of all desire to try a similar exploit in 
future It was remarked by the oldest traveler in the party, 
that he hid not seen so much druukenness during all the year* 
he had spent iu Africa. The people, notwithstanding, attain 
great age ' Ore ia struck with the large number of old, grey- 
headed person* in the highlands. This seems to indioate a 
hea! -.by climate. For their long lives they are not in the least 
indebted to frequent ablutions. “ Why do you wash your- 
selves ' our men never do," said some women at Chinaurdi to 
tb • Makololo. An old man told us he remembered once 
w ishing himself when a boy, but never repeated it ; and from 
h.-t appearance one could hardly call the truth of his statement 
ic question. A fellow who volunteered some' wild geographical 
information, followed us about a dozen miles, and introduced us 
to the chief Moena Moeii, by saying, "They have wandered; 
thuv don’t know where they are going." "Scold that man,”eaid 
a Makololo head to his factotum, who immediately commenced 
au extemporary scolding ; yet this singular geographer would 
f .flow us, and we could hot get quit of him till tho Makololo 
threatened to take him to the river and wash him. The oaator- 
oi. with which they lubricate themselves, and the dirt, serve aa an 
additional clothing, and to wash themselves is like throwing away 
the only upper garment they possess. They feel cold and uncom 
for table after a wash. We observed teverel persons msikid 
by the small pox. On asking the Chief Mongexi, who was s 
little tipsy, and disposed to be very gracious, if he knew it* 
origin, or whether it had came to them from the u*, "lie did 
not know," he said, " but suppoeed tt had come to them from 
the English.” They have the idea of a Supreme Being, whom 
they name l’rarube, and alto of a future state. The Chief Chin- 
aurdi said they all kuew that they lived again after death. 
Sometimes the dead came back again ; they appeared to them 
in dreams, but they never told them where they had gone to. 
This is an inviting field for benevolent enterpriae, There are 
thousands needing Christian instruction, sod there are materials 
for 'awful commerce, and in a fine, healthy enuntry, with none 
of the noxious insects with which Captains Burton and Speke

Tue Isabel bring* newa from Key West to the evening of 
the ltih mat. A gentleman who came passenger by her to 
Charleston reports to the Courier the following particulars rela- 
tive to the captured Africans: 1 

From 200 to 280 of the 1090 have died since their arrival, 
chiefly from dropsy, dysentery, and ophthalmia. These diseases' < 
me supposed to have been contracted by the close confinement 
aboard the tlave-veesel*. 

Oar informant expressed much surprise relative to the story 
in the papers of the rescue of a portion of the negroes at Key j 
West, and of their being carried off. lie assured us positively that 
there ii not a particle of truth in the report. Every negro 
brought ,’into Key West, so far, ha* been accounted for by the 
United States Marshal, who is a vigilant officer. There was an • 
intimation that such an attempt would be made, but the slightest 
fear was never entertained that it would be suoceeeful. A strict { 
guard was kept day and bight, consisting of a police force of the 
citizens, and a detachment of United States marine* ; and, in ad- 
dition to this, a United State* man-of-war was in port moat of 
the time, so that none but the most fool-hardy would attempt a i 
rescue under such circumstenoes

WtusittOAv the 20th of June, I860, will ever stand forth as a 
most notable epoch in Liberian ' history, marking, aa it does, tlio 
first beginning of tl>e employment W steam by Liberiana in the 
mercantile service of Liberia. Th J£y must bo rauked by pos- 
terity among the most worthy to ^remembered data that shall 
characterize the doings of then by hone days, or be celebrated 
for the important history they shall give forth of the progress 
aud increased development that shall be made by future gener- 
ations, in all those branohes of energy, activity, and industiy 
*>’*t we now *o pleasingly anticipate for them. 

Wednesday, tbs day referred to, the splendid little steamer 
Seth Grosvenor, Capt. Fredrict Relmcr, built in New- York, by 
the ,l New-York State Colonixstido Society,’’ for tbe mercantile 
firm of Johnson, Turpin & Dunbar, of this city, auchored iu our 
harbor, making a passage of forty-seven days from her port of 
building, six of whioh wero spent in coaling at Bermuda aud Si. 
Vincent. The arrival of tbe steamu was hailed with joy by all ; 
indeed, the novelty was grand, no steam-vessel of so small a size 
having been ever before seen in our wateis. Numbers of 
citizen*, so coon as it waa rumored that “ Johnson’s steamer ” 
was oil the hsrbor, rushed to the beach to sec her ; though it 
was announced n lew minutes after ber arrival, that an hour or 
so more (soon us the soundings could be had,) she would be 
brought into the liver, yet many, impatient of the hour, went at 
once on board w bile she 1 ty in the harbor. 

A few Lours afur her arrival, theio beiug a sufficiency of wa 
ter on the bar — as the steamer was diawing only three feet— - 
she * teamed into the liver, gased, cheered, speculated, and gaped 
at and upon by everybody that could reach the tops of the hills, 
or go down to the wharves. With perfect Case, and in quick- 
time, she steamed up behind tbe Kroo and Bassa Islands ; 
rounding the point at Barley’s, she passed up by the Colonisa- 
tion wharf, and anchored off her owner*' store, about six yards 
from the wharf. Of course, nearly as many people us she could 
comfortably hold ou deck had already gotten ou board while sbe 
was in the harbor, and came in with her, among whom, it 1* 
needlcjs to say, w t re some female*— there mutt have t een some 
women— thus, aa toon as a few too many attempted to go on 
from the wharf, there was tome falling overboard. Indeed, we 
have never before teen more running, shoving, pushing, and 
scuffling, than on the day of tbe steamer's arrival. In fact, con- 
sidering all the natural differences, there was every thing to 
be seen, in miniature, that may be expeqted at New-York should 
the— Great Kistern reach there, except a fight and a drunken 


Last winter we published among our Liberia correspondence 
n letter from Gen. John N. Lewis, of Monrovia, in which were 
some remarks about the action of the authorities of Liberia rela- 
tive to the location of the proposed college. He evidently felt 
that they had bean unjustly oot reed to act contrary to their 
own judgment of what waa best at to a location, qnder the 
threat that if they did not yield there would be no ooliege. Wo 
could scaroely credit the idea that any such threat had ’been 
made, both beoause from our knowledge of tbe great prudence of 
Uie Secretary and the Board of Trustee* of Education, we could 
not anticipate such extreme ground, and because we could not 
tee on what authority those Trustees could bate such a threat. 

We received, therefore, and cheerfully published the explana- 
tory statement of Rev. Mr. Tracy, as our rtodors will remember. 
By the late arrivals we received from Gen. Lewia a communica- 
tion in reply to Mr. Tracy, atU giving tbe grounds of his former 
remark*. This we submitted lo Mr. Tracy, with an invitation to 
accompany it with such nriioe as might be judged by him expe- 
dient. 

We learn, however, that there is farther delay in erecting the 
building, and feel persuaded that the Trustees of Education must 
by this time have doubted the wisdom of altering the original des- 
tination, at least in the direction it has taken. 

Monrovia already had two fine academical institutions in op- 
eration, the one under the Methodist, and the other under the 
Presbyterian Missionary Society. Tbe 8t. Paul’s river, by far 
the most beautifully settled portion of Liberia, had been by the 
Legislative act of incorporation designated, with uni venal consent, 
at the place, and with it all parties would have been satisfied. A 
change was decided upon, and moat unfortunate!; under circum- 
stances whioh enlisted local jealousies and political exasperations. 
When and how tbe tangled skein will be disentangled, we dare not 
predict, but will hope at no distant day. The following is the ! 
communi -ation of Gen. Lewia :

I leave the matter to be judged by disfolemted persons. If I 
have inoonecUy charged the Board of Truri*ek\of Donations 
with having used threats to compel tbs Legislature^* Liberia to 
looate th* college in Monrovia, I hare been led to do so from 
what I have heard and read. I had no intention of mi*rrpr***et- 
ing them, but I spoke as I understood matters in common with 
the rest of the citizens in Monrovia. 

During the session's of the Legialature lor The last three year*, 
no remark wee more common then," If the Legislature do not re- 
move the disability to the erection of the college fo Monrovia, 
there would be no college,” that it had been so determined by 
the Trustees of Donations in Boston. At public gaihermg* 
the tarns tong was sung, and very frequently, too, by tome of the 
member* composing the Board of Trustee* of the College. PubKe 
meetings have been oalied to instigate the people to remonstrate 
with the Legislature to have the college located in Monrovia. Tty 
last meetings called for this purpose were held iu this city on the 
6th und 18th of January, 1860, at which the tame declaration 
wa* made.

Sir I notice in your Journal for April, 1800, a letter from 
Dr. Tracy, 0 f Boston, in which he takes exceptions to some re- 
marks made by dc in a letter published in your Journal for 
March, referring to tbe final decision of the college question. 

In alluding to the college question in that letter, I had not the 
most distant idea that Dr. Trecy, or say one else, would have 
thought it necessary to attempt a refutation ; I did not write with 
any intention of reviving a controversy on the college subject, 
which hat already caused much bitterness and hard feeling 
among our people, and oreated prejudice* which will, I regret to 
believe, leave their mark upon our history. 

Dr. Tracy takes exception to my representing the “ Trustees of 
Donation* in Boston” as saying to the Legislature and people of 
Libenu, •• \ou can have the college, provided you carry out our 
fancies in regard to its location,” and he ask*, quoting from my 
letter, “ In what light can conscientious men view their action ?” 
The Doctor says, “ Probably, even if the facts were aa he as- 
sumed, most * conscientious men ’ would think those wlio offer to 
build and sustain a ooliege, provided they can be allowed to do 
it in a location acceptable to themselves, make a generous < 
and give no reasonable cause of offence.” I raise no objection 
to these return ks, as they cannot possibly have any meaning in 
the discussion of the question at issue. 

The Irustees of Donations in Boston, acting under a charter of 
incorporation from the Government of Liberia, propose to bnild 


in Liberia— whioh charter fixed th* cite in Oley Ash 
land. A tract of land it gi anted for the building of the ooliege, 
but the Trustees of the College in Liberia, or a majority of 
object to the suitableness of the land granted. Now, I have no 
intention to call in question the purity of the motivee of the ma- 
jority of the Trustees of the College, in deriding against th* on- 
suitableness of the site at Clay Ashland, but I may be allowed 
to »ay that they are at likely to err in their judgment as other moo. 

Tne Trustees in Boston reoeive for granted all that has been 
written to them of th* untnitablenees of the lend granted at 
Clsy Ashland, notwithstanding . abundant concurrent testimony 
to the contrary. 

At so time lisa the Legislature conoeded that the rite at Olay 
Ashlsad wts unsuitable for the location of the ooliege ; aad their 
several actions on tbe subject of tbe ooliege have been for the 
purpose of haviag a college iu tbe Kepnblie. Although they de 
sired to have it loomed somewhere from lb* sea-ooeet, yet they 
jMded their preference in this matter, for the sake of having 
the college.” 

I will net refer to the testimony of Liberians as to tbe snitnble- 
ncts of the >»nd granted at Olay Ashland for the college build- 
ings, but 1 would refer to the testimony of Dr. James Hall, of 
Baltimore, aad the Rev. Mr. Cowan, of Keatueky ; both of them 
gentlemen visited Olay Ashland, aad took sons trouble to ex- 
amine tbe site granted for the ooliege buildings , and if yoe will 
refer to their published journals, you will find that they deolared 
said site to be unexceptionable. 

No doubt. Dr. Tracy reed their statements ; and as they were 
free and unshackled from “the loros ol rireamstnaoes anting 
and existing in Liberia,” their testimony ought to have had some 
influence with the Board of Trustees of Donations in Beaton. 
These gentleman were unbiased— fra* from priitieal, <*ctieaal, or 
lootl prejudice*.

It must be continually borne in mind, that the disagreement 
about Liberia College has been as to iu place of location— tbe 
peoplo earnestly contending for an interior site, and the Boards 
of Trustees of tbe College, and of Donations, for iu location in / 
Monrovia. 

The Board of Trustee* of Donations m Boston, under date 
October 13th, 1858 : memorialised the Legislature of Liberia; in 
(bis memorial I find these words; 

“ We cannot go on to erect the- buildings, aad establish the 
college on Cspe Meesurado, because of tbe injunction ; nor in any 
other place, for want of funds. We must be relieved from this 
diffieultj, or abandon the attempt, aad make lh« best disposal we 
cm of the property rn our hands.” 

-Dr. Tracy, tio Secretary of the Board of Trustees, in a letter to 
a gentleman in this city, dated July lav, 1850, writes . 

“ It may be proper to inform you unofficudly, that the Tree- 
tees <4 Donations have seriously considered the question whether 
it would not be best to abandon all further attempt to cstablkh 
- allege in Liberia, return what is left of their .fends to the do 
nor*, ana disband themselves.’ 

It k true that Dr. T-**y uses the word “ unofficially,’’ ! hold 
neverthtfett. that he waa convey Jaj important information of the 
offieis! doings of the Trustee* of Donations in Boston, whioh in- 
formation in {finer aad unmistakable language told us that the 
Trustees of Donations “ have seriously considered the~qi,re. 
whether it would not be best to abandon all farther attampu to 
establish a ooliege in Liberie, return what is left of their fund* to 
the donors, and di themselves.” 

1 hough the Doctor did not write officially, there was, no doubt, 
some solid reason why the people of Liberia should know the 
question so seriously under consideration by the Trustee* of Do 
nation* in Boston. 

The Doctor says : “ A* to public sentiment, they have seen 
many conflicting sentiments ; but they have no erkiencs thataury 
sits elsewhere would be the choice of a greater number than tha 
presoot, or oven that a majority regret its location on the Cape.” 

It is impossible not to be surprised at this statement. Ex- 
cepting in Monrovia, there are not, in my candid opinion, fifty 
person* throughout the Republic who favor the location of the col- 
lege in Monrovia, aad in Monrovia but a very limited number of 
iu population will be found who will not tell you that aa interior 
location would be by far preferable. How comes it that tbo 
college has not been erected, if public sentiment was so nearly 
equal ? The political history of Liberia for the last three yean 
will eonrinoe you that I am not mistaken in this matter. 

I now leave the subject to be judged by the unbiased.

Tax French are quietly, and almost unobserved, making rapi 
id and sure progress in the development, and settlement, and 
annexation, of one of the moet desirable portions of Afrioa. We 
oopy the following peragraph from a late Paris journal, the Pa

" We have received a letter from Senegal, which shows that 
the Emperor’s Government, C»ot withstanding its maoy oc- 
cupations in Europe, pays great attention to ttie development of 
the oolony, one of the richest countries in Central Africa. It 
is well known chat, in order to aeotu’e French influence on the 
upper part of the river, a fort was constructed in 1655, at Me- 
dina, a point situated about fifteen hours’ navigation from B* 
kel, ana about three miles from tho 'cataract of Felon. That 
measure has been attended with the beet results for the power of 
France, and for her commerce. A new establishment is now 
about to be formed eboul ono hundred miles above Medina, at 
the meeting of the Booule and the Hs- fing, which will bring us 
closer to the rosd from Timbuctoo and the track followed by 
the great caravans. Thia eaublishment will, it is ash), be favor- 
ably situated, aa far as regards security and salubrity, and will 
be only the continuation of a ay stem of forlifisd points well 
suited for the necesaitiee of that part of Afrioa. The river Bs- 
fiog) cornea from tho East from the mountains of Fouta-Diaio, 
auq its stream leads in a direct line to the basin of tha Niger, 
whiob, at the present time, so mueh excites attention."

At Cooper’s es- 
tablishments (be has a steam-mill,, tent by Messrs. Schieffiin & 
Phelps), there is now belonging to the Coopeie over forty ton* 
(eighty hogsheads) of as good brown sugar as you will meet 
with n any market, and syrup nod molasses by the tens, hund 
reds, and thousands of gallons. Take a stand on tome high 
land near Coopers, and in moat all directions along the St. Paul’* 
you will see fields of sugar-cane waiting for the mill to grind it. 
I am told that the breaking of Anderson’s mill will cause the Iota 
of seventy acre* of augar-esne. 1 do opt believe, from what I 
have hcaid of other cane growing countries, that there it any 
that surpasses this. Mr. Cooper has six acres of cane from which 
he has this year taken the sixth crop, and the largest that baa 
been yet harvested (only one planting). Coffee and ooooa may 
be cultivated with equal success. Cotton ia beiog introduoerl all 
along the court; all that is wauling ia capital and enterprise, di- 
rected by intelligence. One of my first eoholara it now the 
largest and meat successful planter on the river. Is not this a 
reward for my po >r labors I 

I rtliendi-d t lie National Fair at BaaaSi in March. 1 have made 
out the repoit, and sent it to the editors, which, I presume, will 
be published. I refer you to it. I can only say in advance, it 
is o *• ol the grandest institutions in Liberia ; every cent ex- 
pended on it, yield* to Liberia a thousandfold.

scribed, in large letters, “ Eusebia N. Koye.” Udoo inquiry, it 
war fonnd out that the neat and pretty brig waa both officered 
and manned by Liberians. The vessel and a very valuable cargo 
belong to a Liberian merchant, by name Edward J. Roye. He 
has beeo engaged in the tame business several years, and it un- 
derstood to have dono well. He i* the. gentleman who carried 
first the flag of hia oountry to New-Yoik,or the New World, 
last year. The novel eight caused general publicity to be given ; 
but in consequence of the Aim-iioan Government having with- 
held the reciprocity due to Liberia alike by American promise* 
and by Liberian policy pursued toward* that Governmant (Libe- 
ria having no treaty with America, while we have made a liberal 
one with her), the Liberian merchants have resolved to do their 
trade by their own ships in England ; or, at leaat, until the 
Americans may feel disposed to doss they have been don* by in 
Liberie. Another Liberian vessel is daily expected to arrive io 
thia port ; they come here because of the American want of re- 
ciprocity in their custom-house charges. It ia to be hoped by 
every true Englishman thatlhey may meet with every just and 
needful advantage the country has to extend to the Negro mer 
chants and their table connlrymen, that their crope of oottoo, 
sugar, coffee, and other products, being grown, may swell Brit- 
ish imports and interests. Yet philanthropy, more than the 
philosophy of money-making, hath directed England’s friendly 
policy towards the black race. The cargo of the Eusebia N. 
Roye consists of palm-oil, oamwood, ivory, sugar, and gold duat.

Since the construction 6f the ahip M. C. Stew ns, two periods 
have Been fixed upon for her sailinir, in each year — via., the fitat 
of May and of November. It was justly deemed of the gnealV 
est importance that the best posatble arrangement should hi 
made in regard to this matter, so far *s it affected the emigrants, 
the interests of the Society, and all concerned. Every ctroum 
atance or i-ossible contingency bearing upon it was taken into 
consideration, and esch allowed its full weight. The reasons 
which led to filing upon the above periods as most suitable, 
were given in riffnaw long since, and we hoped they would be 
'■ sufficiently conclusive and satisfactory, and we believe they were, 
to most who took the trouble to give them full and fair considera- 
tion. As various objections, however, have from time to time 
been rne.de to the arrangements' adopted, and suggestions of alter- 
ations, to remedy inconveniences and evils, we think, attendant 
on any plan, by thoee whose interest in the matter is as great as 
our own. snd whote opinions and withes are entitled to, the ut- 
most deference, we will endeavor briefly to recapitulate the 
grounds on which we have made the preeent arrangement. 

The object of the donor of the ship, Mr. Stevens, as expressed 
, in his Utters, whs the establishment of regular and frequent 
intercourse with Liberia. The increasing commerce with that 
count) y, inducing frequent arrivals atod departure of commercial 
vessels, renders the latter consideration unimportant. Regularity 
is the thing essential, so far as emigration is concerned. With- 
out this, great inconvenience and viul injury to the oause are 
the necessary results. Applications for passage, sod informa- 
tion ns to the next opportunity for Liberia, come from all parU 
of the Union, and from all classes of persons, at all times and 
seasons; and’ if no definite time of tailing is fixed upon, no 
definite answer can be given, and often, from this cause, eroi 
gration is abandoned or postponed indefinitely. A probable lime, 
depending upon the return of the ship, give# no satisfaction — 
^consequently, preparations are too often deferred till loo late for 
the next voyage. In addition to emigration, all freights of roer- 
chau Use. parcels, or packages, so important to those who have 
before gone out, are liable to be out of lime, and great inconve- 
• nience is the result. On the other aide of the Atlantic, regu- 
larity or Stated times lor voyages are not less important to pas 
sengeis and freighters. These reasons, we conceive, render fixed 
periods for svhng of the ahip a neceesity. 

A* to frequency of tbe voyage. This is desirable, certainly, 
not only «» promoting the general interests of Colonixstion and 
Liberia! but for economy. The more work tbe ship does, the 
more pr. ti', or rather ti e less expense in proportion to her earn 
tags. I iut keeping -the vessel lunoing, only allowing time in 
. port" for discharge and reloading, is incompatible with fixed pe- 
riods of SA’Iiog. Wo hesitate not to declare that no tailing ves- 
sel afloat evil make over iwo voyages per year between this and 
Liberia, doing the business which devolves upon the ship, and 
meet fixed time* - t arrival and departure. We tried this for 
six yem* with the " Liberia Packet,” tb»n one of the fastest 
vessel* "Ut of this port, ami never sue :«eded in making three full 
vovagea 111 any twelve m utba ; although directing her to touch 
onivnt ports of discharge aud where freight was ready, often 
Otilv two or three, and that but once each. The four yeats run- 
ning of the M. C. Stevens, ummrpareed iu speed, confirms our 
experience with the ** Parker.” True, in some voyages, she has 
a month or mote to spare ; iheo, again, she harely has time for 
discharge, repsi s, and loading— -not actually losing, on an aver- 
age, over six wei k* in the year. Regularity, therefore, of neces- 
sUy', contracts ihe burin,** of the ship to two voyage* per annum 

Two voyages being the limit, it only remains to fix tbe time 

of sailing for each vovage. Various considerations have been 
urged effecting this, the most important of whioh we will pro- 
ceed briefly to notice. Tne first is, the best season for acclima- 
tion of emigrauts: or that in which they may suffer least from 
the fever of the country. On this there is a great variety of 
opinion, even among numbers of the profession, with equal 
opportunities for observation. This fact serves to confirm us in 
our conclusions, formed from an experience of rest six years in 
slteudiog emigrants during aoclimatioe— via., that there it really 
very little difference, so far as mortality is. conoernsd. Medical 
authorities might - be quoted to almost any extent, as tb the 
times and seasons in which the mslaris of pH tropioal and rater- 


mil tint countries, if wemay ass the sxpresaion, is most concen- 
trated and virulent— generally, however, conceding tkat after 
the subsidence of the overflow of lends from rains or other 
causes, while tbe water is receding and drying up, lsyio« bare 
the h» relofore wit plaint to tbe action of the sun melar-a, mi 
1 ..ma, aoimalcula:, or whatever may be the mom of diseaas. are 
more freely generated and evolved. If U»e opm.on 1 . well 
founded and proved true by experirmes. then October and No- 
vember, the drying up months, would induce the moet virulent 
type of dbwse. Yet we have not found it so, nor have we 
heard of any one's exprewing an opmtau to that effaci. The 
difference of opinion as to the meet favorable period of acclima- 
tion mar. no doubt, be justly attributed to the feet that a variety 
of other caures also materitlly affect the fate of different com- 
panies of emigrants, such as the well known groat difference 
w the violence of the fever in different year* ; difference in 
locality, in habitation*, in kinds of food, nursing ; different medi 
cal treatment ; but more than all put together, a difference in the 
peculiar coostituiiooality, or idiosyncrasies, of different individ- 
uals and families, or their peculiar inscoptibilitlea to this specific 
disease. To us, the philosophy or theory of lb* matter is very 
plain and aimple. At>y foreigner, 03 becoming a resident of 
tropical Africa, especially on the coast, must necessarily breath* 
a malarious or poisonous atmosphere, sooner or later producing 
disease of a peculiar cl res. He is subject to repeated aod modi- 
fied attacks of this di*ea»e— generally, after the second, grow- 
ing milder, until tb* system gels so accustomed to iq that it 
states to produce any deleterious effect. If this cause of diaeaerj 
is evolved more freely at one season than another, it done not 
prove that a greater mortality attends acchmaUoa of foesigusn 
landed at that season. W* rather think th* reverse. The new 


outer, in full health, from a temperate climate aud aeea voyage, I 
i* hatter abi* to withstand tbe effect* of « dtsmae, the prominent j 
feature of which i* debility and emeus irritation, than after * j 
tropical residence for tnooibfe, and repeated attacks of the eauie 
disease It is quite likely tb* sooner the system become* accus- 
tomed to this poison, the' better. It is a cbmnx* remark among 
old. settlers in Liberia, and acknowledged by the profession, that 
those who remain longest without being attached, suffer the in st 
severely. 

The r«mat kabU difference between Liberia Slid Sw-r.-t .Leone 
in rega*d to attack* of the fever , serve* also to confirm this idex. 
Foreigners may land at the latter place in the dry sowam,. and 
generally remain with impunity until th* acoerabm of the rains ; 
but then they are sure of an attack, which few survive ; where- 
as, in Liberia, sofer a* our experience goe*. iher* hut little 
difference in the term of probation, an ' the *s !•** fatal 

to foreigner* than in Sierra Leone. We have dwelt more fully 
on thia point, at many have expressed the opinion thitemigrauU 
should only bo landad at certain season*, but we much doubt if 
the mortality! or even (he violence of the fceelitr.aitag disease, 
would he materially affected by any discrimination in this re- 
spect. 

There are other consideration*, that reader it t'esirable, if 
practicable, to land emigrant* in the dtie*, especially since the 
establishment of the interior settlement. With the pres- ut 
roesns of inland transportation, and in tact, with any that we 
are likely soon to have, the passage through the country during 
the rainy season is attended with great inconvenience and dis- 
tress, and often injury to the provision* and effects of the emi- 
grants, but we think not materially affecting the grade of the 
acelimating fever, or the mortality attending acclimation, as has 
been lately asserted. Relieving, *» all do, that emigrant* 
suffer less from the malaria in the interior, the plan -adopted is 
to send them direct from the vessel up the liver. Now a wetting 
or thorough drenching, immediately on landtag, if not continued 
too loug, would not probably affect the system for a fortnight 
afterwards, the shortest time allowed ter the first ca»es of fever, 
nor materially aggravate the dt«eaie. True, elds and diarrba-Vj 
might, in many instances, be the consequence, and *11 exposures 
of the kind should be nvcided, as far a* practicable ; but no 
change in the time* of tailing can prevent the landing of one 
cargo of emigrants in the rains. Our only reroidy is to distrib- 
ute the emigrants by the spring expedition among the beach 
settlement*, pr provide more speedy means of transportation ,«nd 
more effective protection from the rains. 

Having occupied more apace than we intended in disposing of 
reasons alleged lor changing the period* of a tiling, we will 
state, aa britfly as possible, what induced u* to fix upon the time 
at which die ship has heretofore saiM. 

The autumnal voyage was first decided upon, and were there 
but one voyage in the year, we would prefer November to any 
other period : /rest, because nine tenth* of all emigrants off- r- 

ing, or likely to otter, can better break up * tier the close of their 
summer’* work, be it on their own aocoun', or tor a master, Shan 
in any other tide of the year. Secondly, the season is most 
f tvorable for the voyage — the weather is generally so mild that 
emigrant* are comfortable without fife in the steerage; th* 
autumnal st- • mi season is passed, aud the chances are, (hat the 
vessel will leave the coast speedily, and with a fair wind * n ihe 
Atlantic, till her easting t» run, and she haul* off for ihu trade 
winds. The time for at rival on the coast is unquestionably tin 
most favorable. If any one season can be more favorable than all j 
other*' in th » we believe all are agreed. The lime for on-- 
voyage being fixed, bow could we do otherwise than take the 
opposite or Urn month of spring, May. for the other, snd for ihe 
re -sou before anted ; that although the ahip only, by a uood 
chance, alter twicu visiting all the settlements, have a month or 
more to spare, besides discharging and loading, yet she is just 
as likely to meet with calms or advi rse winds, prolonging tier 
round voyage to near or quite six months, and. thereby break up 
all regularity of connection. 

Th* ordinary drv season often cover* only four month*, say 
from November first to fifteenth, to March firat b> fifieeutli ; but 
call it five mom ha, and it is totally impossible to crowd two 
voyages or the termiuHiion of i»o outward passage* into them. 
S«y, we tail from here October that hnd land emigrant* at the 
earliest period of the dries, November fi teenlh— one month at 
least be ng required on the coa-t — and sail for home December 
fit cent a, arrtviog here February first— altortr st po-*ible time 
lap r. fit' sen' day*;— get « a ihe coast again Aprl fir»t, the 
tiiuri of heavy runs, and what should we gain? Then, what 
should we not probably lose, the ship coming into pint iu mid- 
winter, the chance* of bring blown off for week*, of the bay or 
hsibor being froieu up, the emigrants to be gathered iu February; 
the possible chance* of their being detained by ice iu the bay 
on their way out, their suffering between decks, with or without 
fire, eto. etc.? All these considerations render an attempt st two 
yoyages, in the dries, worse than absurd — not only breaking up 
all regulaiii/of communication, hut incurring great liability to 
distress and disaaters the most serious. 

NVtre we to entertsin the idea of changing tbe months of 
sailing, it would be to tbe first of December and of June. Our 
reason for this would b* the greater chance of arriving out, on 
voyage, in what tbs natives call tbe “half-dry sea- 
son," or a cessation of tbe rsiny season of a month or six weeks, 
generally commencing from first to fifteenth of July. It is what 
1 * often called the “ windy season, " aa the sea breess blows 
strong, dead on shore, night and day, most of tbe time, and 
•eldom accompanied with much rain. Thin change, too, might 
better accommodate home cabiu passengers, as those living long 
m Africa do not like to arrive on our coast earlier than April. 
But there are objections to even this change, th* greater dif- 
ficulty of geittag emigrants together in cold weather, and more 
or lens suffering from the eold by emigrants in a December pas 
sage do w a (he bay and across th* Gulf Stream. Then, June is 
sot so good a month for aailiag a* May — more likely to be oalm, 
thereby prolonging the voyage. 

October aod April first have been suggested, but this at range - 
it would be objectionable on two aeeouate. It would be

It Th evident that tbe prophecy that “ Ethiopia shall 
stretch out her bands unto Ljod," is on the point of fulfillment, 
and that the work, when commenced, shall be “soon" accomplish- 
ed, when compared with the apparently slow progress of the 
Gospel in the other grand division* of tbe globe. In ordei, there- 
fore, to aid in this gnat woik, aofi promote the evangelixtlion 
and civilisation of Aftics, aa well Xs the welfare cf .ber children 
in all lands, we have formal ourselves into an association to be 
known aa the African Civilisation Society, and we severally agree

Article IV. The donation or subscription of not lest than one. 
dollar annually, abell constitute any individual of good moral 
character, a memlrer of thisBoeiety ; and the payment at one time 
of twrniv five dollars shall make any person a I fo-roember. 

Article V. The officers of this Society shall he a' President, 
Vice l’ieaideirl, a Board of twenty Director*, a Recording Secre- 
tary, a UoriesponOing Secretary, ai d a Treasurer, who shall hold 
office lor one ) ear, aud until their succersors are- regularly choten. 

Articlk VI. The member* of this Society may be distinguish- 
ed a* either active, corresponding, or honorary memlrers. 

Article VII T,’he Presidr-m shall preside at all meeting* of 
the Society, and in event of his aWnce, one of the Vice-Presi- 
dent* shall ditoharge in* duties. The Recording Secretary shall 
keep h re gular »ud distinct account of the umisactioo* of the So 
tielj . The Corresponding Secretary st all conduct ihe coi 
apontience of the Society ; and also act as it* General Agent, 
der the direction, and with the consent of the Board of Directi 
The Treasurer shall keep the accounts, and have charge of the 
lutids of the Sootety, homing tlieu. r.ubject to the control of the 
Botrd of Directors.

Article IX. The Board of Directors shall have power to form 
special committees from among their own number, and to fill any 
vacancy occurring among tbe officers, for any lime intervening 
before the regular election. 

Article X. The8ociety shall hold an annual meeting during 
the month of May, on any day the Board of Director* may des- 
ignate, to elect officers, receive reports and transact its official bust 
ness, not otherwise delegated to tbe Board of Directors. 

Special meetings may be held at other luma, aa the Board 
Director* may designate. 

Article XL The annual meeting shall eonsist of the regular 
officers and membei* of lb* Society at the ume of suoh meeting, 
aod of delegate* from other oooyerating societies each society 
beiog entitled to one representative. 

Article XII. The member* of tbe Board of Directora who 
may form the Committee on Mission*, shall be persons who pro-

, .an sugar- plantar* to aay the \ are, at thia late date, dependent 
on the Colonisation Society for such thiup*, whether on purchase 
or hy donation. A sugar-mill, of any real ufihty.is not a mat- 
tock, grubbing hoe, or handsaw, of which an Msortment may be ' 
kept in the public s'oree without great outlay. Article* of this 
class, for new emigrant*, should be provided for them, hut not 
Urge outlay a be made for men well to do in the world. 

Our main objection to the measure, however, was based on 
tbe fact that amall mill*, such as .the Society could only send, 
were a decided injury to the sugar-growing intere..*, a* they can 
only express but a amall per centage of the juice; whereas*, 
there are dow two large steam mills on the 8t. Paul'*, capable 
of grinding four time* the quantity of cefoe raised on the entire 
nver, by which near 30 per oent. more juice esn be extracted 
than by the class of mills proposed to be sent out.

They were accordingly shipped in three vessels, and in Au- 
gust the survivors, some eight hundred — a little more than half 
that had been shipped from Africa by the inhuman avarice of 
the aUvetraderi — were landed in Liberia.

ETHIUPIA-A PROItlllB, AND THE MEAN* Ol IT* 
FELriLLHENT, 

In the Auguat nnmbar of the Pre$b^terian Magazine, there 
i* an intereating article under the above caption, »igned D. A. 
W., which we euppoie may be read, Rev. David A. WiLoo. 

It is full of life, and calculated, aa we *uppo*e it wa* drtigned, 
to cuoourage young men eulrtring the miniklry, to look to Africa 
aa a proper field for labor. 

We thould heartily rejoioe to learn that twenty young men 
from the theological aohool* ol our land stood ready now to 
nuet the peril* of the African roiuionaty field. They are nteded, 
and no people teem better diipoaid to leave false religion, aud to 
embrace the true, than the natives of Africa. 

Wo aro sorry to see, however, that from tome source, the 
writer haa received the tame impression that wa* to manifest 
iu an artiole on this subject from the pen of Dr. J. Leighton 
Wilson, on which we made some criticism last winter — vix., that 
the fi lend* of Colonisation are opposed to lending out any but 
ooloied missionaries to Africa. 8uch a. lentimcnt, we think, 
toaroely exists. On the contrary, what these brethren tee and 
misunderstand, ia a healthy and growing reaoiion against the 
Opposite sentiment, whioh haa practically existed — vi*., that 


from thii large and unexpected accession of an exotic and dan- 
gerous population, hut from the apprehension of other similar 
Companies which might overwhelm them. The indiguation arose 
from the uncer* i r.i’iou* assumption of a right to Wnd such re- 
captives, exercised by the Americvu Oolonisvtion Hociety, con- 
trary to their expie.s stipulation, wh<n ratifying the articles of 
agreement made by its commissioners in 1848, It took, indeed, 
the form of blame upon the United 8tates authorities, as pouring 
contempt Upon then* by ignoring their existence as a govern 
ment. This view whs unfounded as to the matter in hand, for 
in good faith wo have no doubt that the Government waa led to 
believe the American Colonization Society had the undisputed 
right to make these contracts, arid Authorise the lauding of all re- 
captives. 

We feel so gratifiul at the action of the Board of Directors, 
taken at n special meeting held at Washington, October 24-25, 
and so assured that ah soon as it is known in Liberia all exoite- 
roent will be allayed, that we deem the proposed publication 
from our correspondence quite unnecessary. 

The two great points needful for Liberia are secured to her — 
viz., the entire care of those just landed, and entire oontrol of the 
question of the manner and condition on whioh any oan be landed 
hereafter. 

We publish below the report and resolutions which were 
unanimously adopted by the Board at the meeting above referred 
to, and anticipate that by the jadioiooa and mutually friendly 
aotion of Dr. Jame* Hall, the commissioner, aad the Esaoutiv* 
of Liberia, regulation* will be prepared to avert all danger, aad 
assure perfect harmony in future.

Jacinlo arrived in this port on the 23d from C idii (Spain), 
where - she had boon undergoing some slight repair* of machin- 
ery, and that on the 17 th she left for the south coast, to report 
for services to the C uimodore. Oo the 8 .h of Augiut the San- 
Jacinto espi.d what r ur r* porter called a suipicious-Uoking 
ael, being about -’(.HV niles off the mouth of Congo river. Oapt. 
Dornin (the earn.' gent I -man whodined with President Denson on 
Iho 26th of July), of the H*n Jacinto, immediately gave chase, 
under steam ; when near erough the brig (>uch jr»* the rig of - the 
vessel), she w i« hailed, aid tamo one replied in the Span sh lan- 
guage. Cspt I). then ordered 2d LieuL A. ll.liogbea to “ lower 
away and board,” and, in casu she was any ways suspeolful, to 
give a sign by waving his handkerchief over the brig’s side. Oa 
boarding the vessel, Lieut. LI ugh. s so >n found that she was a 
bona fide slaver, Hcturily- laden with slaves; he, accordingly, 
gave the required signal, followed by three hearty cheers, re- 
sponded to by the San Jacinto, and, more than all, seconded from 
below the biig’s deck, by the pent up slave* themselves.

On the passage only three of the slave* died, a lets 
mortality than is general on board/tfavera for the asm* length of 
lime, owing to the fact that the time of cipture could have been 
no more than 24 to 26 hours from their shipment by the slaver, 
and thus the horrible effect* of the passage had not fully eel in 
upon them.

Caft. Wiuiot. of the British Navy, ia a letter to the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, published in the London Nstos, 
some suggestions in connection with the recent hut 
by the King of Dahomey, for th* fmppreaatoe of th* slave-trade. 
Hbaaye: 4 

“ The capture of slaver* increases the slave-trade, because the 
demand remain* the same. The King benefi t by every oaptnr* 
that ie made, and gladly awaiU the ralnsm of the agent for a 
freeh supply. All alavea are paid for before they leave the King’s 
berraoooo, and your Grace will aeem a moment that the King 
and chief* wilt naturally encourage the capture of slave-veeaels. 
The more slave*, then, that are captured in their paeaage across 
the * big water*,’ the more money find* iu way into the Vl —'- 
pocket. But we know that the profiuof the elave-deelen. 
selves are enormous, even if one vessel out of four, with full ear- 

! oe*. safely reached its destination Uenoe the terrible straggle to 
etp it up. If we, however, can prevent the shipment of slave* 
from the shores of Africa, we at once strike at the root of the 
evil, and I unhesitatingly say that we can do thi*. 

Dy a close blockade of three year*, and by strictly enforoing 
the treaties already made, the slave-trade will be extinguished. 
By the** treaties We have considerably decre vied th*/ *Uve-tra<t- 
ing coast. Ten minutes' conversation with your <We would 
convince you how easily this object can be accomplished. 

Iu the event, however, of our not wishing to do it by the 
means that are in our power, the question ie, What cun we do in 
order to have a more reasonable chance of auoees* ? By eub- 
eidixing largely until they begin to receive a profitable return 
from other eouroes by their own exertions! We must make 
this subsidy worth accepting. They have been too long accus- 
tomed to the gold that flow* into their coff.-rs from the sale of 
their fellow-creatures without any trouble or manual labor— with- 
out even the sweat of their brow — to live contentedly upon the 
prospects that we at present hold out to item. They must be 
gradually prepared for the great change that such a desirable 
measure aa the * abolition of the slave-trade’ would undoubtedly 

regulaily paid, will do more to stop this barbarous custom than 
even the efforts of the African tquadron, at at pre»ent carried 
out, can possibly do. It will be n far cheaper plan than that of 
momtaining a squadron iu'onjy half its rflbienoy. When money 
can be easily obuined, slaves will be forthcoming in epite of ail 
our efforts, unless we at onoe adopt an eoergetio line of con- 
duct. It is the King’s income, ana he will not give il up for a 
trifle. 

The tacriflce* at Dahomey will be given up if the King it 
well paid, and if we can manage to bring a chief over to tbit 
country. No external force will have any real weight with him 
unless we can prove that U^inoreasee his income— I mean by 
previ ntiog hi* slave* and prisoners fmm leaving the rhori-t oi 
Africa, lie may promise, but he will not perforin his promise. 
Money, money, money, mutt be the all-powerful instrument in 
our bands, if we would stop these inhuman sacrifices. England 
alone can stop them, without reference to other countries, although 
it may be advisable to act in concert.” 

IBB. DAVIS’ ADBBHM. ' 

Mr. William M. Davu went from Pennsylvania to Libaria, 
received hi* « due* lion in the school* of that oountry, and ia 
now pursuing hit legal atudiea at Worcester, MantaohnieUe. 
The subjoined addreee was made by him at the late anniversary 
meeting of tha Vermont Colonisation Society, held at lfontpelier, 
laatOotober - 

Ladim aud Gxntlbiixx ; — I appear thia evening but little 
prepared to addreee >ou, for my nottoe was abort, and wholly un- 
expected. Thia u the first time in my life that I have under- 
taken to addreee to large and Intelligent an andieaoe, and noth- 
ing but a desire to £ive information concerning Liberia baa 


hit prejudioea. Though th* law might give , 

equality, vet I found that public opinion, whieh ia stronger than 
la*, would re fees me social equality, without whieh I must still 
belong to a proeeilbad rase, aad hold an inferior position ia 
society. But in Liberia it would be otherwise. There I should . 
be as good a* any in society, nnd might boeoa* equal with th* 
highest in th* land, if I p oeeime d tha requisite talent*. 

I bad always been opposed to Liberia and the Unionisation | 
Society, bat I had become so sick of the prejudioe that -met me 
every where in thi* oountry, that I determined to endure the 
hardship* of immigration, whatever they might be, rather than 
end are th* Anglo-Saxon’* hate and oontempt. 

la my idea, liberia waa a barren, annoy plain, stretching 
back from tha tea aa far aa the eye could reach, with here aad 
there a few stunted tram and patches of scorched grass. Bat 
I was most agraaahly disappointed by the appearance of the 
oonntry. When we arrived oa the ooeet, I could hardly believe 
that lb* beautiful land I saw was Africa I I saw stretched out 
before me a moot beautiful oountry— land rising gradually aa 
it receded from th* sea, until it became moon tains in the dis- 
tance. whose tme were lost in the clouds, and whom beautiful 
green hue mingled in rioh profusion of colon, with the tints of 
the aky and olouds. The whole country seemed eovered with 

C meval forests, whose, dense foliage abut out the light aad 
it of the sun, while the ground, even down to the very edge 
of old ocean, was carpeted with innumerable creeping vinca of 
every shape and color. 

The toil itrioh and varied, and oapabl* of producing all the 
rich and varied products of the tropica. Cotton, rice, coffee, 
■ugar-caue, indigo, tobacco, ground- peas, corn, sweet- potatoes, 
beans, peas, water-melons, yams, cuaava, eddos, egg-plants, 
tomatoes, cucumbera, orabgee, lemona, pineapple#, and many 
other fruit# and vegetable# are produoad and cultivated in the 
greatest abundance, and with but little labor. Many animal# of 
thi* eoUutry are raised in Liberia, and many others peculiar to 
the tropics. There are oowe, sheep, goats, and hogv, and 
hornet are found in the interior of the country, though they have 
not, aa yet, been acclimated to the aea-oomt. Chicken#, ducks, 
geese, and turkeya are raised in great numbera. Ia fajst, 
we have all tba comfort# and many of the luxuries of your 
country. 

The people of Liberia will compare favorably with any other 
people, in respect to iht ir religious character. I think there is 
less intemperance, dishonesty, and profanity among the Libe-

Liberia, m you know, is situated on tbc west coast of Africa, 
and Ilea between tk* parallels 8° and 10° North latitude ; and 
between the meridian* 6° and 18* West longitude from Green- 
wich. It kaa about six hundred miles of aea-eoaat, stretching 
from north-west to south -seat. It is bounded on the wmt by the 
Atlantic ocean ; but has no definite boundary an th* east, and 
may, eventually, reach from sea to aea, aad 1 ka thia mighty Re- 
public, be bounded on the east and west by ooeana. 

Liberia la a republio, consisting of four counties — vix., Mont- 
etrrado oa th* north west, Bute, Sinoe, and Maryland on the 
south-east. The Government i* mod® led after that at the Unitad 
State*, and oouaisla of a President, Vice President, nnd Legisla- 
ture, computed of a Senate, aod House of Representative*. It 
has a Supreme Court, Quarterly Court, and Probate Court, and 
Juitic# J tha Peace in the several town* and village*. AU 
officers of th* Government are appointed by the Preaideat, from 
the Chief Justice and Secretariat down to the Constable!. The 
Pre* dent, Vice-President, and Member* of th* Legislate!* are 
elected by tbc people. Every male citiaen of a certain age, and 
possessing the requisite property qualification*, baa the right to 
rote •ad i< competent to hold any office in the gift of th* peo- 
ple. The President and Vioc-Prcaident an elected by ballot, 
and bold their office for a term of two year* ; but they can be 
nCleoted aa often as tbc people may desire, *0 that the same 
on* may be kept in offioe for any length of lima, or fur 
several term*. The Senators are elected for four years, aad tk* 
Repreaeotaiivea-for two yeare. The Judgea hold offioe during 
good behavior, aad th* other judicial officer* for two year*. 

Every immigrant, upon hie arrival ia the country, oaa at once 
come a ciiiaen by taking the oath of aUegianea, and D entitled 
to draw land immediately upon becoming n citisen. A person 
with a family is entitled to draw tea sores of fora lad or on* 
town lot; n person without n family U entitled to draw fire 
acre* of form land or 00* town lot ; nnd they can draw their 
land in any pert of the country they mar eeleot, if it is not 
already taken up by eomc eitiaea, or by the Gorarnment.

The Methodists, Presbyterians, B*p- 
tyfoyVtriiu , iii''twKwptio\wr' the ahnoot-nbuiek ahu'onarene* 
are generally built of brick, and are neat and commodious. Tite 
churches iu Monrovia can each seat from one to two hundred 
petaona very comfortably. Reboot# are numerous throughout 
the country, and are well attended by L berian and native child- 
ren. The teacher* and ministers are meu cf intelligence, And 
many of them are graduates of colleges in thia country. Tde 
physicians employed by the Colonisation 8o3iety are men of 
intelligence aod skill; and every one is a graduate of some 
college in thia country. 

The uative tribes within our territory live io their own towns, 
and have their own lawa and customs. They are governed by 
their own chiefs, or M headmen,” and have their own local law*. 
But still they are aulject to our authority, and their laws and 
cusloma must give way to our laws, in all cases wkere they run 
counter to each other. I he natives have all the protection and 
privileges of our laws that our own citisens have. Any native 
can make himselt a citixen, and have all the right# and privileges 
of citixMship, by taking tbs same courts that the immigrant 
take* to make himself a citixen Many of the native* adopt 
our habits and custom*, and make themselves citisens ; and 
all seem anxious to learn our language, and to beooma acquainted 
with oar religion. 

In view of the many advantages held out by Liberia, and in 
view of the many disadvantage* presented to my people in this 
country, I cannot imagine why they refuse to go to Liberia. 
The question is not whether w* have a right to remain in this 
oountry, but whether it ia for our interest to remain I I believe 
we have aa good a right to remain bare aa nay people who now 
eejoy all the bleaaing* of Amarioaa oltixenship. Bat tbi* nation 
ia made np of people who have emigrated to tbit oonntry to 
alter their oondilioo, and if they have left their native land for 
the take of liberty, wky should we be m willing to make the 
same aaerificea for ike tame blearing T Surely, if liberty la at 
dear to aa aa il waa to them, we should be wUling to no nnd 
suffer aa much aa thay did, ia order to obtain the snow end. 

Tk* question ia not whether we have n right to remain in thia 

natry, but “ whelhar ’th nobler in men to radar the stings 
and pangs cf outrageous fortune, or to take to th* skip against 
a sea of troubles, aad by tmigntiof, end them."

Hy an unfortunate detention by cmrents on the ooast east of 
Citpe Palmas, she lost nenrly nine weeks of time, and thus has 
been abieut nearly niue mouths instead of six. She brings for 
the firm of Johnson, Tyrpin, Sc Dunbar, a pretty full oargo, of 
which 48,000 gallons of palm oil, and fifty-two tons of camwood 
are a portion.

Mr. Herring was a well-to-do farmer in western Pennsylvania, 
with a family of children who emlaiked, after years of prepa- 
iiUtor, for Liberia, in th^ M. 0. Stevens, from Baltimore, last 
spring. He waa met, on his arrival at Monrovia, by his brother 
and friends, and welcomed to all the privileges of his chosen 
home. Now, alas ! he is no more. He and his wife died in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., January 30tb, 1861, having just returned in the 
bark M^udi, which left Liberia December 2d, 1860. He re- 
mained in Liberia less than six months. 

On his first arrival in Liberia, Mr. Herring wrote in most glow- 
ing terms of the country; but upon being attssked with the 
fever, he became discontented, and resolved to return loAmerioa. 
No persuasion of his brother, Rev. Amos Herring, who has re- 
sided there for twenty-six years, or others, could change his 
• ..purpose. Unfortunately, his to vs ere to os was in tbs depth of 
winter ; and within a lortnigbt of hu landing in Brooklyn, Mr. 
llening and his wife died.

On the 10th of Deoember, the packvt ship M. a Stevens aft 
lived, at Cape Mount ; M<i cm tfes 12th, at Moriswin, after a pa*, 
■age of thirty -three days-- aH well. Dr. Half and hb daughter, 
who look the voyage ht their health, bare found material bene- 
fit. A contract with Preeideat Besson for the cm of recaptives 
ws* at once commenced. 

Quits s number of vreeeU arrived in Liberia about, the same 
time with the Stevens— -the Daylight, from New- York, and the 
Palms*, from BtlUmore, the latter after a very protracted pas 
sag*. The Government schooner Quail, which had gooe up Jo 
th,* vicinity of Galliiias to watch for a reputed slave-trader, had 
brought two vessel* to Monrovia — out advices do not say wheth- 
er a* captured slave-traders or unlicensed merchaat-veesel*. 

Tae steamer Beth Drosveeor woe doing good service, and con- 
veyed the mail from Monrovia to Cape Palmas. On her 
return to Monrovia, the was to take down the Methodiat Con- 
fs recce to Shoe, and bring them back, and then was to take 
dowa the Baptist delegation to . their Conference at Basts or 
Since, and bring them book. 

Dec. 18th, tbs Ooverurasol hod made a contract for having 
the mail and certain revenue serviees for 1861 performed by 
her, for a compensation of $3000 per annum. 

The Legislature was iu vession. Political partita were actively 
in preparation for the next Presidential t lection, t,o be held in May, 
1861. The candidate w ho were chiefly urged were Udurk Rob 
eru and Henson, oue tow the President, and the other formerly 
President ; no party nominating convention* had acted. 

Trouble bad occurred on the Cavall t river, by which one of 
the Episoopal missionaries had been compelled to return from his 
field of labor, and Bishop Payne had made application to the 
Liberian Government for protection. 

It was supposed the Seth Oroevenor would be employed to 
ooovey a commissioner, backed by a sufficient force, to bring 
the refractory chief to quiet. 

The road to the interior settlement at Careysburgh was not 
progressing, and ths College building waiting the action of the 
Legislature. 

Farming was proseooted with increased energy. 

Mr. Roy and family arrived in hie vessel, from England. Mr. 
MoUill bad also received bin vessel from England. Both vessels 
had received costly repairs while absent. 

The 1st of December was celebrated at Monrovia by a piblio 
demonstration of nousual interest. 

Rev. Edward Blyden, the Principal of the Alexander High 
School, has decided to come to the United States this winter, to 
benefit his health by a *e» voyage, and temporary change of 
climate. He hu been for tea years closely employed, and needs 
some respite to recruit.

Men f >rm governments — free go v women U — with the consent 
of' the governed ; and when men come together for the better 
securing < f their person*, and property, and liberty, it ia by 
their own volition that, while they seek fur liberty, they promise 
also to be restrained by ©.ruin principles *Khoet which liberty 
is but * dream. . If men were allowed** and uaraetraiaed 
indulgence io iboee thing* that lend to ihe injury of the com- 
munity, then were it better that they should life without any 
system of ”overom«ot; be restrained by no law, however just , 
seek their own gratification, Without consulting .the intoraate U 
their fellows. 

Too dften, in republican gorarnmenU, espedaily where men 
are n >t sufficiently enlightened, do we tee the Md effects o f a 
mistaken .notion of liberty. Accustomed to consider that they 
are not in the enjoyment of that freedom which a free govern- 
ment guarantee* to them, unless they are in sueh a condition 
that nothing must oppose even the merert whim, many person* 
give ihemselVe* up to a course of Hfe that baa ia U no more en- 
joymeni of liberty (in it* lawful sense), then there is of eleva- 
tion m it statu of sluvery. 

Having become a slave to his passions, one oennot fully enjoy 
' liberty, which require* the full *nd proper u»e of those facuhiee 
whicli ho has debased, and t» which he it in continual subjection. 

And it h not the unn, which clamor* for full enjoyment of 
whatever may be craved, and which attempt* to throw off every 
restraint, ami consider* nought right but. what may be in ac- 
cordance with » sensual and seltih deaire. It i* the ^inoarnatiou 
ol all thu wicked lust* and pas»iou* which often beset fallen 
nature. It is the personification of base desires, the clothing of 
wioked thoughts, the portrait of a corrupt heart. 

INVESTIGATED AND U-BABRD. 

Wt promised, in our last number, to make known to the pub- 
lic the result of the investigation of the affair of the decoying 
of kroomen from our coast by foreign vemels. The investigation 
has been made, ami ha* proved what we before etkted — that 
another f rench vessel waa mistaken for the Arabe. The name 
of this vessel is Lamolhe Piquet. Yet she did not decoy kroo- 
men, but hired for a year a dozen, whose names have been 
handed to us. 

in the cine oJL the Sunbeam, it i* proved that the matter of 
the vessel tiirudjsi Baddoo, laeuty-on* “ kroo boy*,” for the 
Niger e xpedition, aud paid them n month'* wage* in advance. 

There was no deception used in the case of thia veieel. 

With both ms, els mentioned, there waa the tame proceeding 
. that is employed hy all other vessel* that usually hire kroomen 
on our coast— which has been doing for many year*. Sufficient 
investigation hat been made, and sufficient evidence taken to 
prove what wu have asserted above. 

There is, however, one feature that has always existed in the 
employing of kroomen on our coait— the employers neglect to 
obtaiu p ii-sporu for them. This, with the fact that the two 
vessels above named were strange vessels, produced the suspi- 
cion before expressed. If the matters of vessels would obtain 
pass|>ortj for all person* taken beyond the limit* of the Republic, 
they would not be the subjects of the suspicion that often fol- 
lows them. 

Thcro is another ftet, too, that is known to many ; that almost 
every krooinau of importance has hi* “boy*;” and he hires 
these “ boys" to whomsoever he will, generally without consult- 
ing the choice of the hired. Tbi* privilege aiiaw from the rela- 
tion of father, or patron of some kind or other ; and it ia one 
which has l>een exercised from time '* beyond the memory of 
. our fathers.” Hence, we do not doubt that in the case of the 
vessels named, some of the “ boy*” were unwilling to go. It is 
earnestly desired, and will be fionfldently expected by the authori- 
ties of this Republic, that all vessels procuring kroomen within 
the jurisdiction of this Republic in the future, to be token beyond 
tho limits of the same, to labor down the coast, will promptly 
apply and -obtain passports from the authorities according to inw 
—a failure to do which is a palpable violation of the laws of this 
'Republic, — lb. 

LIBERATED SLAVES 11^ LIBBRIA. 

Flaw* •( Fresldeat Dims. 

At the orig n of tuis Society, it was understood that its object 
was to >u- effected by cooperation with the Government of the 
1' nitid State* and mch of the State* a* might adopt regulation* 
on the subject. The Act of the 8d March, 1819, for the sup- 
pr. ;-.-iou of the slave-trade, was passed by Oongrese, through the 
influence ot'tbe SSociety ; and so interpreted was this Act by Mr. 
Momoe, as to enab.e the Society to obtain territory whioh might 
t>e 1'i-cupic‘d both by free colored emigrants and recaptured Af- 
ricstif. In nupcriDiend such African*, un agent wa* appointed 
by tho L otted States to reside upon the coast, and money from 
lime to tunc appropriated bv Congress for his compensation, as 
wi ll a* for then- defence and support. 

Tno good of tho Afncan race wa* the sublime end proposed, 
at.il the me tus for securing it the establishment of a free Christ- 
ian cowuiuuiiy of colored men upon the African coast. Th.ie 
colonists would become a State, a nation, with elements or nowss 
and beneficence unlimited. Thu# thought the founders of ther 
Society, aud time and events have made clear their sagacious 
b .much fence. 

While to Mr. Monroe and hie Cabinet the friend* of African 
Colonization were largely indebted, yet without their nealously 
eude.tVv.nog to plant a settlement of free colored* people on the 
African coast, which might prove a home of safety and com- 
fort o rt captured Afrioaus, the return of suoh Africans to 
their native shores had utterly failed of their philanthropic nur- 
po-c. Ir.dt ed, too much praise cannot well be gives to the Hon. 

C. F. Meter auu other statesmen of Virginia, for the resolution 
and ei.vig) with which they, in the early daye of tho Society, 
su-: iiued the wise measures of Mr. Monroe’s administration, for 
the suppression of the ilave-trade, and the ciriliiation of Africa. 

Humanity would never suggest the return of tbe viotims of 
.tho slave-trade to the darkness and barbarism from which they 
came, and the danger of being.agam exposed to all the horrors 
of the slave ship, while the policy of ths United States in restor- 
ing them to u civilised and Christian community in their native 
country, to be trained and qualified for all Its advantage*, is full 
of benevolence. 

The people of Liberia recognize in their origin and history the 
Providence of God; they uudemaud their obligation* to live not 
only- tor inemiclves, but for others ; and loth aa individuals and 
xs a community, they have proclaimed their allegiance to Him 
who taught tus disciples that M it is more blessed to give than to 
revive.'' i'uey have protected thoae who sought refuge under 
their authority Irorn outrage, and have been hospitable to stran- 
gers. They hold it u a fundamental law, to enlightea thoae who 
*it iu t srkntu*, and to educate the aborigines upon their soil for a 
higher shite and the best privileges in tbs commonwealth. They 
have shown great kindness to the recaptured African*, and a 
generous libarality in opening before them the paths to kaowl- 
edge, religion , and happiness. _

ing from vavtn to fourteen years, according to the laws 
of this Republic regulating tee apprenticeship of recaptured 
Africans. As the*. 2000 or more receptive* could not find 
individusl masters or guardian* to be bound to, the Govern- 
ment of Liberia will be obliged, for it* own safety as well as by 
the promptings of humanity, to take these people, thus unpro 
vidatf for and turned loose upon the metcy of the public, under 
apprenticeship to hsrself, for tbe lawful term of their apptenlioe-

ship. To inaugurate and prosecute a successful system ia moh 
county for thsir proper training, would require ** expenditura, of 
the great amount, of which, due reflection will afford the Execu- 
tive Committee noma faint idea. 


“ Th* plan proposed by this Government is to lay off a suf- 
fleient area of land at some suitable place in each oouoty, say of 
several hundred acres of land each ; to build one or more large 
suitable houses on them, and to settle tbe raoaptivee-thereoo, 
under good teacher*, mechanics, and agriculturist^ employed by 
and amenable to this Government, where the raeaptivea may, on 
the manual labor system, have a definite number of hours' school- 
ing each day, and a definite number of hours to work each day, 
at the various brauohes of industry, agriculture being tbe princi- 
pal ; and for them to be thus trained under the supervision of 
Government, for their respective full terms of apprenticeship. 
The Executive Committee will, no doubt, at once agree with this 


Government, that those reosplives who mar not be apprenticed 
out to individuals immediately on their being landed, should, 
without a week's delay after being landed, be pieced under the 
contemplated systematic and authoritative plan of training. 

u When at Sinoe last week, I visited the fall* up tliat river, 
and spent some time in exploring the lead for mile* ou both 
sides of the river, so as, In counsel with the leading men of that 
county, to make selection of a suitable tract sad site for the afore- 


eaid purpose, which we did in contiguity with the eite of the con- 
templated new interior settlement near the falls. I made simi- 
lar arrangements at Baads, so s* to facilitate the contemplated 
New- Jersey settlement, and also in the county of Maryland ; but 


I could give the respective superintendents no definite directions, 
having merely made known the plans, and instructed them to 
hold themselves in readiness to oarry their, out upon th* firat 
notice, which I would be able to give them as soon aa the under- 
standing necessary to enable this Government to carry them out 
was had aith the Ameriotn Colonisation Society.

" If the above plan I have proposed be adopted, no matter 
how great the influx of receptive* in this Republie may be, I be- 
lieve their arrival here will benefit the Republic, and prove an in- 
calculably great blessing to tbe receptive*. But to adopt any other 
course — the same oourse with the large influx as hsa been here- 
tofore adopted in the management of the few hundreds hitherto 
landed here — will prove a curse to this Republic, and confer incal- 
culable evil upon the reosplives, will seriously injure tho great 
oaune of Colonisation, and be deeply regretted when too late. 
For the adopting of a contrary oourse would necessitate the turn- 
ing loose upon the public, after tbe expiration of one year, of 
thousands of savages m their legal and literal minority, who will 
have received just enough light during the one year to increase 
thsir capacity lor mischief, and to be dangerous ; and having 
neither means nor adequate training to secure an honest livelihood, 
they would blight tbe incraaaing industry of our rising State, 
by robbing plsntat’oon of their agricultural products, as well 
aa of their stock and poultry ; they would break open stores 
and houses Some of Ine cit xen*, in defianoe of the law, as in 
all countries, would be tempted to do violeoe* to them, whioh 
might result in some rase* in loa* of life. Thousands of them 
would stray off into heathenism, and likely become more debased 
than they were in Congo — a state of things that would be ruin- 
ous to the reputation of Liberia and Colonisation, and revolt- 
ing to the feelings of the Christian world.” — African Repository. 


TUK VALUE Of LIBERIA. 

Amoro the iniquities whioh philanthropy reeks to check And 
destroy it the African slave-trade. As the result of it* nefarious 
operations, millions of Africa's fairest children have prematurely 
died, unpitied end unwept, while million* more have been forced 
from the home of their childhood, to serve as slaves in other 
lands. 

Colonisation list a 1 ready done much to check it. Liberia has 
destroyed the slave-pens, and lifted her standard against its ag- 
gression* «U along the line of her coast, and has also become an 
asylum for the captive* rescued by our Government vessels from 
the bolds of slavers. By an act of the Georgia Legislature, In 
1817, captured negroes brought into the 8tote were either to be 
sold aa slaver, or delivered to the Colonisation Society to ba col- 
onised. A vessel containing thirty-eight negroes was captured 
afterward by a United 8i*tea vest*), and brought into Georgia, 
and were advertised by ibe authorities to be sold as slaves. 
The Colonisation Society, to prevent this, availed itself of the 
provisions of the law, applied for them, paid the expense* that 
had been incurred, and colonised them in Liberia. 

Within the last few moalhs United Stotoe Government vessels 
have overtaken and raised several slavers with captives on board, 
and th* Government made a contract with th* Colonisation Soci- 
ety to teach them sad provide for them in Liberia for a year. 
As the result of this arrangement, more than two thousand re 
captured Africans are enjoying the bent fit* of civilisation ia the 
Liberian Republic. Where eke could they have b«n scat to 
the tame advantage? To Ut* South to be sold as slaves ? To 
the free 8tat*a to be supported as paupers, with no prospect of 


not ieerned the leiaon of toleration toward* a its* favored (wop!*. 

To those who are considering th* qiumlion cf paramount in- 
terest where their homes shall be found, we commend aa address 
"to the oolored people of Pennsylvania,” by their sealou* friend, 
Mr. Edward 8. Morris. From this we select the following : 

The person who now addresses you, oolored people of Penn 
sylvania, is interested in the esusb of Afrioan liberty on more 
than one aocount. From the date of hi. earliest r.ci.llcc on, 
his sympathies have been enlisted in behalf of tbe cotorul race ; 
he has been reared iu a religious community which i* diftliu 
guished for its zed and untiring activity in the cause of Afri 
oau emancipation ; and more reoeully hi* attention has been 
more particularly directed to the cdmm.ra* of Liberia, by the 
reception of various consignment* of tmrobaudite from that 
country — for which he found an advantageous market in Phito- 
dolphin. This circumstance enable* him to apeak with more 
confidence respecting the steady demand for Ltberian product* 
in the United 8totm, and the great inducement* whioh ere offer- 
ed to colored men ot industrious habit* who may feel inclined to 
settle in that oountry for the purpose of cultivating the soil. The 
undersigned feels, therefore, that he is prepared,, in a measure, 
by personal experience, to offer some information ‘which may be 
uaalul to such oolored residents of this State aa may have it in 
contemplation to remove to Liberia. 

If any explanation tf his motive* for makiag suoh an address 
as this is required, he hopo* what has just been said will be 
deemed sufficients In as brief a manner aa possible, I wish to 
hold up to your view tbe advantages which Liberia offers — not 
only at a home for your injured race, but as a mean* of Ubria- 
tianisiog nearly two hundred million* of men, aud 'recoin mend mg 
them to the favor able attention of the civilised world. Ae 1 
make my appeal to tho deliberate consideration of men who are 
more or leas prejudiced in their minds, either naturally or by 
the artificial means employed by tome of your friends who are 
ever ready to turn a deaf ear to the call* of Liberia, and even 
fodenounoe her and all her connections, I find it expedient to 
present to your notioe a few facts, which will admit of no mis- 
understanding or dispute. 

Liberia, considered with respect to ita present limit* and loca- 
tion, was at on* time tbe very cradle of Afrioen slavery, and. its 
oapital, Monrovia, waa once the principal mart for the slave- 
trade. What is Liberia now T A living torch of liberty, a light 
upon a hill, to which the eyes of the whole continent are direot- 
ed. To the OhriaUan world, and especially to the oolored peo- 
ple of the United Statu, this glorious young Republic appears 
in the attitude of supplication. Oa her beuded kueee, •• it were, 
she begs that Christianity and civilisation may, through her 
mediumsbip, be diffused over tne whole Afrioan continent. En- 
gland, and other nations of Europe, have long sinoe recognised 
aud welcomed Liberia as a free and independent government. 
The territory of the Republic reaches six hundred miles along 
the west coast of Africa, between the parallels of 4° 30' sod 7° 
30' north latitude, and already extends into the interior about 
-forty milaa, with the undisputed privilege of proceeding in that 
direction as far aa may be desirable. Liberia, thus situated, is 
doing more Ih prevent tbe enslavement of the oolored race than 
any other power upon earth ; for it ia the greatest obstacle— the 
very breakwater, whiok must effectually check the progress of 
the slave-trade. The ooaat of Liberia is guarded at the Repub- 
lic’s own expense, and the laws of Liberia are operative in the 
interior — oy making the treffio in human flesh a oapital crime, 
ao that all who are connoted of the offence suffer the extreme 
penalty of the orimiual code. 

What if Liberia exteaded along the whole west coast of Afri- 
ca? Where then would be the ohance for the slave-trader? 
The treffio would be inevitably brought to an end. While re- 
viewing the history of the world’s progress, it is not unreasona- 
ble to look to such an extension, such an enlargement of Liberia 
— keeping in view, at tbe tame lime, the present condition of that 
oountry, contrasted with what it waa forty years ago. But to 
hasten tbe progress of Liberia to that glorious destroy which 
now appears in perspective, the Republic needs many new oiti- 
zena ; and every honest, intelligent, and industrious man who 
immigrates to her shores may be regaidod as a publio benefactor. 

Liberia needs the vise thinker, to make and administer the 
laws ; tbe cultivator, to produce and send forth the inexhausti- 
ble riches of her aoil; the mechanic, to build cities, railroads, 
and bridges; lbs artisan and manufacturer, to provide for the 
various want* of dometltc life. 

Colored people of the United Bute*, why will you not go to 
this land of promise— this habitation of genuine freedom, where 
every man w a sovereign and a law-making power ? Why not 
leave thia lead of oppression, the United Butes, when almost 
ovary Stale ia enacting laws whioh are cumulated to make the 
eoadition of your raoe more deplorable— lass which are de- 
signed to drive yon away from almost every location, and to 
leave you scarcely any resting-place on the Amerioan continent? 

There are innumerable oueumstaucet wfoch should recom- 
mend Liberia io the oolored man as a suitable place of abode. 
The elimate of western Africa is agreeable ia the highest de- 

K ; th* temperature of tb* atmosphere varies but little at dif- 
t seasons, and it ia never too warm or too cold to be uncom- 
fortable. Th* oolored man noon becomes acclimated ia there 
regions, and ou hia constitution the prevalent diseases of tb* 
country have but a diminished effect. The whole of this part 
of the oountry is wall supplied with wood and water. Africa 
post ware moat of iboee trees which are found in the United 
States, and away others of great value, adapted to tbe are of the 
shipbuilder, the cabinet-maker, etc. Th* water of Liberia ia of 
aa excellent quality.

It suite th* misleading flippancy of suoh rhetorician* a* Won 
dell Phillip*, to slur and condemn our object and efforts a* “ the 
sixpenny Colonisation scheme/’ Very true, our Colonisation en- 
terprise ha* not yet culminated in splendid and magnificent sue- 
ore*, adapted to win the admiration of the unthinking, moon 
aiderato world. Like that kingdom of God— which it* Founder 
described ns first th* blade, then the ear, and finally tbe full 
oorn in th* ear— Coinaisetioe of the free people of ooior ia Af- 
rise baa bean obliged to lay its foundations carefully, and emerge 
slowly to view. (Jonerdering the difficulties to be overcome, mid 
the materials to be employed, a* well re the obstacle* met with 
at every stop, the progrere of the firat forty years ought to be 
regarded aa satisfactory and encouraging.

Tins estimable brother it one of theenittiontriet of the t ruth' 
-rn Baptist itonid, end it located at Vonbruonviiit. amonu the 
Bits**, in Liberia, He ie a native Haaia, the ton of one of the 
king* of the country. When a you lb, in one of the ware which 
have swipt with deaoiating power in that land, he w»t taken 
rtsontr, and removed away from hit home, remaining for e 
time h captive, lie wat at length redeemed and restored to hia 
f uller. Shortly after Liberia w*a commenced. thi* youth, oS 
iv'uiDg permission of hie father, went to Uoarovi*. and placed 
himself under the care of a miaaionarv. Afterward* he pro- 
ceeded to Sierra Leone, where bit adraintgea of education were 
superior ; nod, under the care of a mittionary, be rapidly tin- 1 
pr«»v»d in the atquithion pf uaeful knowledge. Uere he teem* 
hi have been brought under the power of divine , truth, and be- 
came a Christian teacher. ft 

A writer in the Liberia Herald thua notice* hm ‘return to the 
home of his youth 1 - * 

“ After remaining n few year* in thin important situation, he 
br carr e anxioualy concerned about ibn civilisation tod Christ 
ianisiog'of hi* people, and tor that purpose he visited Basse, 
bit native place, Acme time in the year 1844. Finding bis father 
alive, we can only imagine tbe joy of Ibeir meetiog. The old 
king, indeed, was truly delighted to tee the good effect* of re 
I'gion in hie beloved ton, whose eventful life had caused even 
that heathen father to notice some thing* peculiar in the charac- 
ter of the boy, who, rs he advanced in life, became the favorite 
of hit lather, »nd now that he had returned to him in hi* okl 
age, the Christian man and teacher, hit attachment increased in 
proportion to the worth of bis beloved ton. Tni* gave the 
young Christian n decided advantage in bringing bit heaviien 
parent to believe in the Christ isn’t God, and he wrought so effec- 
tually upon the old man, that be dealred him to return speedily 
to Sierra Leone, and bring his family, and come and live emoogat 
them, hnd intlruct him and his people in the knowledge of the 
ever bleated God. And at the solicitation of his father, h« 
forced himself away from his charge in Sierra I. “one, in the 
same year, and went to live in his fathsr’a dominion*, and became 
preacher and teacher to him and his people.’' 

He it now regularly preaching the Gospel to a fliuriihlngl 
congregation, and alto conduct* a school of abrut fifty pupilt, all 
<-f hit own tribe, in their own language, and i* exercising n 
bletscd influence over them. The Board are happy to recognise 
him at one of their molt efficient miraionarier on the coast. 

The above-named writer thus refers to the extent of hi* in- 
ti uenee : 

“ Mr. Yonbrunn inherits from hi* ancestor* a tract of land 
about live mile* square, on the KuJohn's river, in the county of 
< riant! Hai-m, and in tbit apace there ia a great multitude of poo- 
pie of hi - own tribe, and many others, under his care ; and 
many are coming from the far interior every year, placing them- 
selves under h's protection, because he is a Christian, and of 
greet repute among the ioterior nation*. In the patriarchal, 
son*.' of the term, he is a Cbriatian prince among thorn, believiog 
ti/a; he will do better by them than their old heathen kings; 
and here, again, they are brought immediately under the benign 
i r> licence of Christianity, and are taught to be obedient to the 
laws' of. Liberia, aa Mr. Vonhrunn i* himself a cilixen aud a 
magistrate. 

“ There is one thing which attracted our attention more than 
any thing that we saw, as the moat indicative of a thorough 
reformation. At the daily eveniug prayer, the 'scene i* indeed 
interesting beyond description, to see from fifty to a hundred 
•persons, who were once carelvis and wild heathen*, come flock- 
ing i., the place ‘where prayer is made to God, before they retire 
to re: t, and to hear the evening prayer, all in their own lan- 
guage, sitting and kneeling with all the decorum and respect of 
their more favored neighbor*. They come at the sound of the 
vetper bell, and retire with the benediction. And, also, the 
• hiefa are coming far out of the interior to receive counsel from 
him, i.nd hi* more civilised countrvineu are -depending on him 
for lot iflfona in many thing *.” — Home and Foreign Journal.

A i.kttku from the intrepid missionary, Robert Moffat, t> the 
London Missionary Society, communiovte* some mournful intel- 
ligence. It is dated from Kuruinurn, November 12, 1800 : 

“ It is only four days since I forwarded a letter to you, which 
contained all the information which bad then reached r««p-»ct- 
ing the Makololo brethren. It was favorable; but, alas ! al.n! 
it was only to lift us up that wc might be plunged into the depths 
of rorrow. Alas! Helmore, tbe amiable, tbe unwetried and 
apovt die Helmore, and hi* devoted wife, are no more inhabitants 
of this lower world. This digressing intelligence has just reached 
us by one of our people who had been on an elephant hunt 
as far as the Victoria Falls on the Zambesi. He thciemet with 
some people from Liny anti, who, when asked respecting the wc! 
fare of the missionaries, replied, in the phraseology of thecoun 
try, that they were all dead with the fever ; and, commencing 
with the name of the first victim, said Helmore died, then his 
wif-, next two of his children, then the suckling of Mrs. 1' 
the-next was Malatsi, a man of this station, Mr. l’rio-’a wagon- 
Jriver; the n»-xt, Tabe, of L-kttlong, who had accompanied Mr. 
Helm ire to render him what assistance be could ; and the last 
list teems to have died was a servant -of the 11 khatla tribe, 
fhe ton of T dm was in a dying state, and not affording the 
'lightest hop* <■( recovery. . . Just ten days after the relation 
jf these evrnts to Joseph Aaron (>>ur informaut), Dr. Llvhig-tone 
wrived at the Victoria Falls, accompsnied by his brother and Dr. 
Ivtrk. Dr. L’ving'lone’ was, as well might be expected, deeply 
affected with th- news of the death of to many of tbe mitieon 
iriy, and regretted much that he had not lieen able to come at 
vn cai lit r period, as he possessed a very efficacious remedy for 
ihe fever.” 


AVUti'AN ecoeiAmv. 

Within the last thirty or forty years, more has beer 
the wejr of Afnosn dteeorar-v than before in all time, oertninty 
than since the timsof the Ptolemies. Northern Africa wm in- 
deed be* ter known to the ancient* of %ypt and of Roms, than 
to any Christian and civil/ieud po«pl« of modem times, until the 
French eatabi thmeat at Algiacu revived the study of north 
African geography. Probably the moel eminent, of French geog- 
raphers now alive is M. UiMuj. He is »C this nsoment under tak- 
ing, nt the request of the French Government, no expedition, to 
*e tie forever the *<-urce of the White Nile, » opposed to be con- 
nected with Lake Nyase*. According teethe old geographers, 
the Mountai ns of t he Moon were etsppoeeyr to intervene, and even 
now all thffj^feaow is, that in the math parallel of North 
latitude, th^JjVtiltyNile spreads out io a width of five or eix 

Th* Lake Nyarns, or ‘ tea,'' used to be considered as located 
in ten dogma South. Hut either it extends %p to the north fer 
more than used to b» allowed, or there may be two nr more in- 
tend lake* of sufficient arse to hard won that title for themselves. 
Every year the labors ef the French , Austrian, and Prussian 
travelers are add mg to our knowledge ot the continent from the 
•North. From the^8»uik, the English are pecetraticg upwards, 
and have pretty thmoegbly, through the labors of such roluioc- 
ariep as Moffat and. Dr. Livtegstoae, made us aeqotaintod with the 
soli and alienate, from tbe Caps of O-iod Hope upward* to with- 
in five drums of the equator. These travelers bare fouod thi 
century abounding with navigable rivers, on* of th* most im- 
portant of which is the Zambesi, which Dr. L. hia been navigat- 
tog in hie new etotiuer from England. The has 

been ascertained to be fit for navigation, with land un either 1 tide 
admirably adapted to the culture of cotton, and even now pro- 
during large quantities of ft. 

From the western side, tbe colony of Sierra Leone and the 
Republic of Liberia have already 1*1 to discoveries as, to the in- 
terior of Africa that will be no lest valuable Mian tboie w.t have 
already alluded to. N lt hue now been demonstrated that * very 
little way back from the coast, on the high lauds, the climate is 
remarkably healthful. The navigation the Niger, though so 
deadly when badly managed, it not necessarily. to, especially to 
the native*, with proper precaution*. Indeed, the rice swamps 
of South Carolina, within five mile* of the city of Charleston, 
are to tbia day, at oertain seasons of the year, quite *c deadly 
nt any part of the African coast to tbe unaooluntted whit* 
an. 

Tbe interior of Yoruba, explored by Bowen, it iu a high de- 
gree healthy and hopeful at a place of settlement, it has been 
desolated by the wars of the slave-traders, end topt oially those 
of the terrible and bloody Dahomey. But there la no doubt that 
the peaceful occupation* of industry in sericulture and in arts 
will, ueder the guidance of our missionaries and the gradually 
extending influence of Christian settlements, put an end to these 
evil*, and do much more than they have already done to .put * 
stop to the rdave-trade. Already the coffee from Monrovia com- 
mands a higher price than any in the market. Sogsr, rice, 
indigo, and cotton are raised with an Increasing success, and the-j 
palm-oil now supplies the English market. — Co!. Herald.

cataract* impeded tbe progress of theaieamer. Li vingatooe dwells 
more emphatically than ever upon the cotton-growing capabili- 
Lio* of this poruoo of Africa. He scarcely except* our own 
cotton belt, when be says “ that no part of the world ia belter 
adapted to the growth of thi* plant, which play* such aa important 
•ole in commerce and politic*.” He looks forward to the day 
when the valleys of the Shire and tbe Nymaaa shall furnish to th* 
oomi of Manchester n quantity of the raw material as great aa 
that now supplied by the Southern Bute* of the Americas 
Union. He affirms' that one tract in the neighborhood of th* 
shire is especially fitted tor th* culture of cotton.—

ber of Representatives, in September last, embraced a arrios of 
fact* in a high degree creditable to the Republic, and that merit 
special mention, its army has been reduced Irom thirty thou- 
sand to sixteen thousand meu. The navy has been remodeled 
and enlarged, while iu cost has been materially reduoed. It 
uow emhiacea two good steamer*. A rigid economy ia rapidly 
bringing th* finance* of ihe country into a healthy condition. 
The Stale has thereby been enabled to tnureaae the salaries of 
its public offioi r*, and the wages of tbe workmen employed up- 
on the public works ; and the value of the national currency, *■ 
competed with that of bullion, ia constantly rising. Many pub- 
lic works have been completed. The Government hat com- 
menced a census of the Republic. The means of education 
have bten increas>-<|, and primary schools, at which the science of 
agriculture i* taught, have been liberally established in the rural 
dtetricta; and at the close of last September, thirteen thousand 
pupils of both sexes, were under instruction at the expense of 
the State, in every degree and branch of knowledge, in more 
lh*n one hundred and fifty schools. 

Such a nation is an interesting tpo'aole. There the African 
race is showing its capacity for self-government under social and 
political difficulties of n kind and magnitude that few pen, le 
have had to struggle with in their infancy a* a nation. Ap 
p Meetly they have surmounted their difficulties, and are firmly 
isublished as a Republic, and have a prosperous osreer before 
them. As friends of humtnity, we rega'd this apecacle with 
great satisfaction. B it *uch a Republic hit special intercut in 
ihe eves of every tiiougUllui American. Jointly with Liberia, 
Hayti lenders a home fir all our free negro * on terms ko favora- 
ble to emigra-ioo there, that one woul I think that all who can 
would eagerly accept, “ individually and by communities,” they 
are offered a welcome, a home, and a homestead, with a free 
passage where the emigrant has no pecuniary m<->,os. 

llayti has a toil thu iu point of r.chuets it scarcely equaled. 
The climate on th« savinnss is better adapted to thoae brought 
up on our Southern plautalioni than to perrons from the North 
t-rn States ; but the highlands, which are numerous, are abund- 
antly healthy. Tbe product* being such ns areoommon to tro,i> 
ioat regions, vx»t -numbers of our Southern free negroes would 
at <mce fin 1 profitable employment iu cultivating sugar, rio?, cot- 
ton, coflee, indigo, etc. Toe knowledge end skill they have nl- 
, ready acquired at the Siuth would prove exceedingly valuable 
n such n country as that to which (hey are invited. 

To ihe (ongoing, which ia taken from the very ably oond noted 
New- York Vomtntrtial Advertmr , wo remark, that Liberia it a 
nobler and wider theatre for the enterprise of our colored peo- 
ple.

of fm young African Republic, by the packet of May 1, 1861. 
Tnose for llayti are provi '*>d O'dy with a fr o pests Tbe set- 
tler of Liberia is. furnished wh merely tnus, hui *iih <mufcrtable 
subsistence on tbe voyage, aud aix mouths' support, h jutc-room, 
and attendance after arrival. Ha i* also entitled to fire acres of 
Und,»ni the right* of cilia mship upon arrival. It likewise pre- 
wnt* a wider and more inviting field fur the enterprise of the rsoa, 
while it ha* greater advantage* in iu religion, language, and intel- 
ligent republicanism. Truuure* of cotton, coffee, *ug»r, tobacco, 
palin-oi 1 , dye*, •* barbaric genu end gold," exist ell over Africa, 
and *ovk her m-ircha u by the Senegal, Gambia, 8:. Paul’s, Ni- 
gar, and Zambesi. Communities of civilixtd colored men along 
tbe ouaKt are an effectual preventive, of ihe infamous slave- 
trade, while they spread thu arts end furnish living ilea* of gor- 
arumeot, commerce, and capaoity.

By the arrival of th* steamship Athens, wo ore pat in post rs 
eton of soma interesting details of the progress of Dr. Livingstone 
and hi* fellow-travelers ia the interior of A fries. The following 
am extracts of letters received from th* Rex J. Moffat, one of tbe 
Zambesi missionaries : 

We have bad nothing tine* weaeot away our lost poet nt the 
begUning of the year, so yon may imagine we ore in a sUte 
of dsrknesa Moealekntae bos n manta 'for trade, and wonld like 
to make iu nil Under* if he oeuld. W# have been busy the 
lost three month* in gardens, and in getting up some sort of 
dwelling*. My wife end 1 are still, however, in n native hut 
and in onr lent. Our oottage ia approaohiag completion. 1 
knve, personally, little to comploia of ia Moeelakatsa’s treatment. 
oeMideriag what ha ia ; but such despotism os his, especially 
at the maa it nearly ia hia dotage, isvoive* much that it 
trying to our patience, and unpleasant to our feeling*. That* 
mature are, however, of liuls moment ; it is onr helptmeness 
ia regard to that which it our first and great duty, that wa feol 
I am sorry to eay that our wheat boa utterly failed. Wc were 
here too late to sow it in the proper season. Unless unexpected 
supplies come, we may have to take to native oorn, whioh is 
queer stuff; compared to our staff of life.” 

The other letter is from the same place, but dated the 9th of 
May, 1880. The writer says: “No letters have suoceedsd in 
reaching us hare, except by Kurumsn people, and w# have 
oolv been able to send away one poet. Mr. Sykea takee thi*. 
We have heard from Linyanti. Up to tha middle of loot month, 
neither Livingstone nor the mieetoueriee bad arrived, though 
both were daily axpactod. It it gratifying to be able to say 
L “ we have at last been able to commence services with the 
beie people. The old king is very provoking, bat thera^i* 
hope of sucoeee then before.” 

. »n a communication from Lithegona, in Bebhalia country, 
dated July 8, we learn that the missionaries at Moeelekaisa had 
suoeeeded in inapiriag more friendly feeling* in tbe heart of the 
old king. Mr. Lis, one of the Moffat party, had arrived at 
Ssohelir, and brought the news that tha oid king was on very 

S ood term* with them (the missionaries) at Moeelakotae. 

Ir. and Mrs. M acker lie, of the Loudon Missionary Society, 
bad passed Seohelis on their journey to tha Makololo, where 
they intend to stay for the fatumT A great many trader* had 
resched a* far as Seoheli* during tbe season ; they were English 
colonial people, but were acoompenied by the Kurumau*. Ele- 
phants were •oatoe, and the hunting eoaaob bad. Tbe hostility of 
the uative* hod greatly abated aino* the last aoeounU . — London

York on Saturday, Deoembcr 8lh, having beeu sailed off the 
Uongo river, by the U. 8. flsg*hip Constellation, on the 28th of 
September, with seven hundred and five slave* ou board. Two 
third* of the whole number were under fiftw n year* of age 
They were classified as follows : 172 meu, 108 women, 84S boye, 

81 girls, and three bibea. They were at once sent to Monrovia, 
where they arrived on the 16th of October, without any aoei 
dent, except the loss by death of eleven of their number. Tbe 
Oora, with, a erew of leu men and the three Americans found on 
her at the lime she wo* taken, left Monrovia on the 18th of Oo* 
rober. and arrived at New- York as stated above. It. will be re- 
membered th4t tie Cor* wa* detained in New- York for several 
days last May, on suspicion that she bad beeu fill'd out fur the 
slave trade, but was finally allowed to depart. Her cargo is 
staled to be one of the most varied and carefully assorted ever 
pul ou board of a slaver, costing, as shown by the manifest, 
over $22,000.

Tbpy .have not, iudood, yet recovered from th> hostility so 
loug aud. carefully inslilLd into their minus sgafoti Colonise- 
tiou, and therefore have not been able to. appreciate the pre- 
eminent privileges presented by Liberia ; but thic- will aoon be 
cured, now that they enlarge the mope of tbeir vision. 

In bar pet feet republican form of government, in her well-con- 
aiJered code of laws, in her possession of the English language 
end Protestant form of Christianity, and in her high standard of 
moral regard for the Sabbath and the marriage relation, Liberia 
k so immeasurably in advanoe of Hayti or Jamaioa, as almost to 
forbid comparison. 

We anticipate, therefore, that the tendency of the emigrating 
current now so strong toward Hayti, will in a brief period be 
changed for Africa, and t specially for Lberia. 

As to cotton-raking, Africa presents all the elements of the 
Isrgest success, only needing proper machinery for oleMuiug, qfiiT 
intelligent capital to direct. _ ( 

A prolific toil, abundant raiw, perennial plan)*, end laborers 
by millions, invite enterprising men to that vest continent, with 
assurances of success. 

The industry thus developed will aid efficiently the process of 
Christian civilization, aud hastsn the day when the fetish and the 
devil tree, and the witchcraft murders shall cease to afflict the land. 

We heartily rejoice, therefore, at these signs of awakening 
enterprise, whether the emigrants select as a field of labor 
Yoruba, Sierra-Leone, Liberia, or even Hayti.

But so far aa it respeota miniral and 
vegetable oapacity, there teems to me but little, if any doubt 
that Africa more than rivals the moat produolive lands on the 
globe. 

Let me set before you, though briefly, tome of the valuable 
articles of west African trade. I must remind yon, however, 
of three things : first, that the soil, the rocks, and the flora of 
Afrioa have not had the advantage of soientiflo scrutiny , and as 
a consequence, but little is known as yet of her real worth and 
wealth in thest respect*. Second, that west Afriotn trade is 
only in a uasoent state — that it oomes from but a slight friege 
of the ooaat, while the rich interior yields, aa yst, but a reluctant 
hold upon the vast and various treasure* it possesses. And 
third, that such is the mysterious seoreoy American and Eagiish 
houses retain end enjoin upon this subject, that even approEima 
lion to the facts of the care it remote and distant.

Cotton. — Next to palm oil, cotton is now commanding more 
attention than any other article. The interesting fact with re 
gard to this staple it, that it excites as much interest in Afrie' 
as it does in England and America There are few things in (— 
history of trade more important, more interesting, morally i 
well as commercially, than the Impetus which has recently be 
given to th* growth of cotton. 

In 186-, Mr. Consul Campbell mad* a statement of the pr 
able amount of ootton exported from weal Afrioa. 1 have 
rely upon my memory for the items of that statement ; and, 

I mistake not, he stated that the people of Abbeoknt* export* 
nigh 200,000 cououy cloths annually . These cloths are nur- 
ctiaaed for transportation to Brasil, where there are thousand* of 
African slaves who still dress in the tame style as when at tbeir 
homes. He supposed that full 200,000 coantry cloths were 
manufactured for koine use, which woujd make the probable 
number manufactured in Africa, 400,000; and he calculated 
24 lb*, as the average weight of e«ch country cloth ; and 
400.000 multiplied by 2|, equals 1,000.000 lbs. of cotton maw-, 
ufaetured by the natives of interior Airica, in os« locality — that 
ia, Yoruba. Doubtless a* much more is allowed to grow and run 
to l sate, unused. 

Now these faels, to a partial extent, were well known « Libe- 
ria, for oar merebanu are accustomed to purchasing ** aonntry 
cloths,” aa they are oali-d, and selling them to foreign traders . 
bat Ooosul Campbell’s statement* far exceed any realiliet 
wa have ever thong ht of, and show that interior Africa is as 
great a field for the production of oottoo, as America or

The preceding extract from the livening Poet of February

If iguorant, ha is ioexousable for thia bold and flippant libel. 
If not ignorant, he is guilty of moat audacious falsehood. 

Wa challenge him to furnish a single fact or particle of avi- 
dance to tuaUin hi* malieioua alaader. It is a lie out of th# 
whole cloth, and w* wonder that so respectable a paper ae th* 
New-York Evening J\ut should have given currency to such 
statements.

On the 14th of Decem- 
ber, she arrived at Cape Mount, and on the 16th at Monrovia. 
Of her sixty-three emigrants, thirty-two proceeded to Careys- 
burg, five to St. Paul’* river, aod twenty-six to Sioou. On the 
21*t of April, the Society’s Agent, Mr. Dennis, wrote : 

"The last emigrants to Careysburg are doing well; none of 
them have died, and nearly all are now in their own houses.’’ 

< >n the 5th of March, the Steven* returned to Baltimore, and 
on the Jlst of April, with 147 emigrants, proceeded to the mouth 
of the Savannah river, Georgia, at which point (having arrived 
on the 30ib, and all thing* being arranged for despaloh by the 
Financial Secretaiy), she received on Board a company of 81 
peisoiis from that State, and on the^2d of May spread her asils 
tor Liberia. Of thia entire expedition, 136 were slaves emanci- 
pated, and 92 born free. Upon seventy-three of these the great 
gift of freedom was bestowed by a single individual, A. Cuth- 
bert, Esq., of Jasper county, Ga., ion of an eloquent member (now 
deceased) of the U. 8. Senate from that State. Mr. Cuthbert 
cheerfully and liberally supplied hw peop'e with suot articles for 
housekeeping, tools and implements of husbandry, as must ena- 
ble them to enter upon tbeir life in Liberia with fair prospects 
of success. The lit Kev. Bishop Payne and family, with health 
improved by their visit ol'a few months to the United States, re- 
turned by this opportunity to Cape Pa'ma*. Several returning 
Liberian* were utio among the passengers. Of the emigrants, 
173 landtd at Monrovia, and proceeded immediately to the in- 
terior settlement of Care>tburg. 

The Steven return. U to Baltimore on ihe 20th of September, 
with n full cargo of palm-oil, coffee, sugar, aod molasses, but 
without passengers, owiug to ber ill condition, which compelled 
the captain to employ several Kroomtn for the pumps, and to 
hasten Lome tor repair#. 

On the 1st of November, this fine ship look her departure on 
her ninth voyage with 80 emigrant*, three recaptured Africans, 
and several c*bin-patttngtr<. Among theae last were Dr. JamM 
Hall and daughter, with her friend Miss Sumner, hoping for re- 
newed health from lb* voyage ; and the Rev, C. C. Hoffman 
and family, returning to their mieaionary home at Ospe Palma*. 

. Of these emigrants, all, with three exception*, were bora free. 
They were a respectable body of people, mostly accustomed to 
agriculture, and selecting for thyir home the. flourishing interior 


Recaptured Africans, 3. 

The recent revival of the Afrioan slave-trade has excited tb* 
regrets and indignation of all thn friend* of humanity, and the 
special attention of our Government. The proposal long sine* 
made by the United Slnte* to mark thia inhuman trade as a capi- 
tal offence against thn common law of nations, ha* not yet re- 1 
ceived the eanction of nil the Christian Goveramentapior has 
Grant Britain enforoed her treaties with Spain on thn subject, 
which (since the introduction of Afrioan slaves is almost exclu- 
sively confined to her dominions) would go far toward* iu entire 
■upprewioo. Our Government has recently acquired great ad- 
vantage* against this traffic, from the aubetitution of email, ewlft, 
armed steamers, in place of large tailing ahips, on tip coasts both 
of Africa and Cuba ; and more Africans nave been reoaptured 
within the last six month* than in any former equal period. Iu 
April and May last, Lieut. Craven, of the steamer Mohawk, 
ptured the bark Wildfire; Lieut Com. Stanley, of the 
yandolto, the brig William ; aod Capt. Maffit, oi .he Crust- 
der, tb* bark Bogota ; from which three vessel* were landed at 
Key West 1482 Afrioan*. The President of the United States, 
on the 19th of May, in a special m* stage to Congress, brought 
the condition of thoae landed from the Wildfire, to ite considera- 


tion, and declaring it probable, "judging from the increased ac- 
tivity of the slave-trade, and the vigilance of our cruisers, that 
several similar captures may be made before the end of the year,” 
reoommended "that an appropriation should be granted, large 
enough to cover suoh contingencies.” 

“ The period,” he adds, " ha* arrived, when it is indispens- 
able to provide some specific legislation for the guidance of the 
Executive on thia subject. With this view, I would suggest that 
Congreaa might authorise the President to enter into n general 
agreement with the Colonisation Sooiety, binding them to re- 
oeive on the coast of Africa, from our agent there, all the cap- 
tured Africans which may be delivered to him, and to maintain 
them for a limited period, upon suoh terms and conditions aa 
may oombine humanity toward that* unfortunates with a just 
economy. Thia would ohviatn the neoeieity of making a new bar- 
gain with every new eapture, and would prevent delay and 
avoid expense in the disposition of the oaplured. The law 
might then provide that in all cases where this may be 
practicable, the captor should onrrv the negroes directly to Af- 
rica, and deliver them to the American Agent there, after- 
ward* bringing the captured vessel to' the United Slates for 
adjudication.” 

In pursuance of theie recommendation* of the President, the 
following amendatory sot was passed, and ia on thia anbjaot the 


An Act to amend an net entitled " An act in addition to the 
aett prohibiting the elave trade.' 

8*o. 1. Be it enacted, etc.. That it shall and may b* lawful for the 
President of the United States to enter into contract with any 
person or persons, sooiety or societies, or body ' corporate, for a 
term not exceeding five yenre, to receive from the United 8tales, 
through their duly constituted agent or agents, upon the ooast 
of Africa, all negroes, mulatto**, or persona of color, delivered 
from on board vessel* seined in the prosecution of the slave-trade 
by commanders of the United States’ armed vessels, and to 
provide the said negroes, mulatto**, and persons of color with 
comfortable clothing, shelter, and provisions, for a period not 
exceeding one year from the date of their being landed on

Before these ships had anchored a* Key West, sorrow, rafter- 
ing and disease, the araal aad attendants upon the victims of 
the slave-trade, had reduced the nember of them poor African* 
from 1491 to H 88 ; and thowgh the Government sent an 
Agent in each of the chartered ships, and the Sooiety n physi- 
cian to watch over their interest* aad nurd their health, of the 
1188 who were received on board at Key West, hat 893 war* 
fended in Liberia. The Agent of the United Slates Govern- 
ment for recaptured Africans, the Rev. John Says, resident at 
Monrovia, devoted himetof assiduously to the welfare of thee* 
Africans, while much sympathy end kindness were expraami to- 

teds them by the people of Liberia. T 

Thn unexpected arrival at Monrovia, on thn 5th of Aagaet, of 
the Storm King, with 519 stoves, captured by the steamer 
San Jacinto, Oapt. Dorafe, aad within twenty-foer hoars there- 
after of the ship Erie, e prim to the steamer Mohioan, Licet. 
J. W. Duonfegton. having 847 atom on board, and tb* well- 
founded expectation of speedy eoceaeioes, by other 
to thee* numbers, exoiled serious apprehension and 
the Government and among the oitfeene of Liberia ; and b> the 
earliest opportunity President Benson informed the Society of 
the facta ia the cun, and of the grant arils ho considered inevit- 
able from the introduction feta that small oivilfesd oommaaity 
of large number* of liberated barbarians, unices moans should 
bo amply supplied by the United States, and the control of them 
be exclusively confided to the Liberian Government. In view 
of the communications of President Benson, of thn Rev. John 
Says, and others, and in accordance with the recommendation 
of the New- York Colonisation Sooiety, the Executive Committee 
invited a special meeting of the Board of Directors, to consider 
the relations of this Society to the recaptured Africans and Li- 
beria, and to adopt snob measures aa should be judged beat for 
th* interests of all oooofrratd. 

On th* 24th of October, the Directors met in thk city, when a 
statement, with dmpotehea and documents, was submitted by 
the Executive Committee, and the whole eubjeet demanding 
consideration referred to a Special Committee, who, the next day, 
presented the following report and resolutions, which were unan- 
imously adopted :

The 
safety and peace of the Commonwealth, and the wisest provision 
for the support and training to civilised habits of the receptive*, 
are alike to be sought. 

“ By reference to the Articles of Agreement between th* 
Republio of Liberia and the Antericaa Colonisation Society, en-

their cargos*. 

“ By numerous letters recently reoeived from President Ben-

The danger to Liberia which was threatened by landing so many 
savages in her small immunity, excited much anxiety there and

The monaicba and the statesmen of the world saw in I 
them bands or pilgriues but « few miserable enthusiasts ; in 
their plans for tha future, the senaelee* chimeras of a superlative 
insanity. But iu the eye of the AU seaing, each bore with them 
the foundations of r mighty revolution in the history of mankind. 
Could a seer have looked upon them with prophetic vision, he 
would have prooouuocd eaoh bond the founders a l an empire to 
work' the regeneration and uprearing ef it* race. 

The pilgrims who landed on our ahorea came with some ad- 
vantages which the African pilgrim had toot, but the latter went 
forth with, in many respects, e nobler endowment. The former

Where a bloody and debas- 
ing idolatry crushed barbarian tribes, and the smoke of 
rose to appease pagan divinities, now ascend* 
heavenward the pure worship of Jehovah from civilised com- 
munities, and the cross of Christ haa been erected upon tha ruins 
of obscene altera. Where ignoranca stalked abroad, education 
haa reared its seminaries of learning and its schools ; and churohe* 
•tend with open door* for the sons of the down trodden n* well 
of the barbarian ; end while I apeak, tha walla of a 
college are ruing to offer the free, boon of a liberal education to 
the children of the land for so many generations sunk iu dark- 
ies. 

Liberia, aa a self-governing Republic, contain* within iUelf all 
the element* neceuary to command the respect of mankind, and to 
perpetuate iu free institutions.-'' Hut it has a greater power than 
this. Iu miMien ia to act as one of the moat powerful agents, 
under 1‘rovidence, to extend the march of civilisation and Christ 
ianity over the continent of Africa. It ia not for naught that

richest stores of evangelical knowledge. The l’uriUn pilgrim drew 
hie plant of a State from his readings of Holy Soripture, and hia 
own reasoning concerning iu demands. He had tha light of his- 
tory to guide him, and the cutcricaoe of oimreaslon before him as. 
beacons but no example of a Slate where perfect freedom and per- 
laci order existed ia unison. Tha Negro pilgrim a* well aa the Pu- 
riUn had the word of Ood, but he had the experience of the Puri- 
Un fig two centuries, more replete with leseons in civilisation, and 
statecraft, and learning, and science, then any similar period in the 
world’s history, in these two oenlurtes, civil and ndigioua liberty 
Aral worked out the problem of an existence unlrammelcd with li- 
oentiouanes* or with infidelity. Thai unrecognised and disputed 
right for whioh our father* left the homes of their childhood 
— freedom to worship God — had within this period become ac- 
knowledged a* an inalienable birthright of mankind. Tbe sister 
doctrine that all men are barn freo and equal, had been pro- 
claimed, and had become recognized at the Gospel of civilization 
and government. The struggle* of oivil and spiritual despotism 
to keep their yokes upon the necks and consciences of mankind, 
had left a history embodied in plain lessons for the instruction, and 
warning, and guidance of eveu the uultarutd. Mechanical inven- 
tion had commenced its wonderful career, aud had multiplied a 
thousandfold the productive energies of mankiod, to relieve 
human muscle from toil, and gain leisure for human intellect to 
improve itself and elevate the race. The handmaid and the aid 
of geographical ditcdveiy and commerce, it bad bridged tbe 
oceans, and brought the whole family of nations, aa it were, into 
immediate coulaut, and made common property of the learning, 
nnd the discoveries, and tho science of eveiy land. 

All these change* in the aotual condition nf ihe world con- 
tributed to tbe endowment of the Negro pilgrim. He was 
unlearned ; he hail not acquired the encyolopmdi* of knowledge 
gleaned from every land and from every science. But he car- 
ried the languago with him which waa freighted with it all — the 
key by which hit sons might unlock all these treasures, and make 
them all th*ir own. lie carried not the wealth measured by argosies 
filled with Eastern gold ; but he had the pear! of great price — the 
unadulterated word of Ood, the richest legacy ever inherited by 
mankind, in hia own familiar tongue, lie was unskilled ta govern- 
ment, but be waa familiar with the model and tbe operation of j 
u State baaed on the righte of man. 

Thus, though unlearned, without wealth, and untaught in 
statecraft, he was nevertheless furnished with Ihe whole circle 
of human knowledge, rich in tha only riuhea which avail, and 
trained to the management of a self governing Slate. And he 
went euataiced and encoutagod by the kind wiabee and prayun 
of the thousands who beheld ta the enterprise the rising of the 
bow of promise for the millions of his besotted brethren on the 
shore to which he bent bis footstep* — a bow afar, perhaps, in 
the future, but to the eye of faith diatinot and well defined. 

Leas than half a century has elapsed since the Uttle band of | 
adventureis placed their feet upon their fatherland. Tbeir expe- 
rience was like that of our (lathers. They saw one after another 
of their numbers struck down by peatitaoee ; they tasted the 
gnawings of poverty ; they encountered the atroe of violent man, 
end were compelled to do battle for tbeir Uvea. Yal they main- 
tained thoir faith ; they looked confidently to the future. Etch 
year added to their strength. Brother after brother followed in 
their footsteps, now lu little bands, now ta greater numbers, 
to aid them and give strength to their enterprise With many 
a sad hindrance — snee rs nnd scoA, not merely from the infidel 
and the hater of thoir race, but often from tbe brethren of their 
mltitudee who should have been their 


ca with their stations ; and that tho most powerful European 
nations arc, with untiring energy and princely expenditures, en 
doavoring to turn its barbarian tribes from the traffic in human 
flesh, to useful and productive toil. Never before did Africa 
present such a spectacle to the world — her returning eons hold- 
ing out to her the light* of Ohiiatianity, of oivilfaUion, and ofj 
free institutions, showjoiz her their effect* unon th*m -—a 
coil raging her to reoeive them ; the nations who once strove for 
precedence in the work of oppressing her, and ravishing from 
her shores her children, wi.rring with each other for a monopoly 
of thia piracy, now exlundirg their helping hands to rescue her 
from the evils of the inhuman traffic they once fostered ; and 
members of almost every branch of the Church of Christ en- 
deavoring to briog her sons and daughters to the knowledge and 
enjoyment of hia Gospel. 

We are taught in Holy Scripture that God maketh the wrath 
of man to praira him. Signally has this truth been exemplified 
in the history of the inhabitants of Liberia. The crime of tha 
pirates who stole the native Afrioane from their barbarian home*, 
has been overruled to introduce to their children the preoept* ofj 
the Gospel, and to fit them to ctrry back to the borne of tbeir 
fathers its blca*iuga aud its hopes. It was cruelty, and the ac- 
cused thirst for gold, which bnatched the miserable barbarian 
from hi* tunny shore*. Hut lie who brings order from confu- 
sion, and good from evil, overruled the tioful purpoeea of the 
uian-stealer, to make thorn eventuate ia the ultimate bleating of 
the tons of those lie wronged. * 

Do not, then, the history and condition of Liberia demand from 
ua gratitude to Him who hath ordered it ullf It i* his wotk, and 
let our hearts asoribe to him the praise. 

Hut the direct effects of the IJberian enterprise upon the na- 
tivea of Africa and their descendants are not all the oauaea for 
gratitude whioh havo attended the efforts of U* founder* and 
adpportor*. Their labor* have, in striking InsUnors, awakened 
multitndea who did not aympathize with our views, to the great 
work of introducing Christianity and civilisation to the African 
race. The pnjudice against the Colonisation Society, which 
for many years existed to a great extent in this country, growing 
from a mistaken apprehension that it* plans were not benevolent 
or wise, haa led to the formalin of other aaaooialton*, whoae ob- 
jects have been similar to ours. Among these we may name the 
Mendi mission, which haa made a successful beginning, and has 
already planted the seeds of a most hopeful enterprise ; tha 
African Civilisation Society, formed chiefly of the deacendanti of 
Africans, and contemplating the introduction of oolonit* of col- 
ored rneorto carry with them the Goepel and freedom to the in- 
terior of Africa ; the Societies for Emigration to Hayti and to 
Jamaica. We sympathise with all there movement*. We wiah 
God speed to every enterprise which promise* goed to the col- 
ored man or light to Africa. May they be multiplied many- 
fold, and may heavenly wladom guide their promotera to more 
akillful and auoceMful effort* than wa have made. So that tho 
work of renovating the continent of Afrioa goea on, that the el- 
evation of her aona ia accomplished, we daaire not to snatch or 
claim a single palm or laurel leaf from tha brow* of those who 
may the moat efficiently atriva iff their behalf, whether they unite 
with ua or differ with us in the means or policy to be employed. 
Their tucocaa will be as grateful to us aa our own. , 
wherein we have failed, wa shall be happy if they, by wiser 
measures, may aucoead. 

The aeoood proposition of the reaolaLuu is, that the history 
and present condition of Liberia encourage it* friend* to con- 
tinue tbeir exertions in ita behalf. 

Where waa theta ever ta tha world's history a beginning of n

Whore were 
Hied with man and women to be sold aamerchandoe, 
bomta of. peaceful and happy eftiaens of a nation 
governed by taw. Where were clusters of misera b le but* filled 
with naked oftd debased ravage*, are neat and comfortable home 
steads sod town*. Where stood the si tan of idolatry steaming 
with the blood of human victims, and surrounded by votaries 
to tbeir obscene rites, now stand. churches dedicated to the living 
God, fiikd with lowly and true-hearted worshiper*. Where all 
waa savage life, a State exists— a State small, indeed, compared 
with the ancient nnd loog-eatabiubed nation* of Earope, but still 
Sufficient to extend s humanizing influence over a population t u- 
fbld ita own ta numbers, and rapidly bringing it up to the bless 
g* of education and Christianity. 

Is qot this enough to encourage ua to go forward ? Nowhere 
in the history of Christianity hav* the labors of a single genera- 
tion produced nor* signal results ta its extension than ta Liberia. 
Nowhere, away from the American continent, on the faoa of tbe 
whole globe, bat there, has there aver been exhibited the snoosM 
of a purely republican government. Nowhere eke haa the capa- 
city of tha Negro ram for self-government under free inetitnttor.* 
baeti demoeatreWd. Tha doubter* may continue to apeak of the 
inferiority of the African, and argue upon the Wuevolence of 
giving him an Anglo Saxon master, armed with -whip and scourge, 
to compel him to toil, and thu* to civilise nnd Ghririianiso him. 
But the philanthropist oau point to Liberia, and there ahow by 
abundant example*, that beneath a sable akia the highest attri 
butra of humastty my exist ; that no -master, not whip, nor 
scourge is neceaaary to eiviliae or Cbriatiauiss the Africa*, or 
render him capable of becoming the ritisen or officer of a self- 
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pie* to answer the doubter, be need a»t even quota from UoU 
Scripture that God bath made of one blood the Negro aa »e!i 
a* the white mac. He towd only point .to the Afrioan Republic. 
Thera is bis dentooatratioc And it i* her* aW— her- on thia 
platform, in the p^mom of the esteemed friend* who We rep 
resent Liberian civilisation, living exemplification* of the truth. 
And is not nil tbi* enough to encourage ns to eoattaned effort* 
bless the counties* million* of the Negro race, and promote 
a groat mum of eiviliaatioo and Christianity ? Let your heads 
and hearts give the aaawer. 

The resolution was *«ooaded and adopted. 

The next speake/ waa tha Rev. Alexander Urummeli (colored), 
lata KpUoopal mi»*iouar J vkt Cape Palma*. This gentleman pre 
ranted tbe following resolution : 

Jy'etolved, That we hail with gratification tha evidences of in-' 
duatrial, moral, and intellectual progress ta the Republic of LiL 
na, and feel assured thereby of the R. -public’s eariy and wide 
participation in tbe regeneration of the continent of Africa. 

Mr. Crumuell delivered an inatruotive addraas, giving some 
account of his experience* in Liberia. He dwtU at fongth upon 
the present state of civilisation ta that Republic, The progre** 
made in education, com me roe, and tbe Useful art*, would appear 
to be astonishing. . Extraneous aid haa dooe much, nnd can do 
more for this people. No State ever emerged from barbarism 
,nlo civilisation except through the assistance of an older and 
cultivated nation. He pointed out tbe responsibility that rest* 
upon the oolored people of thia oounlry ta regard to this strug- 
gling Republic, reared by their kindred. The speaker showed 
u wail-trained mind, and his delivery was extremely pleasing. 

Rev. Theodore Bourne, lately from England, seconded the 
foregoing resolution, and reviewed tbe probable effect of our 
present war upon the commeice of both England and this coun 
try. Ua alto gave, in a general way, soma idea of the English 
opinion as to our difficulties. In conclusion, he argued that Af- 
rioa ' would eventually become a c >lton-mart ; that civilization 
would tend thither with rapid strides ;; and that tbe Negro 
race would, if properly assisted, rise to the dignity of Christian 
civilisation, nationality, and tadependcaor. 

Tbe third resolution waa read by Hon. Jamy* W. Beckman, a* 
flows . 

RnoUttd, That the present convulsion* of our oouetr* cow 
pal us to consider how we can beat prepare Afrioa for the vast 
number! of her descend ant* who will soon look thither a* to the 
promitti Und. 

Mr. Heckman referred to tha concurrence of the development of 
tho capability of tatarior and central Africa for the produetiou of 
cotton, and the citation of our country, which seems to make 
aura a rispid increase of emigrant* from our colored population 
to Africa, to develop those capabilities, and the orui* of our 
oounlry, by which the great aouro* of cotton supply for the 
manufacture* of England ia gut off for a time, and arguod that 
suck coincidences demonstrated a great movement of IWidence 
favoring Ooioataatioc and Ihe seif-elevation of Africa and tbe Af- 
rioan races. Tho benediction was proaouaoeJ by Rev. Alexander 
Crummeti, before which the audience were informed by Rev. Mr. 
OrcoU, that mptoa of a vataabie paraphtat, “ Oa the Relations and 
Duties ef Fro* Colored Mon ta America to Africa,” written by 
Mr. Ucsunmall, aura to ha obtained at the taUe.

“ The original design was to limit its cost to $10,000 ; and aa 
thiaium was expected from the estate of Bath Grosvenor, Esq , 
formerly of tbi* oity, the steamer was to bear his name. 

“ In tho progress of completing ihe vessel, aud sending her 
across the ocean, the sum originally contemplated was doubled, 
and na the legacy waa paid, to a largo extent, in boncis and 
mortgages, there has been a necessity of going in debt to some 
extent, and to obtain money on loan. This, we confidently ex- 
pect, will be met from souictsof income entirely reliable, event- 
ually ; yet, for the present, the Society 1* encumbered with 
debt. It is a great satisfaction to the B >aid that this attempt 
has so far progressed, that the little ateamer ia now on her voy- 
age to Liberia.

Our 
diffusion of the English language illustrates this poinL A 
might}* number of native children have been brought up 
in our colonist families and in mission-sohools. Many 
of these, it is true, on reaching their majority return to 
country homes ; but they carry with tliem good English 
utterance ; in many cases oai»city to read and write; in 
all cases many of the elements of civilization. I have 
v,„,i — , 


the full benefit of their enumeration, and wc should be' 
thus reckoned folly at thirty thousand oivilized people. 

Let mo now advert briefly to one more evidence of 
our influenoc among the natives, and tfoe regenerating 
power of our people aud polity : I rgfer Mowibi the civil 
and political influence of ouf government upon Ok nations 
around us, especially as it respects their rights, freedom, and 
civil eln ation. 

You know, sir, that slavery is indigenous ttmke 
soil of Afirioa. Indeed, rir, it is indigenous to all soils 
on the globe, and i? the cause of misery and distress 
wherever it exists. It is thus in Africa. -But the hopes 
of freedom, the aspiration for liberty, work as strongly 
in the native bosom of the African, as in any other man 
on the globe. The servile population of our surround 
ing tribes, even to the far interior, know where safety 
can be " found from the oppressor, lienoe, this claw, 
when they And the yoke intolerable, seek the protection 
of our flag. Runaway boys and fugitive slaves oome 
to us from the Bassos, the Queak, the Veya, tho Dcys, 
and especially the Passahs, who are the hereditary slaves 
of the interior. . All along the banks of the St. Paul’s, 
in the rear of our new settlements, are to be found a 
heterogeneous compound of people of all these tribes, 
living in small towns, enjoying the protection of our 
laws. I remember the case of two boys who escaped 
the slavery of their tribe, by ooming to my own neigh 
borhood; they were pursued by their native master. 
They were taken before a magistrate, who refused to re- 
turn them to their master. The ground assumed was, 
that slavery was not recognized by our laws, and that 
fugitives from Blavenr could not be sent back to bondage 
Thus, sir, our Republic is already a refuge of the op 
pressed. Thus, sir, are we demonstrating to the heathen 
tribe* of Africa the highest laws of freedom, and the 
beneficent operation of Christian government. And 
thus likewise are wo realizing on the soil of Africa, the 
words of one of your own poets: 

No stave-hunt In our border*, no pirajo on our etranil. 

No (bctvi* in Liberia, do *l*v: upon our had P 

It is these realities, which I have witnessed, expo 
rjenoed, participated in, which has led me to commend 
the Republic of Liberia to those of my friends in this 
country, who either from enterprise or the spirit qf emi- 
gration, feel disposed to look to other land.*. For a 
number of years past, a goodly number of American 
oolosed men have left this country, in order to l»otter 
their fortunes. Some have gone to California, some 
to Australia^ w»d, after accumulating wealth, returned 
again to thrir homes. A like feeling now influence* 
many in these States, Bave that they are seeking per 
maneut heroes abroad. Kqpe are going to liayti ; some 
have their attention turned to the West Coast of Africa, 
estiecially to the Yoruba oountry, and the looabty of 
Abbsokute. And this latter claw internal me a deal 
more, I confess, than those who arc going to the West 
Indie* And this chiefly because too neat of Africa 
—her need 8f civiheed emigrants, is great, and lieeau*- 
educated free oolored men are the fit agents to cflb-l tin- 
regeneration of Africa. We can not, it is true, make 
great pretensions ; our training and culture have been 
exceedingly imperfect Wc have l»een deprived of 
many of our rights in this country. Wr have.liecn de- 
barred from many of those privileges and prerogative* 
which" develop character into manhood, and mastery, 
and greatness. Still we have not been divorced from 
your civilization. We have not been cut off from the 
lofty ideas and the great principles which are the Boeds of 
your growth and greatness, politieal, intellectual, mid 
ecclesiastical. 

On the oontrery, wc too have learned clearly ami dm 
tinctly, the theory of free speech and of constitutional 
government. Wc too have participated somewhat iu 
all the vast wealth. both religions and civil, of your An- 
glo-Saxon literature. Wo too have learned the advan- 
tage, and hare risen to the elevation of all those great 
legal charter* which interest men in government, and 
whioh make government subserve the best interests 
and desires of its citizens. Aqd these kindly though 
incidental providenoes have placed us in governmental 
capacity, and in fitness for the prerogatives of govern 
ment, in advtmoo of many peoples, who in other respect* 
are above us. The freed black man of America is, 1 
feel assured, a superior man, in the points I have men 
tioned, to the Russian, to the Polandcr, to too Hungarian, 
to the Italian. Notwithstanding our trials and burdens, 
we have been enabled to teach a clearer knowledge of 
free government than they, and to secure a nobler fit 
ness for its requirements, duties, and guarantees. I sjical^ 
from the facts which have fellen under my observation, 
among my brethren in Africa. And lienoe I feel desir 
ous that those enterprising and Christian men here, who 
are looking abroad for new homes, and other fields of 
labor, shomd join us in Africa, for the regeneration of 
that continent. My own desire, moreover, is that instead 
of scattering ourselves thousands of miles apart along 
the ooast, we should rather oonoentrato our parties and 
our powers. Of course, 1 cart not say a word in the 
abstract, against the mission which draws many men, 
and some of my own personal friends, to AbbookiAa. 
But I do regard it a mistake in policy. I have the im- 
premion that providence points out all that .field to the 
freed and cultivated men who have been raised up and 
prepared by the English at Sierra Leone ; and who, cs 
pceudly by blood and language, seem to me God s chosen 
messengers to the. valley ofSe Wger and ft. for mien 
or. And I have the conviction that we of the Umtod 
States, with our peculiar training, and with our demo- 
cratic tendencies, will find ourselves out of place, as well 
as in an uncongenial element, in the strong government* 
Sf interior Afrit* And therefore I have thought that 
in everyway, it would he for better for men leaving this 
counted for Afirioa to join er fortunes with us in Li- 
beria 3 Our training, habfeu custom* education, and 
•xfiitical experience, have made ua— it u not, it ia true,

formerly did. In the drat place. I muet tay that I am not com* 
-petent for (he task. The causa demands a much abler hand 
'than mine : but. however, I am fully convboed (more now than 
ever befoie) thai the whole scheme was and il one of the great 
operations of Divine Providence. This is to me more and more 
developed every year, and must be to every unprejudiced mind 
or eye which is favored with the knowledge of thing* as they 
exist m l.ibciia or on the western coast of Africa. Civiliiatioa is 
extending its gracious influence along the coast more and more 
every year, and alro penetrating the interior to an immense dis- 
tance. There are more natives than emigrants from the United 
States and other countries, who speek the English language.

Two 
natives ha\ c entered the Mbeht Annual Conferenoe this year, one 
of. whom 1 brought in from the interior when he was only eight 
years of age. < >thert are occupying lower aUtiooe in the Church. 
So far, our labor I* not in vain. 

And a great deal is being done in the way of civilisation by 
the individual families of Liberia ; for there are from one to 
twenty native children and adulla, almost, to every family in 
Liberia. They are with us to Church and State, around the 
sacrament table and at the family altar ; they are speaking 
the same language, governed by .the same lawe, and worshiping 
the tame Goo with ourselves ; and it is the pride of our beat 
citizens to elevate them to a seat in their social circles. 

The Congo, s brought into this Republic by the United 8tates 
squadron, at first created some little exoitemsnt with some of 
our citizens, but the course adopted by the United States Agent, 
Rev. John Seyt, in placing them to the families of the ciliaeaa, 
>. far ~ ,t mh praetfoaVto, baa banished all tbeir fears, and 
seems to work gloriously. Numbers of the children are attend- 
ing Stbbath schools and public service every Btobath, aod are 
learning rapidly. To me this is another evidence of the work- 
ing* of Divine f’rovideoce. 

I w-'i. happy to have the honor of taking a part in the arduous 
labors, with my old friend, Mr. Seys, to his disposition of the 
great number of these recaptive* which were pieced under his 
csre. Mrs. Seys, wife of the Rev. John Seys, hss distinguished 
herself in assisting her husband in taking care of the miserable 
thousands which were placed here. Her labors have been 
astonishing to all, and on** could be led to believe that God bad 
sent her here for the ep. < ial'crisi*. The noble act of the United 
Stauw Congress in their very liberal appropriation, ha* enabled 
thia < •uvernment and its citizens to bestow upon these miserable 
suff.-rrrs that caro which their condition demands — all of which, 

I hope, will work to tho glory of God and the up-building of our 
down-trodden raoe. 

I cannot close this very short communication without tome 
expression in relation to yourself and the great work in which 
you so long have been engaged ; and it is my firm belief that 
there will he many to rise up in the Day to oome and eall you 
blessed. Your labon in this good work have been aud are such 
a* will win for you laurels which angels might covet — yon having 
laien among the first to advocate the great scheme of Colonisation.

Five new members were received — ooe into full ooneecdon by 
letter nod certificate*, and four on trial. Two of the latter were 
from among adjaoent)lribea — one from tbe Grtybo tribe, John C. 

The heart* of the 
brethren were very muoh enoeuraged by thia addition to their 
former number nod strength. 

The openings for presetting the Gospel to the nstives increase, 
both to number and facilities. Two new station* among them 
are. being opened this year — one to the Quenh and one in the 
Kroo country. Another to the Baaaa oountry invitee us strongly 
—the field and the man are ready. Shall the money alone be 
wanting I No, not if our brethren in the United States will 
allow us to employ what means we hnke nt commend 

Death, during the year 1860, had thinned our ranks, trnvel- 
ing and looal, to an extent that for n while produced ia the 
miuds of all toe most saddeniog feelings. Rev. Anthouy D. 
Williams and tho Rev. Bamuel J. Mathew*, both long known 
and beloved, had been called to their reward — the latter, in the 
very vigor of matihood. Tbe possibility of other* being gone 
when'taext the Conference meet*, forced luelfupon our reooliection. 

Tbe pecuniary ability of the Church, aa well a* the dbpotition | 

manned it in the right way, is lunaibly on the ioc rente. The 
practice of uniting in order to lubaoribe, pay, and build, does 
good. It evolro* the ability of tooiety to provide for its own neces- 
sities to a degree wholly unknown before the trial made. More- 
is given for.toe support of the Gospel— more is given for 
ing churohes, scheolhonse*. etc. And yet there ia t oom— great 
room for improvement. Thie is a work requiring patience and 
perseverance. These must go together under the command of 
good eystom ; nod then conquer we mutt .— Liberia Christian 
Advocate.

There have been two dealha to the Conferenoe, R-a A. IX Wil- 
liams, and Rev. 8. J. Matthews ; aad one member, Rev. Samuel 
Williams, has returned to tbe United States.

VISIT TO CAPS PALMAS. 

Carl 1’almas, Fabruary 15. 1801 

Mcftsn*. Editors : — I left Sinou on Saturday evening, the 
9th inst., in tha little "steamer Seth Groarenor, and arrived her# 
on the afternoon of the 10th, at 4 o'clock. 

I am very favorably impressed with the appearanoe of things 
here./Tiie town look* clean and neat. The street — for them t* 
Jb uV'one, and that I am told an almost endleta one, extending 
indefinitely into tbe interior — is kept very clenn. From the 
atony character of some portions o( the soil, I waa at first 
inclined to think that tbe people were not entitled tc any

the bareness of every thing to the invincible sterility of tba soil ; 
but 1 have learned that it is owing to the active industry of the 
people. 

The cape is by no means as large as Cape Montserrado, not 
one-third the height or breadth : it k only a small point of land, 
— somewhat elevated, a kind of paninsula — extending (: ubruptly 
into the Atlantic. On the cape proper, which, judging from tha 
narrow strip that connects it with the mainland, waa at one 
time an island, is built the portion of the town called Harper. 
Here are the principal stores and shops. Here k the hotel — the 
former residence of Gov. Uusawurm — occupying tha summit of 
‘he hill at the foot of which am the principal landings. Moat 
of the business is done in this part of the town. A few yards 
west is the Orphan Asylum, almost on the point of the cape, 
and immediately in the rear ( south) of the light house, which, 
by the way, like the light house on Cape Montserrado, is famed 
for tbe intense brilliancy of it* light! 

The hotel is ono of the moat attractive places iu Capa l'almaa s»| 
owing no less to tbe icmarkablq urbanity and obliging dkpoai- 
tion of the owner than to its beautiful and popular location. It 
k the centre of attraction for all foreigners. Mr. Marshall k 
the agent at this point for the British mail ateamara. 

From the hotel, eastward, there is a gradual descent to the 
residence of Ibiel Justice Drayton, a newly erected building — 
not very large, but neat and commodious. Leaving the Judge’s 
dwelling there is a slight ascent, which forms a beautiful knoll, 
entirely free from vegetation. Here waa the aits of tba large 
native town occupied by the Cape Palmas natives previous to 
the war of 185V. From this hill there is another descent, rather 
abrupt and steep, to a sandy spot, ovsr which it stems that the 
■mall river which now empties itself on the north of the cape, 
or more probably the sea, formerly flowed. 

From this Mindy spot the land gently rises inlariorward. 
Here begins the portion of the town called Latrobe. In Latrobe 
are the principal building*. Here are the churches, and hem 
the gentry reside. St. Mark’s Church ( Kpuoopal) ia perhaps the 
moat noted— about sixty feel long and thirty wide. Next to this 
chuich ( east) stauil* the dwelling- house of Mr. Superintendent 
Gibson — a tine, large, airy building. A little beyond (north- 
east) ia the Methodist Seminary, where resides Rev. rhilip Coker, 
pastor of the M. K. Church. From the meidanoe of Mr. Gibson, 
where I now write, may be aeen the Atlantic ocean, whose waves 
wash the ahore only a few yards in the rear of the building 
( south). -In the distance ( north) from tha front pi am may be 
Sean, across the little river, Hoffman station, consisting of a 
beautiful church-edifice, a dwelling-house, and a school house, 
the scene of the labors of N. S. Harris, a native calechiit. 

Mot m Valuhan. — A bout two miles from Latrobe, or about 
three miles from the point of the cape, ia situated Mount 
Vaughan, the test of the Episcopal High School. The buildings, 
among the finest we have seen in Liberia, are beautifully located, 
commanding an extensive sea and land vitw. Thu mount was 
the first home of the Kpkcopal missionaries in West Africa. 
The school established here has been the means of doing much 
good. It has for the last two yean been under the earn and 
tuition of Rev. A. Cruminell. In coneequenoe of that gentle- 
man's depirture, a faw weeks ago, for thq United Stales, the 
school haa fallen under tha care of Mr. Jamaa B. Yataa, a young 
genlUmau of Monrovia. " Youths at a suitable age are taken 
from tha colony and boarded, clothed, and educated hem, with 
the design of tending them forth aa teaohers and misaioaarias to 
the heathen, iu addition to the tegular hoarders, a large num- 
ber of day-scholars receive here advantages of education and 
religious training.” The studies at present pursued am ovlhog- 
grapby, reading, arithmetic, history, elements of Euclid, 
pohiioal economy, elementary anatomy, ete. 

Jacksontills and Tbuman Town are two settlements, which 
form a continuation of Latrobe eastwards Between these two 
settlement* stand* Mount Vaughan. The loU around the house# 
of the inhabitants of thk region am not tbe most inviting spots 
we have witnessed. The people, being employed chiefly ia 
trading or getting timber, have no time for much agiieullural or 
horticultural labor. ~

On las!) night (Ss-.uiday), I witnessed (he greatest hurriesue 
over did in m| life, lo the early part of the evening, tha wind 
commenced, and continued to increase until about ten o’clock, 
when it increased to a perfect hurricane ; and continued so for 
•oine time. It wtut then coming from about south-west. At 
about ten, U lulled a little, any for a bout ten minutes, whan it 
shifted to south-east ; till it oamo ia rang* with a valley in the 
mountain, when all of a sudden it commenced with greater force 
tha® ever, blowing a complete hurricane ; and it appears that its 
main force was concentrated in space about three hundred yards, 
and blew with the greatest fury. The house I was sleeping in 
leaked very badly, iusomuoh that it became necessary that I 
should change my bed, which was a hammock, to keep the rain 
from blowing iu on me, before it had changed. I then lay on 
some chairs, and had to pat try counterpane over me to keep some- 
what dry, or at least to keep from being chilly ; but aa the wind 
increased, l thought 1 heard ihe house crack, or at any>*te 1 
was afraid it would fall, sc I went to the back door and got it 
open, and just as I did so, th* house fell, the door post carrying 
me along with it ; sod something knocked me on the head, but 
having my preaeooe of mind about mo. I slipt from under it be- 
fore it got down, and left me standing upright, with nothing but 
the heaven* for my oovar, and nothing oa but ahiit and pant*. 
The raia descended in torrents, insomuch that it was with diffi- 
culty I could draw breath. Tbe lightning waa incessant ; one 
moment I would lie ia a measure completely blind , th* next mo- 
ment it would be almost aa light aa day. The thunder waa 
terrifio, tbe elemente aeemed as if they had eombined, and ooo- 
tinued so a quarter of aa hour, when it commenced to abate. In 
the houae with me ware old Mrs. Carroll and aeveral children, 
non® of whom were injured at all. But on repairing to the spot 
next morning, I found that the hammock iu which I slept was 
completely covered with the wreck of tbe boue-, and bed I re- 
mained in it, 1 am almost sure I would have been killed. Aa it 
was, I had a narrow escape, and it waa only through the mercy 
of God that 1 waa not killed, for which mercy and all otbei* 1 
desire to be truly thankful. In this sad oaUatrophe two lives 
were lost, Betsey Watson and Luoy Morris’ cbild, and thirty-ooe 
bouses injured and deateoved. I have never witnessed such a 
acene in my life, and hop* I thall never see suoh a one again. It 
seems almost mirsculou* that so few lives were loat, when to 
many houae* were blown down— I have never heard such wind, 
nor heard such thunder, nor teen auoh lightning. It was most 
awfully grand, and fully displayed the power of Uod, in some 
small degree. I seud you a list of those who suffered :

Among the many source* of supply, I would especially re 

mmend to notice the maritime regions of Zansibar proper — 
in fact, the whole territory lying north of Mozambique (Portu- 
guese) to the equator, and extending eMtward from the Indian 
Ocean to the Qnaula, or meridional range of mountains. The 
country ia eminently suited for the growth of cotton ; the climate 
ia hot and damp, the soil rich and alluvial. Thpre ia a gulf- 
stream along tha shores, and the Negro |>opulation is, compara- 
tively speaking, industrious. The shrub grows luxuriantly, but 
the people, having no market, cultivate only small plots for do- 
mestic use. Cotton extends on the western side ol the Ghauts 
into the Great Central Bmmi. After my last exploration I 
brought home specimens from the Lake Region, and cloths 
woven in the ” Lind of the Moon,” which wero deposited for 

K iblic inspection with the Royal Geographical Society cf Great 
ritaio. 

The immediate coast line belongs to the Sultan or Prince ofl 
Zansibar ; a few mile* from the eea, the land la the property of 
independent tribes, who are, however, sullied agriculturalist* 
The region is traversed by rivers navigable for large canoes. It 
abounds ia limber for trsmrosds ; briefly, the transit for traffic 
will present few difficulties. The earliest establishment for pro 
moting the growth of cotton on the Zanxibir at aboard would 
require European superintendence ; but the necessity would dis- 
appear aa soon as the people learn their tru* interest*. The evil 
influences brought to bear upon tha western coaat, are far leas 
rampant in eastern Afrioa, and many tribe#— tbe Wax trams, for 
instance— refuse to sell their children and relatives exoept when 
pressed by farrioe. Thera is nothing in tha eoast climate that 
would render it more injurious to tba white man's constitution 
than in the island of Zansibar, where European officials aad mer- 
chant* hava lived for yean ; and our present improved system 
of preventing and curing fever— the one malady of thsae lauds— 
would tend greatly to diminish the danger. I need hardly 
touch upon other collateral advantages accruing from such es- 
tablishments ; the exportation of timber, gum oopal, and caout- 
chouc, tha improvement ia the condition of the Nagro, and the 
minerals (iron, ate.) whioh will be found in the interior.

Bald Paaha (aad 
you may announce it to th# entire world s. a truth) haa ordered 
a certain Bcheikh Aehmed from thk place, to catch for him 
five hundred eouad, strong, aad well-built Mgrosa. H* pay* for 
amy man 700 Egyptian piasters ($80), aad would employ 
them for soldiers. 

M Sobeikh Achmcd, very well known here, accepted tbit proposal 
with pleasure, but waa aot prudent enough to keep the secret 
that he was in possession of sueh an order from the Egyptian 
Government. As sooa aa a Government allows snob things, no 
person here waiu a moment to begin anew thk profitable busi 
are* . and th* slave-traders reckoned very juatly, that what wa. 
allowable lo Bcheikh Aehmed, for the benefit of the Egyptian 
Government, was allowable for them. Vary soon a emaW fiset 
waa put under tail, which, aa Ureir owner* declared, was fitted 
out for the purchase of ivory. Every ship hsd iu particular 
owner, who took a wekil (substitute) oa board, who k aoeu* 
tomad, with bk well-armed barbarisms, to the healing of men. 

••The order of Said Pasha for five hundred strong nagrom 
will deprive the Sudan districts, reokonifig all ia all, of tea thou 
sand lives. I will not mention th* damage caused to the honest 
trader, as it will be impossible to merohaate aad explorer* to skit 
the White Nile, so longs* tha hunting of m*a continues, and even 
many yean after.

Trade was very dull .in Liberia, from the small quantity and 
inferior quality of the palm-oil crop in her territory. The re- 
captured Africsn Congoes were doing well, and rapidly becoming 
useful. The prospect for a large sugar crop was encouraging, 
though the grinding would not begin until January. But little 
had been done toward raising cotton. The large ingress of Con- 
goes had, with limited importations, rendered American jnerehan- 
disc and provisions scarce and high ; but large orders, filled for 
the Liberian Government, were on the way, and would afford an 
abundant supply, and enable the Government to pay the claims

The gentlemen met in pursuance of the appointment, save Mr. 
Hilton, who waa unavoidably absent. The Chairman wiahed to 
postpone the examination to tome future time ; but tbe earneet 
solicitation on the part of the anplioant, who livad up the St. 
Paul’* river, and not knowing when be should be down again, 
Uaused us to proceed. Mr. Davis possessed a considerable knowl- 
edge of foreign law, and bad made considerable' profioienoy in its 
study' ; but be (Mr. Davis) confessed that he was not ao well 
posted as to the proper answers to the many questions put to him 
on the rules, principles, and practice of Liberian law, owing to 
bia not being able to obtain a copy of dur Statutes, wbioh contain

C'OMMKNBABLE ACTION OB THE BRITISH GOVERN-

EXTRACT FROM A LETTER TO KEV. J. B. MNKEY, N1W-TOHK. 

Monrovia, September 12, 1801, 

” Labt April two English schooners, which had openly and 
willfully violated pur revenue laws, were Mixed near Cape Mount, 
and brought to Monrovia, and held for trial in our court. Be- 
fore the trial commenced, an armed English cruiser arrived, 
took forcible possession, and carried the schooner* away, tbua 
throwing in our (ace* an indignity, anil opening the door for 
any insult and contumely other* may ohooae to throw upon u*.’ 1 
We learn by the bark Edward, arrived from Monrovia 6th 
inst., that the Liberian Government made immediate representa- 
tion* to the Eoglith Government respecting thi* outrage, and 
are happy to say the aet was promptly diaavowad. Further- 
more, the English Government Mnt a Commission to Liberia 
ascertain the value of the veeaela, and make reparation*. 

It remains to be aeon whether the Spanish Government will 
be equally prompt In disavowing the wanton outrage lately com- 
mittal at Monrovia, by a Spanish war-steamer, in firing upon 
the little Government 'schooner Quail, on the 11th September 
last. If it does not, it ia to be hoped the English or the Amer- 
ican Government will come forward and protect thia young 
quaai-Amerioan Republic from ftirther annoyance. — Journal I 
Commerce.

Where a testator authorixaa hie executor* to sab real estate, 
and it ia apparent from tbe general provisions of th* will that ha 
intended such estate to be acid, th* doctrine of equitable conver- 
sion applies, although the power of sale i* not in term* impera- 
tive. 

A testator, without violating say law, may not only suspend 
th* absolute ownerahip of hia estate during the continuance of 
any two liven in being at his death, but) may diepose of the in- 
come annually aa it accrues during this period of suapea 

He may also give vested legacies, and provide for tbeir payi 

at future definite periods. It is -no violation, therefore, of the 
statute against aocumulalions, for a testator, after rendering bia 
estate inalienable for two lives, to give pecuuiary legacies pay- 
able at future periods, in such a manner aa to show that h* in- 
tended they should be paid exclusively from ineoms aa it 
should ac.crue, leaving tbe corpus of the estate to pass i 


paired! to tbe reaidaagy legatee*. 

If, ip each a oaae, the legacies are ao adjusted aa to warrant 


the inference that the testator intended an aocumulatioo oi in- 
eoms although the implied direction to accumulate is void, yat 
no provision of th* will which oan be exeouled independently of 
it is thereby affected, but it ie the duty of the executors to dis- 
tribute the aurpltu of inoome accruing ia any year among the 
persons entitled thereto. 

Tbe atatate (1 R. &, 720, 440) giving to tbe 
•amptively entitled no the next eventual estate, income aocru- 
lag daring the suspension of the absolute ownership, and of 
whicIT no disposition or valid aooamulation is diraoted, ia appli- 
cable in respect to the inoome of personality only where snob 
inoome ia derived from some specific fund, or is distinguiahabl* 
from that of all oth« property.

a fair idea of the increased valaa of land since emancipation. 
The proprietor of aa estate, at the tinea of aaaancipatioe, received 
£11,100 for hk slaves, and th* estate was then sold for £15,- 
000— a. e., £80, or $260 par acre, whieh was th* usual price of 
laad during slavery; yet within n few yearn thk same esUie baa 
base sold for £80,000— a. $300 per acre, th* land aloe* the* 

bringing $17,300 more than both the Uad and slave* would 
bring in lima of slavery. Under such circumstance*, aa tbe 
planter owns the land, ha coaid hardly be- -said to be ia' 
jured permanently, were aaMnoipatioa forced dpoahtm. 

Would a similar advaaoe ia th* price of land follow emancipa- 
tion in thk coantry I Why not! In I860, according ? U> Die 
United State* oanau*, th* average value of land in tU Northern 
Bute# was $28 07 per acre ; in the Southern State*. $6 33 , ami 
in th* South-western, $6 20. But for slavery, «hy should 'fior 
tbe value of such land equal laad at th* Norm I 

Is slave labor more expeaaiva than free ? During the time* 
of ilaverjr, the planter* claimed, aa k ihoun by tkfo Parliament- 
ary bluebook* of the day, that thirty, and even foity per cent., 
must be allowed for non-effaetiv* slaver, ao that a planter owning 
one hundred sinvaa could count on only sixty or seventy effective 
laborers. The interest on the price of a slave worth $800 is $48. 
The life of a Cuban field-laborer is estimated to avi-rage ton 
years, so that th* depreciation of a sound slave worth $800 would 
be $80. Add to thk tbe oosl of maintenance, and the whole 
T**rly cost of the labor of n alive must be at least $150 a veer. 
But a free laborer k hired in Barbados* for $76 per year— r. 
twenty five cento per day, or rather twenty -five cants p«r task, 
two of which a good bead can perform daily. This sum, Ur. 
Sewell state*, k ample to enable the free negro to aupp .rt him- 
Mlf in comfort. And if tbe planter can support the slave in 
working order for $22 per year, tbe aunt allowed in the precod- 
lag estimate, $76 par year, mast be adequate for a comfortable 
support in a state of freedom. 

The estimate is made ia another form, la Cuba, tbe planter* 
who hire slave*, pay $26 par month, and feed aad olothe them, 
making the expense of a slave’* labor over $300 ($336 k the 
estimate) per year. Aad yet aa equal amoout of labor can be 
obtained under freedom for $75, and Lbe laborer be far better 
cared for. 


In bk work above referred to, Sewell give* the following, 
which goes to show a similar result in still another form. Shak- 
ing of the experience of free labor in Barbados*, be ray*

To estimate the out! of slave labor, the value of 
two hundred *nd thirty stove* most be ascertained ; and I plane 
them at wbnt would have been a iow average, £60 sterling each, 
which would made the enrire stock amoant to £11,600. Tbi* v 
at six par cent, interest, which, on such property, ia much too 
low an estimate, would give £680 ; coat of clothing food, and 
medical attendance ! estimate at £8 10s , making £&98. To- 
tal coat, £1498, or £10 12a. par hogahead, whik the coat of fret- 
labor on the same estate k under £4/ 

*' This, it must be remembered, ik a practical comparison b» 
tween free and slave labor, and uot ao abstract estimate of the 
expenses of the two systems, to be varied by time, place, or ctr- 
oumstanoe. It is also a reasonable average of similar compari- 
sons that might be instituted on all the estate* of tee island. I 
might easily multiply examples ; but those who would doubt the 
fairness of tbs one I hav* selected, would doubt a hundred others. 
I can only aay, on the assurance :>f th* Governor Limit If, that his 
statistics come from a source of unquestioned reliability, and, if 
their application ns nn average representation be deakd, il must 
be on the ground that the expense* of slavery have been under- 
estimated.”

Liubria waa founded to become a home for recaptured Afri 
eao», aa well aa for the free colored people of the United States 
During tbe period commencing April 20, 1860, nnd ending 
April 28, 1801, eight Americdn vessels were seized by our men- 
of-wnr, and their living freight of four thousand four hundred 
and seventy-nine native Africans deposited in that Republic, 
within !«*• than nine mootha— viz., from August 21, 1860, to 
May 8, 1861, inclusive 

The subjoined table gives the name* and dates of the slavers 
arrested, and by what cruiser taken, the number of Africans 
captured and landed in Liberia, and the mortality which occurred 
in th* intervening period :

The Wildfire, Wtlliaaa, nnd BogoU were boarded off tbe Cuban 
ooaat, and brought into Kay Waat, Florida, landing the. e fourteen 
hundred nnd thirtv-two souls.

Presently they began to suffer for want of water. After leav- 
iug the fountains of Otjidambi, the nearest water was ten days to 
the uonhward.

Next day they found 
that the natives had been firing the grass on their route, and 
there were smoke and flame in all direction*. At night, water wa* 
found unexpectedly, and hopes were excited for the future. But 
after this time, warn of water brought the whole trip to a painful 
eod. The guide* lost their way, the oxen had been four days 
without water, and to the nearwt known witter in advanoe it waa 
estimated to be not less than a seven daya’ journey. The journey 
by this route to the Ounene was given up— it waa determined to 
return. A few mouthfuls of the Fast water, held in reserve, were 
served out to the men, and the return journey waa commenoed, 
when return seemed to be out off by a lake of fire.

Torough the very midst ot this lay our path. By delaying a 
few hour*, the danger would have been considerably diminished, 
if not altogether over ; but delay in our case teemed almost 
more dangerous than going forward ; and soon we pushed, trust- 
iug lo some favorable aooiaeot lo bring us through the penis we 
had to face. A* we advanoed, we heard distinctly the sputtering 
and hissing of the inflamed grasses and brushwood, the cracking 
of the trees as the? reluctantly yielded their massive forms to the 
unrelenting and all-deyouring element, the tcresim of staitled 
birds, aud other commingling sounds of terror end devastation. 
There was a great angle Fn our road, running parallel, as it were, 
to the raging fire, but afterwards turning abruptly into a burning 
savannah. By the time we hed reaohed this point, the oonfla- 
graliou, still In lie glory on our right, wee feet receding on our 
left, thu* opening a passage, into whioh we darted without hesita- 
tion, although the ground was still smouldering and reeking, and 
in some places quite alive with flickering spark* from the reoeut 
besom ot hot fiemw which had swept over it. Tired re our oat- 
tie were, this bested stale of the ground mede the poor brutes 
•tep out pretty smartly. At limea, we ran great risk of being 
crushed by the falling timbers. Once a huge trunk, in flame* 
from top to bottom, fell athwart our path, rending up million! of 
sparks, and scattering innumerable splinters id lighted wood all 
around us, whilst the oumerout nests of the eooial grosbeaks — the 
Textor erythrorhymhus — in the ignited tree#, looked like so 
many lamps, suspended in design* at once natural, pleasing, aud 
splendid. It was altogether a glorious illumination, worthy of 
Nature's palaoe, with its innumerable windows and stately vaulted 
canopy. But the danger estooiafed with ihe grand spectacle 
was too great and too imminent fo i u* thoroughly to appreciate 
its magnitioenoe. Indeed, we were really thankful wheu ones 
our backs were turned on the awful scene. 

“ At break of day we halted for a few minutes to breathe and 
to change oxen, then continued to journey on. I despatched all 
the loose cattle ahead, giving the men orders to return with n 
fresh teHiu nx soon ax they had drunk, fed, and rested a little. 
We arrived at the vley a little before midnight on the 24 th of
